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CHAPTER VI 


fire-festtvals in other lands 

§ I. T'/u Firc-iesJk 

At first sight the tnterpretation of the Eurapcan lire customs Rao&oh 
as charms for tnalting suivihine us cotifirmcd by a parattcl 
custom observed by the HJinioos of Southern India at the s«wiiItrB" 
Porisol or Feast of Ingatiiering. The festival is celebrated ' ‘ 
fit the early part of Januajyi when, acconling to Hindoo 
astrologers, the sun enters the tropic of Capricorn, and the 
I chief event of the fotiral coincides with tlic j»ssage of the 
sun. For some (lays previously the boys gather heaps of 
I sticks, straw, dead leaves, and evvirything that will bum On 
the morning of the firtt day of the festival t{» heaps are 
fired. Every street and lone Iws its bonfire. The >^iig 
folic leap over the flames or pile oit fresh fuel. This fire b 
an oflering to Siirj-a, the sun-god, or to Agni, the deity of 
fire: it «(raises him from his sleeps catling (Sti him again to 
gladden the earth with hb light and heat'*' If this b 
indeed the cxplanattor^ which the people thcmitelvca give of 
the festival. It seems decisive in favour of the solar etqilana-' 

I tion of the^ fires; for to say that the fires waken the son- 
god from his sleep b only a metaphorical or mythical way 
of saying that they actually help to rekindle the sun's light 
and licaL Hut the hesiution which the writer indicates 
between the two distinct deities of sun and fire seems hs 
prove that he b merely giving hb own rntcrprmtbtl of 
the rile, not reporting the views of ilie celchratitl If 
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iind nE3tun:s. A monstrotij and disgusting iinagc oi' a 
certain Nathutanti vho Is said to bavc been a notorious 
pKiftigaic, IS act up in a bazaar and then amaalied with blows 
of sImjcs and bludgeons while (he Uinfin! of cow-ditng b 
btaiing, Noltoiuchold can be wiihoiit an image of Naihuram, 
and on the tilgbl whan (he bride firti visits her husband, tlic 
Image of this disreputable personage is placed beride her 
couch. Barren women and mothers whose children have 
died look to Nathtlram for deliverance from their troufalci.^ 
Various stories are told to account for the origin of ihe Jlolf 
festival. According to one legend it was instituted in order 
to get rid of a injubicsome demon {rdl^hini). TJie people 
were directed to kindle a bonfire and circumambulate it, 
singing and uttering fiarlii^sly whatever m^ht come Into 
tlicir Tnind& Ap^ialled by these voeifemtions, by the 
oUiations to and by the laughter uf the children, (tie 
demon was to be tiegtroyed* 

In the Chinese province of Fo-Kicn we also meet ivjih vertwi 
a vernal festival of fin: whkh may be compared to the fire- 
festivals of Europe. The ceremony, according to an cmJncut chm*, 
authority, is a solar festival in iiouour of Uic renewal of 
vegetation and oi the vcmal warmth. Jt falls in April, on 
the thirteenth day of the third month In IheChiocre ealendar. 
and Is doubtless connected with the ancient cuatoht of 
renewing the fire, which, as we raw, used to be obrervned to 
China at this seasoa* The chief perfonnens in the cere* 
tnony are t<iboureia^ who refrain from women Ibr seven days, 
and fust for three days before the festlimL During these 
days the}- are taught in the temple how to discluugu the 
difficult and dangerous duty which is to be laid upon 
ilicm. On the eve of the festivaJ an enormous binzicr 
of charcoal, sometimeg twenty feet wide, is prepared in 
front of the temple of the Great God, tlic protector of life. 

At sunrise next morning the hmret- Is lighted and kept 
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between hn back and the swords. Wild music now siribei 
up m,d under the excitement caused by fts stirring strahis 
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liart of their person wh!d) ts probaliip more scnsSt»'c than 
the Hites of tlicir feeL' 

itf this last festivaJ the Ciiwntial fcaitirc of the ceremony 
appears to be the passage of tlie image of the deity across 
the fire; it may be compared to the passage of the straw 
effigy of Ktipalo across the midsummer bonfire in Russia.* 
As we filial] see presently, such customs may perhaps be 
ititeriircicd as magicjil rites designed to produce light and 
warmth by subjceUug the deity himself to tlie heal 
and glow of the furnace; and where, as at Barsana, 
priests or sorcerctrs have been accustomed iti the dischaign 
of their funcliom to walk through or over fire^ thcj' have 
sometimes done so as the living representatives or embodi* 
ments of deities, spirits, or other supernatural beings; Some 
oOFifintintlon of this vfew ts futttiahed by the beliefs and 
practrw of the Dosadhs^ a low [tidian casic in Behar and 
Cllota Nagpur On the fifth, tenth, and falbmooii days of 
three monllis in tlie year, the priest walks over a narrow 
trench titled with sniouldoing wood ashes, and Is supposed 
thus to be inspired by the tribal god Rahu. who becomes 
jjicamaie in him for a time. Full of the spirit and aJito, It 
is surmiretl, of drink, iltc man of god then mounts a bamboo 
platrorm, where he .dngs hymns and divuibutes to the crowd 
leaves of tuiitt which cure incumhte disease^ and flowers 
which aiusd barren women to become happy mothers. The 
iicrvice winds up wltli a feast lasting far into Ihc night, at 
which the line that divides religious fervour from drunken 
revcliy cannot always be drawn with absolute precision,*

deity. Where the ceroioony was obterved pentiaiolly ii 
^trally ooctirred in MarOb or June, which are the rnonihr of 
the vcmai erfuinox and the summer wbritc respectively. .A 
narrow somctimei twenty yards long and half a fimf 

ij«p ivas filled with smalt sticks and twigs, mostly of latmuind. 
w ndi ^re kmdleil and kept burning till they into «■ 
ma^ of glowing embers. Along this the tlcvoiees. often fifty 
^ dsty in suc^oB. walked, nm. or leaped bareftioL In 
lb>4 the Madras Govcmiiieni imtituted an ejiqitiry into 
the eusiom, but found ihnt ft v&i not aUended by danjicr 

rhe Krencfa travellw Sonnerat her described how, in tlic 
cighTCendi century, the Hindoos edebrated a fire-feitivid of 
tins sort In htmum of the god Uarnia Rajah and Ids wife 
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Drobcdii (nniti|iad!). The Testivnl lasted eighteen days, diin<T£f 
tvhkh Jill who hitd voivcd to Lkke part m it were bound to 
fast, to pmetiso oontmctice, to sleep on the gmimd without 
a mai, anti to walk on a furnace. Oo Uu; eighteenth day 
the iiTiages of Danna Bajah anil his spouse were carried In 
pivoe&sion to the rurmee, iind the perfonners followed 
daiidngt ihelr hearis eniwnal with flotven and their bodies 
aotearul with sadron. Tlie furnace consisted of n trench 
about forty feet Frag, iiUc?d with hot embcrti. When the Ww- 
iraages lutd been carried tliricc round it, the worahi'pperti 
waJktni over the embers, faster or slower, according to the nirmmh 
degree of their religious fervour, sonic carrying their chiUhen 
in tlietr arms, Others brandkhftig Sprsirs, sworda, and jstanti’' 
arda. Tim part of the cetemony being over, the bystanders 
hastegtetl to rub llielr foreheads with aahes from the furnace, 
and to beg from the perfonnera the (lowers which they had 
worn in their hair: and such as obtained them preserved 
the OoiA'crs caiefuJIy, The rite was performed in honour of 
the goddess Oiobcdd (Draupadl), the heroine of the great 
indian epic, the MahnAharaia, For ahe matT^l^d five brothers 
alt at once; every year she left One of her husbands to betake 
hcrscif to another, but befcirc doing so she had to purify her- 
seif by fire. There was no fixed date for the ceiebratlon of 
the rite, but It could only be hetd in one of the first three 
months of the year’ in some villages the ceremony is fier- 
formed armuully; in others, which cannot nlTord the expense 
every year, it is observed cither at longer tntcrvjds, jterbaps 
once in three, seven, ten, or twelve years, or only in special 
emergencies, such as the outbreak of snudlpox, cholem, or 
plague. Anybody but a pariah or other person of very low 
tlcgree muy take (wrt fn the ceremony in fullittnciit of a vow. 

For example, If a man siifrers from tome chronic malady, he 
may vow to l>rau]nidi that, should he be healed of hb disease, 
be will walk enw the fire at her fi^itivaL As a preparation 
for tiicsolmnnity he sleeps in ilic temple and observer a last. 

The edebration of the rite tn any village k believed to protect 
the cattle and the crops ant! to gmid the inhabitants from 
dangers of all kinds. When it i& over, many people carry

season- At jakkanerf, another place of the Badagas In the 
Ncllghcrry Hhis, Uie paM4ge through the fire at the festival 
seems to have originally Eiad some conncctfon with agri' 
cnilurai prospects, a young bull U made to go partjy 
across the firc-ptt before the other devotees, and the owners 
of young co»^ which have had their first calves Uuriug the 
year take prccriknce of otbem in the ceremony, and bring 
offerings of milk, which ore sprinkled over ihe burning 
embers,*’ According to another account the ceremony 
among the Badogas' was per formed every second year at a 
harvest festival, and tlte performers were a set of degenerate 
Brahmans called Marmraruii, who " used to walk on burning 
coals with bare feet, pretending that the god they worshipned 
could allay* the heal and make fire like told water to them. 
As tlii^ only remained a few seconds, however, on the 
rt was impossible that they could receive much irijuiy ** 

In Japan ilie fire walk U performed as ii religious rite 
twice a year at a temple In the Kanda quarter of ToWm 
One of die performances takes place in Septemher. It was 
witnesKd In the year 1903 by (he wife of an American naval 
opTCT, who has described iL In a court of the temple a bed 
of chareoal about afar yards long, two yards wide, and two 
feet deep was laid down and eovered with a deep layer of 
Jtmw. Being IgnifeJ. (he stmw blared up, and when the 
had died down the bed of hot charcoal was fanned 
by attendants into a red glow. Priests dressed in robes of 
while cotton then walked nmisd the fire, siriking sparki from 
font Md stcc and carrying trey* full of salU \\tcn mats 
bad^n laid down at the tvm ends of the fire m,d ssU 
poured on them, the priests rubbed thdr hare feet hiicc in 
the mtt and then walked calmly down the middle of the fire 
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Tiwy wcfc follnwiNl hy s titttnber of ptwple, includinf' some 
and a Momaii wttb a baby in her arms. '*Tlie Sbinto- 
uu claim that, haii'ing bisen perfectly pwrilted by their pniyen 
and cereoionfes, no evil haa any power over them. Fire they 
r^rd aa ihc vury gpirit of evH ; bo twice a year, 1 believe, 
they go through this fife-walkitig aa a kind of' outward and 
vislhlc sign of inward spiiituu.1 graee.' “ ' 

In ibc island of Mhcngga,ot»c of the Fijian archipelago, 
once every- year a tlnicaena, which grows in profusion on 
the grassy hillsides, becomes fit to yield tlic suitar of which 
Its fibrous root is fuJL To render the roots edible it is 
neccmiy lo bake them among hot stones for four days, A 
great pit is dug and filled with great atones and blaaing 
logs, and when the fiatnes have died down and tite stones 
Y* Y ’^*‘*'* the oven is ready to iweiw the lools. 
M this moment the members of a certain clyn called Na 
Ivtknkata, favoured of the gjods, leap into the oven and 
walk^ unharmed upon the hot si oner, which would scorch 
i tact of any other persona. On one uocasfon when the 
ceremony WM witneswd by Kutopenns fifteen men of the 
ctaji, dneasod in garlands and fringes, walked un^thod 
through the furnace, where longues of fire playerJ uniong 
the hoi iionts. I he pit was about ninetwri feet wide and 
«w mi n matched round it, planting their feet Muarelv and 
firmly on eacii stone. When they emerged from tl^ pit. 
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lIiF of scverft) wen examtiied bikI bIicwoc! ik> irace 
of scoitdUng; e%‘en the anklets of dried iree-fem lca>c^ 
nrhidi they wore on their tegs were unbnmt. llie irnrniinity 
thus cnjoj'cd by members of the ctan in the furnace t» 
explained by a legend that in former days a chief of ilie 
clan, tiaincd Tui Nkualitaf reccj\*ed for himself and hla 
desceadanis this remarkiihle privilege from a certain god, 
wliom the chief Itad accjdetitally dragged out of a deep 
pool of water by the hair of hU head' A tiitnilar cere- 
mnny of watktng through fire, or rather over a furnace 
of Itot charcoal or hot stones, has also been observed in 
Tahiti* the Manjuesae Islands,* and by Hindoo cooties in 
the West Indian island of Trinidad i* but the eye-witnessta 
who have described the rile, as ti ts obscrv'cd iti tiieie Itiands, 
have said little or nothing as to its meaning and purpote, 
their whole allentlon having been apparemly concenital^ on 
the heat of the furnato and the state of the performcia' legs 
before and after passing through it 

‘'Another grand custom of the Hottentots, which they 
nkewUe term atteftrtfitflJtfrt, is the driving ilidr sheep at 
certain times through the lire. Early in the day appointed 
by a kraal for the observance of t^ custom, tlte wntticn 
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milk all their catti> anil set tlie ivhr»1e produce bcfoi^ their 
tiwihaniis. Tis & strict rule at ihi»e timea that the women 
neither taste, nor stifTcr thefr children to toucli, a drop of it. 
The whole quantity js sacred to the men, who drink it all «p 
before they address llieniseivcs to the hiistiiess of the firtt 
tfaWng consumed the mtlk, seme go ami britte the sheep 
to^jciher to the place vriicre the fire is to be lighted, white 
other* repair to the place to light it. The fire b miuJe of 
chips and dry twigs and thinly spread into a long square, 
U()oii the oiiTiing up of the sheep, the lire, scattered Into this 
Bgiirc, ia covered with green twigs to raise a great imofik; 
and a number of men range themselves closely on both sides 
of it, making a lane for the sheep to pass through, and ex¬ 
tending thtmsel™ to a good distance beyond ttm fire on the 
side where the sheep are to cjiter. Things being in this 
posture, the ihccp are driven Into the lane close up to the 
lire, which now smoaks In the thtckcit eloitiU The foremost 
Mid bcFnii forced forward hy the press behind, seek 
thetf escape by attempting breaches in the ranks; The men 
stand close and firm, and whoop and goad them forward ; 
when a few hands, planted at the front of the fire, catch tlircc’ 
or four of die foremost slicsp by the head, and drag them 
thrwtgivattd bring them round into the sight of the rest’ 
which sometimet upon this, the W'hooping and goading 
cmtinuiitg, Ibilow with a tantivy, jumping and pouring 
t^mscIvBB tJirough the fire and stnoak wlijj a mighty 
tittering and fivy, Al other times they are not » tract¬ 
able, but pot ilie lloltentots lo die trouble of dragging 
immfem of Uwm through; and sometfmes, in a great press 
and fnght, sturdily attacking the ranks, they make a hreaeb 
am escape. This is a very mortifying event at all times,

When dUciue breaks out in ft herd of the Nandi, a rirt 
pastoral tribe of British East Africa, a large botifire Li made 
with ibe wood of a Certain Ircr; (O/w ebrjft&pkillA), and hm 
brushwood of two sorts of shrubs ts thrown on the 
I'hcn the Aick herd b driven to the Are, and while the 
aniinaU ate standing nenf it, a sheep big with young U 
brought to them and anointed with milk hy an older, oflcr 
which it is ^nngled by two men belonging to elans that 
may intennarry. The intestinci are then ins|»ecLed, and If 
the omens proyc fevounable, ilic meat b roasted and eaten ; 
moreover rings ore made out of the skin and worn by the 
cattic-ouuers. Afief the meat has been eaten, tin: herd Is 
driven roujtd the fire, and milk Is pcnited on each beast.* 

When tiicir cattle are dek, the Znlns of Natal will collect 
tlieir herds in a kraal, where a mciiiclne^man kindles a fire, 
burns medicine In It, and » fumigaiea the cattle with the 
medicated smoke. Afierwanla be sprinkles the herd with a 
decoction, and, taking some melted fat of the ikad oaen in 
his mouth, squhts it on a fire-brand and holdt the brand to 
each animaJ In succeasbn.* Such a ciatom b jimbably 
equivalent to the l lottentot and European practice of driving 
cattle through a fire, ^ 

Among the indians of Yucatan the year which wasiaii™*# 
marked in their calendar by the sign of Cmoi^ was reputal

fall, and when the Hatties liad died dowTt, they aprend out 
the ltd embers and wsJked or ran bareroot over them, seme 
of them escaping un^ntirched by the (tames, but others 
burning themselves more or tesa aeverely. la tltb way they 
tu>ii^ to conjuie away the cv-ils that tlircatctmd tliem, and 
to undo ilic sinister omens of ttie year,‘ 

Similar rites were perfonned at more than one place 
in classical antiquity. At Caatabala, in Gappedocta, the 
priestesses of m Asiatic goddess, whotn the Greeks called 
Artemis Perasia. used to walk barefoot through a furnace of 
hot chamoal and take no harm.' Again, at the foot of 
^Inu11t Soracte, in Italy, ihete was a sanctuary of a goddess 
utuf iiii«. whetc once n year the men of certain families 

walkerl barefoot, but unscnihed, over tJie glowing enibctu 
and ultes of a great lire of ptnewoad in preseno; of a vast 
irmltitndc, who had assembled from all tiic cotintiy round 
about to pay their dm-otions to Uie ddty or to ply their 
business at the fair. The farniltea from whom the pcTformcrs 
of the rile were drawn went by the name of ilirpi Sorani, 
or "Soianion Wolves"; and in consideratjon of the services 
which they rendered the state by walking through the fim 
they were txeinpted. by a special decree of llie senate, from’ 
nuhtary service and all public burdens. In the lilscharge of 
their sacred function, if we can trust the testimony of Strabo, 
mey were bclie%ed to be inspired by the goddess FewnEa! 
The cemmony eenninly took place In her sanctuary, which 
waj. held in tbe highest ncveienee alike by fjiliitsand Sabiues' 
but according to Virgil Pliny the rite was performed 
in honour of the god of the nunmiatri, wiiniti they call W 
the Or«:k name of Apollo, but whoso ttaJ name appear 
O have been Sotanus,' If Sooimis was a sun-god, as his 
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Tiaine has by some been thought to indicate,’ VfC might ttorh£t{u 
conclude iliat the passage of Ids priests thniugh tltc Bte was 
a magical ceremosy dealgned to procure a due supply of 
light and warmth for the earth by mimicbittg the sun’a 
passage actnsa the firmament, bor w priceiws a service, 
rendered at some pertona) risk, it would be natumi that the 
magicians should be Kondjurrofily re warded by a gmicrut 
country, and that they should be released from the common 
obligations of earth in order the better to devou; themselves 
to their celestial mission. Hie neighlioiu-iiig town* paid the 
first'fruii* of tlieir han-cst as tribute to the shrine, and 
loaded it besides with ofTcTiugs of gold ami tllver, of which, 
however, it was swept clean by Hannibal when he hung 
with h'lS dusky army, like a lUotm-eloitd about to break, 
within sight of the aenlinets on the trails of Kome.^

Sudi s[iectfes are ^ 
frcquenily to bc seen in walled towns, especially in the 
neighbourhood of places of execution. Hem thc>‘ often 
viat the penpic with diaease and disaster, causing a con* 
aidcrabic depreciation in the value of the houses around such 
sewttsi Whenever an execution takes plate, the people fiic 
crackers to frighten the iieadJess ghost away from tlic spot; 
and the mandarin who hm superintended the bloody work’ 
on entering ihe gate of hU mnnaian, baa himsdf carried in 
his s^n chair over a fire lighted on Ure pavement, lest the 
headless appantion should enter llicre along with him - fnr 
disembodied spirits are afraid of fire.*** For a like leUon 
Chin^ mourners after a funeral, and persons who have paid 
a visit of condolence to a house of death, often purify y^. 
selves by stepping over a (im of irtmw ;• the purificaUon. wnj

The same double process of purification, or rather of repelling 
the ghost, by means of fire and crackers Is repeated at the gate 
of tlie mandarin’s resideoce when the proeession dcfilu into 
it' Among some of the Tartars it used to be ciutomary 
for all persons returning from a burial to lesfi over a fire 
made for the parposc; "in order that the dead man might 
not follow them; for apparently in their opinlnr* he would 
be afraid of the fire”* “The \'akuts bury their dead m a 
rule on the day of the death, and in order not to lake the 
demon of death home with them, they kindle fims on tJic 
way back from the bnriat and jump over them in the belief 
that the demon of death, svlio dreads fire, will not follow 
them, and that in this way tinjy will lie fmed from the 
persecutions of the hated demon of death,”* In Sikfchim, 
when members of the Khambu caste have buried a corpse’ 
persons present at the burial •'adioum to a siream 
for a bath of purification, and, on re*ctitcrfng the house, 
have to tread on a bit of burning cloth, to prevent the 
evil spirits who allend at futierali frxim following them in “ * 
Among the Fans of West Africa, “ when the mourning

On the analogy' of tiicsc cuatoina, in which the purptse 
of the passage through the fire appears to be wiiTniatjifcabJc, 
we may suppose that the moiiw of the rite ii ilmilar at the 
popular festivaU of Europe and tiie {tke observances in 
other JaiiiU In cii'cry cain; (he ritual appears to be explained 
in a simple and natural way by the snppositian that ihc 
peefonners believe themselves to be freed from certain 
actual or threatenud, through the benefleent agency cf fire, 
which cither burns up anil destroys the noxious things or 
at all events repels and keeps them at bay. Indeed this 
belief, or at least this hope; Is dcliiittely tsepfeised by 
^mc of the people who leap across the bonfires; they 
iiuagine tliat all Ills are hiimt up and consumed in the 
flames, or that they leave their sins, or at nil events iheir 
fleas, behind tl«m on the far side of the fire.* Rut we may 
conjecture that originally all the evils from which, liic pcojde 
thus thought to deliver themselves w-eie conceived by them 
to be caused by pcisonat beings, sudi ghosts and demons 
or witches and warlocks, and that the fires were kindhxl 
for the sole purpose of buming or banning these noxious 
crealtires. Of ibeie evil powers witches and n-arfocks 
aiipear to have been the most dreaded by our Eumneaj, 
peasantry; and it is therefore signifitant that the fire*, kindled 
on Uicse occasions arc often expressly ailcgcl to tmm the 
wttch^; that effigies of witches are not untmm Jy 
un»d m them; and tliat two of the giea, periodic fite- 
teuvaia of thenar, namely May Day and Midsummer Eve 
cainctrk w.th the scawnEw l«n a itches are bdieved lo W 
rnost active and mischiev-oux, ami wIk^u accordinglv ma„y 
other precautions are taken against them,' Tltuf if S 
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craft, as a part of mankind hs-t believed* ft the fertile 
6dur« of altmst all itic calamities that afflict our species, and 
If the surest tocana of frustmling witchcraft is fire, then it 
followi as ctearl/ u day fol lows night that to jump over a 
fire must Ik a sovereign panacea for practically all the Ills that 
flesh b hdr to We can now*perhaps* fully imdcrttand why 
festivals of fire played so pfomiuent a part In the nJIgibn 
or supemition of our heathen forefalhers; tlm observance of 
such festivals flowed directly from ihcir ovennauering fear 
of witchcraft ami from their theory as lo the beat way of 
combating that dreadful evil. 
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CHAPTER Vll

Wr liavc still to asW, Wfiat is the meanittg of burning Tfcerffirt" 
• afBgks in the fire at th«e festivals? After the preceding 

iiivest^tion the answer to the question seems obvious. As llTDlXtd^ 
the fires are often alleged to be kindSed for the purpose of 
burning the witches, and as the effigy burnt in t fii-m Is 
sometimes called ‘'die Witch," we might oahinllv be dis* 
posed to conclude tiiat all the dlSgics consumed in the fianin 
on these occasions represent ivitches or waHocks, and lliat 
the ciiatoiQ of burning them is merely a substitute for bum* 
ing the wicked men and women themsclv^, since on the 
principle of homoeopathic or imitative magic you practically 
destroy the wlich herself in destroying her effigy. On the 
whole tilts explanation of the buniing of stTuw figures in 
human shape at the festirals appears to be the nw«t 
prababic- 

Yet it may be that thb c^pbnalkm. docs mil apply bo Tn'to 
all die cases, and that certain of them may admit and cren 
require aaother interprelailcin, in fevour of which I formerly K'r*

Dm w*hcn the giod happens to be a deity of vegetation, 
liieiT arc speciat why he should die by fire. For 

light and beat ane necessary to vegetable gnowih; and* on 
die principle of sympathetic luagrc, by subjecting the 
personal representative of vegetation to their influence^ ti^iut. 
you secstre a supply of these neccssHrics for tret:s and crops. 

In other word^, by burning the spirit of vegetation tn a fire 
which represents the sun, yon make sure that, for a time 
at least, vegetation shall liave plenty of suil It may be 
objccteci that, if tlic Intcntioti fa simply to secure enough 
sunshine for vcgciatiori, tUfa end would be better altained, on 
die prindple^ of sympathetic mngk* by mcrtl^* passing the 
rrrpTcscntativc of vegetation through the ftre Instead of 
burning Iiim. In point of fact this is scfnelimes done. In 
Russia* as we Jiave seen, the straw figure of Riipato b not 
bunicd in the midsummer lirc^but merely carried back\v'ard^ 
and forwards across ll*"' But* for the rtrasoiis already given, 
it fa neccsiary that iJic god should die ; so next day Kiipalo 
fa stripped of her orrutments and thrown into a stream* In 
this Kui^sbn custom* thcrehirc, the passage of the image 
through the Fire is a isuti'Chtum pure and simple; the killing 
of the god fa a separate act, and the mode of killing him— 
by drow ning—is probably a rain-cluinrL But usually people 
have not thought k necessary to druvr ihfa fine dfatuiciion; 
for the various reasons already assigned, El fa advantstgeous* 
they think, to esepo^ the god of vegetation to a cousidetable 
degree of beat, and it fa afao advanlageous to kill him* and 
ttiey combine thcise advantages iu a rough-smd'ready way by 
burning him-** 

On the foregoing argument, which J do not mw find very

The same theory would explain the custom of obliging llw 
priest ceremonially to pasi through thc fire; the custom 
need not be a mitigatbn of an older practice of burning 
him in the flames, it may only be a pnrificatton designed to 
enable him thc better to discharge bis sacred duties as 
rcpre-sentativc of the deity in the coming ycur. Similarly, 
when the rite is obligatory, not on the people as a whole, 
but only on certain persona chosen for the purpose,* wc may 
suppose that the.se persons act as representatives of Uie 
entirt: ootnmunlty, which thus passes through the Are by 
deputy and coii'ioquently participates in all tlte benefits 
which are believed to accrue From thc puriHcutory character 
of the rite,* In both cases, therefore, if my Interpretation of 
them is correct, thc passa[!)e over or through a fire is not a 
suhstituic for human sacrifice; it is nothing but a stringent 
fctrm (if punficatforL

Yet curiously enough, though the water-spirits cal! for U 
human victims on Midsummer hvc or Midsummer Day, 
w^txi to general Is supposed at thai season to acquire 
certain wonderful medicinal virtuefi, so that he who bathes jutRcm 
in it (hen <if drinks of it b not only licalnl of all his In- 
firmidcs but will be well and hearty iliroughout the year. fumm^ 
Hence in many parts of Europe, from Sweden In the north 
to Sicily in the south, and from Ireland and Spain tii the -iuyn'-ii* 
west to EsthoiiFa in the east it used to be cusiomar)' for 
men, woinci), and children to bathe In crowds in rivers, the muScHiit 
sea. or springs on Midsummer Eve or Midsummer Day, 
hoping thus to fortify themselves for the next twelve months, iLu tim. 
The usual time for taking -(he bath wiis the night which 
intervenes between Midsummer Eve and Midsummer Day \* 
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but in Belgium the hour was noon on Mldsmitmer Da/, 
It WBS a cdriaua sight, we are tolt 4 to see th« bnnhs of 
a river lined w'ith naked children waiting for the ftiait 
stroke of noon to plunge into the healing ^^ater. The dip 
was supposed to have a nrmaricable effect in strengthening 
the legs, t^eople who were ashamed to bathe in public 
usesd to have cans of water brought to their houses fmm the 
river at midday, and then pedbmied their ablutions in the 
privacy of their chamtWTs, Nor did they thirnv away the 
precious fluid ; on the enutraty they boitird it up and kept 
It as a sort of elixir for use threutghout the year. It was 
thought never ta grow foul and to be as blcssat as holy water 
fctehed from a church, which we may well holieve. Hence 
it lerveil to gujrtl the hou^e against a thunder-^torm; when 
the clouds were heavy and threatening,- alt you had to do 
was to take the palm branches (that is. the lu'lgs of box¬ 
wood) which were blessed on Palm Sunday, dip them in 
the mldstimmcr water, and bum them. That averted the 
tempesL^ In the Swiss canton of l.uceme a bath on Mid¬ 
summer Eve is thought to be es|iectally wholesome, though 
in other parts of Switecrland, u we saw, bathing at that 
itasort iQoauntetJ dangermii,* 

Nor ant such oistom* and beliefs confined to the 
Christian peoples of Eumpe ; they are shared also by the 
Mohammedan peoples of Morooca There, too, on Mid¬ 
summer Day alt water ts thought to be endowed with such 
marvellous virtue that it not only heals but prevents sick- 
ncM for the rest of the year; hcuice men, women, and 
children bathe in tJic sea,, in rivers, or in thdr houses at 
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that time faf the sake of thclr healthi tn F'JJt An<l other ptaces 
on lilts peo[ttc pour or muirt wntcrovcf cadi other tit the 
streets or front ihe hoiwe^topii to that ilic stiecls become 
almost as muddy aa after a fall of rain. More than that. In 
the Andjra they tathc their atiimoiit also; honees, 

<lonkcy3, cattle, sheep, and Roats, all musl participate in the 
tniracnUitis benefitH of midsummer water.* The rite forms 
[«rt of that oht bcalbeii celebration of Midsummer whldt 
ap{icars to have been common to the jicoptes on both sides 
of the MeditciTBFwan ;* and a? llm atm of bathing in the 
midsummer water is undoubtedly piirlfvcalion, it is teasortable 
to assign the same motive for the custom of kaplng over 
the midsummer bonfiiCL Oo the oihcr hand some people in 
Morocco, Elbe some people in Europe, think iliat water cm 
MEdautnmer Day is midcani or dangerous. A Berber told 
Dr. Wcslcnnarcik that water is haunted on Midsumnier 
Day. ami that people therefore avoid bathing in it and keep 
animaU from drinking of it And among the Beni Ahsen 
persons who swim in the river on that day are carofuk before 
plunging into the water, U> throw burning straw Into it as nil 
ofTering, in order that the spirits may not harm ibem* The 
parallelism between the rites of water and fire at this season 
is certainly in favour of mterpreting both in the same way ; * 
and the traces of human sacrinoe which we have detected in 
the rite of water may therefore be allowed to strengthen the 
inference of a similar sacrifice in the rite of fire. 

Bui h Kcmit possible to go farther than this, Of human Hiin^ 
sacrifices offered on thcae occasions the moat unequivocal 
traces, as we have seen, am thoao: which, about a hundred «»«ie Up 
years ago, still lingeied at the Beltane fires in the High., 
lands tif ScotUnd^ tlmt nmong » Cdtk pegplc viho^ 
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pktely isot:ited frcirii rDfetj^n inllueticf;, [imrj H|1 thcii 
connenrcfl tlidr old hnthoniKni better pc^rhaps than any 
other people itt the West of Munipc, It is Scant, there¬ 
fore, that human sacriSco by fine ate kuo»Ti,on unqut!!itioi>- 
able c\’[den:0(!| to hat'O been systematically practlseiJ by the 
Celts. The earliest description of these saenEcea has beuit 
bequeathed to us by Julius Caesar, As cunquaiior of the 
hitJierto indqiendctit Celts of Gauli^ Cliesar had ample 
opportunity of obscr^dttg the nattorml Cel tie religion and 
manners, while these were still fieish and msp from the 
native mint ami had not yet been fuwd in the mettJiig-pot 
of Roman ek Hi ration. With his oivn notes Caesar appears 
to have mcorporafcd the observations of a Grecii expliner, by 
name Posidonius, who travelled in Gaul about Ef\y yean 
before Caesar Ciirried the Roman arms to the Etigilxh 
Chiuintd. The GieeSr gcngraidter Strabo arul the historian 
Diotlonji seem also to have derived their tleacriptions cf 
the Celtic lacriEces from the work of Posidonius, but in* 
dependentiy of each other, and of Caesar, for each of ihc 
three dertvative accounts ooniafn some details which arc not 
(o be found In dthcr of the others. By comblniitg ihcxn, 
therefore, wt can restore the ongiiial accotmt of Posidonlu* 
with some probability, and thus obtain u picture of (he 
Mcrifioes orTercft by the CdU of Gaul ut the close of tlie 
second century berote our era.' The following seem to have 
been the main outlines of the eiutoni. Condemned: criminals 
weie reaervetl by the Celts in order to be sacriEced to the gods 
at a great (estival which look place once in every five years. 
The more theit were of such victims, the greater was believed 
to be (he fertilit}' of the land.* If there were not enotigb 
crimiroda to fiiruish victims, captives taken in war were 
immolated to supply the deficiency. When the llmu ante (he 
victims were sacrificed tlie Druids or priests, Suuie ihcy 
shot down with arrowA, some they linpalet!, and some <h^ 
burned alive in the roltowing manner. Colimsl images pf 
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^vicker-wurk or of wood anti grass were Mtistrticlei!; ilie^c 
were Riled with ih'e men, cattit\ ^nd aniinab of other kJitcb - 
Rrc wn^ ti^en applied to tlte Images, and they hurt^ 
w^ith their living contents^. 

Sueh wtre the grtat festivals hdd onc^ every five j-tars. 
But besides these quinqucooial festiralfi, ccltbmtcd on m 
grand a scak* and wdih, appareptlyj so large an CT^iieiiditijrc 
af human tifCi it seems reasonable to siipiyoiic that festivals 
of the ssicne sort, only on a lesser scale, were held annually^ 
and that hrom these anntial festivals are lineally desccntktl 
sofjie at least of the fire-festivab which, with tlidf tnur^of 
human ^crificca^ arc still ockbmted }'car by year in many 
of Europe. The gigantic images cohsiructed of osiers 
or covered wItJt in which the Dmids enclosed iherr 

victims remind m of the Itafy framework iit which the human 
repreacntative of the trcc-splrit is still so often encased.^ 
Mence^ seeing that the fertility of the land was appafciilly 
supposed to depend upon the due pefforiTiDnce rA these 
sacrifices, Mannhardt interpreted the Celtic vicUtna^ ciisail In 
osiers ajid gra^^, a* representatives of the trec^tpErlt or 
spirit of vcgctatlan. 

Thc?w wicker giaiiU of the Druids seem to have had 
till lately Ihelf representatives at the spring and mid- 
summer festivab of modem Europe. At Oouay, down 
to the L-orly part of the UHicteenth century, a procession 
took place annuahy on the Sunday nearest to the seventh 
of July. The great feaiitrc of the ptociMion ivas a 
oolussal figure, some tivenly or thirty fret ihgh, made of 
oaifira, ami called the giant/' which was moved throirgh 
the strveu by means of rolEos and rofaes wt:rrk«l by 
men who were enclmed within the effig>\ The wooden 
liead of the giant is said to have been carved and 
paintetl by Luhctis, 1'he i^ure was amii:d as a kniglit 
with lance and sword, helmet and shield. Behind him 
marched his wife and his three children* all coastmeted of 
osiers on the same principte, but on a smaller acale,*^ At 
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Dimfark tbs procession of the gfintj took place on Mill* 
Hiitimer Uay^ the tiventy^-roimh of Jotjc, The fesitvu}. 
which was ktUTWTi as tUc FolUoi of Duiikitk, auraciCfl i>uch 
multitmfea of spectators, that titc inns and privutc liouaes 
couht not lodge them all, ai\d many liaj] to sleep in cellarK 
or in the sinsctt Tn 1755 an eyc*witi«s» estiniHied that 
the number of Oftlookcrs was not less than fojiy tbnu^arnt, 
witiusul cpuiiling the inhabitants of the lowm Tlie streets 
through which the praccssion took its way were lined with 
lioubk ranks of soldiers, and the bon^ cnimmcd with 
spectators from toji to bottom. High diass wasceletiratciS m 
the principal chttrthanil then the pmcciisien got under woi^h. 
First came the guilds or brotlierhixjdi!, the members walking 
two and two with great waxen 1.1 (luws, lighted, fo tlieir liarda. 
They were folbwed by the friars nod the wmlar jirj&t*, and 
then euiuc tfic Abbot, magjilficentjy attired, with the Host 
bortte before him by a vninrable old mao. Wlicn these 
went [ia«l, the real '* Fellies of Dunkirk “ began. Jliey con* 
sjstcil of pageants of various sorts ivhceleii through the streets 
in can. These apiicar to have varied somewhat from year 
to year ', but if we may jtatgc from the processions of 1755 
and 17 57, both of which have been described by cye-witricducs, 
a standing show was a car decked with foliage mid bran dies 
to imitate a wood, and carryiiiE a number of men dressed In 
leaves or tn green scaly skiiu, whu squirted water on the 
people from pewter sj'rinEtes. An Fngliah spectator has 
compared the.w ntaskem to the Green Men of our own country' 
<MJ May Day. Last of all eanii: the giant und guntessL. 
The giant was a liuge figure of iii'icker*work, occaaionatty as 
much as fiMly-five feet highpdnssed in & long blue robe with 
gold atripiis, which reachod to hiv feet, concealing the lioicii 
or mon: men w-ho made it itencc and faiib its head to the 
apectatofK Tliia colws.uil effigy wcn.1 bj- the name of Papa. 
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Rcjus^, and carried in ita pocket a boyiidng Infant of Brob- 
dingiiA^i^R proportions, wlJO kept tiawling ^ Papa I papa I ^ 
in a voice of thiinder> ottiy lousing from time to time to 
devour the victuals wliieh were handcil out to him from the 
windoim The rear was brought op by the daughtcf of the 
giantH constructed, like her sire^ of wicker-work, and HtUe, if 
at all I [rifcrjof tii him iri ntic. She wort a rone-coIourcd robe* 
MniU a gold watch os la^ge as a warming pan at Her skle: 
hcrhrtiwl glittered with jewels ^ her ctmopk^^iort was liigb^ 
and hx^ eyes and head turned with a$ a grace as the 
men insiiJe cowfd contrive to import to their mot ions. The 
procession came to an end with the m^glutton of 1789, and 
tsa^ never been re^nved The giant Ittinself itidced^ ivlio had 
wori the affections of the lowmpofsple, survived his aucicnl: 
glnry for a little while and iHEidc iliift to npjiear hi public a 
few times more at the Carnival, and other festal occasions; 
but his days were numbcredi and within fifty years even Ills 
fnemory had seemingly i«rmUcd.^ 

Most towns and even villa^ of Bmbafit and Flanders 
havc^ or used to have* shniSar wicker giants which were 
annually led abom: 10 the ddight of the isopulace* who 
loved tlseie grote^ue figures* spoke of tlveiii with patriotic 
enthufiia^mt and never wiearied of garisg at them. The 
name hy iviiich the giants weni was Reures, and a special 
song called the Rcnrc mng was sung in the Fkmislj dialed 
while tiicy werr m[liking tht^ir triumphat progress thmugh 
the streets. The moitl oclcbratct! of fhjM monsimns effigies 
were those of Aniwerp and Wettemn* At Vpres a whole 
family of gumta qoiitrihatizii to the public hilarity at tlie 
Carnival At Cassel and Ita^'cbrcuch* in ilic Fnmdj de- 
parttnent of Nt>rd, the giants made their annual appeannee 
oa Shrove Tuesday.* At Atitwcrp the giant wm so big 
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thjit rio gate in the city wits latge enough to let hiio 
go through j hence he could not visit his brother giants 
In neighbouring- toivns, as the other Belgian giants used 
to do on stdemii occaabnsv He was designed In 1534 
by Peter nn Adst, painter to the; Einp&ror Charles thte 
Fifth* and is still preserved whh either colossaJ figyrcs 
In a halt ul Aniwcrp.^ At Ath^ in \hi: lldglan 

province of Hainaut^ the popular pfocessmn of the ^anb 
took plac^ annualiy in down to the year £869 ftl 

For thjT& days the cofossal clTigies of Gnliakh and 
his wife, of Samson u«d an Archer (TirmiX losjcihcr witli 
a two-lien ded caglc^ w«o led alxiiii; the streer^ an the 
sliouidcrs of twenty bearers oonceaLlcd umkr the Itowiiig 
ilfapery of the giants, to the great ddighl of the tnwiis- 
pcoijle and a crowd of strangers who aasetnbJed ro witness 
the pageanl* The cusiom can be traced back by docu¬ 
mentary ev idence to the iniddtc ef the fifteenth centtrry ; 
but it ap|>c^ that the practice of giving GoUatb u wife 
dats^ onty fmai the y^r 17*5* TheJr nuptials were solem* 
niKcd every year on the eve of the festival in the church of 
Sl Julicii, wliithcr the two huge Egttrts were escotted by tlie 
magistrates Iti

atiutdfng fcatizre of die midsiimmet- fci^tival A wriu-r of 
the sixieeiith ecjitory speaks of ** Midsomnier fiageanb in 
London, where to make the people wonder^ arc set forth 
great and ugiie gyanti nu 3 irching as if they were alive, and 
armed at at) polnb, but within they are stutTetJ full of

At CliKiter ihc ainiml on Midittiftiijua' Eve indudod

serve the poor giants from bdng eaten alive by the ratik* 
At Coventry’' the accounts of the Coppene" and Draixsrs* 
CompanleB jn the sixieemh ccniuty shed light on the giants 
which there also were carued about the town at Midsuinmer ; 
from some of ihe entrii^ it appears that the giant's wife 
figured bfisdik the gJaiih* At Burfard, in Oxiorcbhlrct Mid* 
ttimmer Eve used to be eckbrated with grtat Jollity by the 
carrying of a grant and a dragon up and down the town* 
The last survi^w of these perambulating English gi ant^ 
dragged out a miserable cxistenoe at &ilbbury, where aq 
anticiuary found him mouldering to decay in the m^gtectcd 
hull of the Tailors* Company abom the year i844_ 11 b 

bodily framework was of latli and hoop like itie one wllicit 
used to te worn by Jnck-^iti-tfa'e-Gtecn on Alay D^iy, The 
drapery^ wftich concealed the bcareri wa 5 of coloured chinti, 
bonlcred with red and purple* and trimmed with yellow 
fringe.

In these eases the eiants only figure in the proces¬ 
sions;. Bni ^ometimc^ they were burned in the summer 
bonfires. Thus the people of the Rue aux Ouna in Paris 
used annually to make a ip'eat wicker-w'ork figure^ die^sed 
as a soldtiiT, which they promenaded up and dowu the 
streets for daySp and solemnly burned on the third 

of July, the crowd of ■i()ectaLurs linging Saftv 
A personage who twre ilic titk of king prcsjdttS over the 
eercmofiy with a lighted torcli En hii band. The bamiiig 
fragments of the rmage w'ere scalLercd among the people, 
who eagerly flCrambfed for them* Tlic cu^siom was abolished 
in i?45.* In Brie, Ule do France^ n wteker-work |i;lant, 
eighteen feci high» was annually burned on Midsuiitmer 
Eve* 

Again, the Dmldical ctufiom of bitrnlng live animats, 
enclosed tn wkkcr*workJia5 ttscoiiuLcrfeart at die spring and 
midsummer festivals. At Lttchon in the Mid¬ 

summer Eve 'a hollow column, com])osed of stmng wicker¬ 
work, i# raised to ibe iiright of about sixty f[:et in the centre 
of the principal ^uburb^ and intrrEoced wiih green foliage up 
to dxt very top; while the roost beautiful flowers and shrubs 
procorabte are aTtiatioilly arrangc^l in groups be tow, so as to 
form a sort of Utckgronnd to the acent The coJuitin is 
then filled with combustible mMcriali, ready for ignition. 
At an appointed hour—about ^ P.K.r—a grand proee^mn, 
TOmtx>scd of tlic derg>-; folloivctl by young men and maidens 
in holiday attire, pour fonli from tho town chanting liymni. 
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and l*itc Lji their position aiwMinl the ^luinti, Mcaitwhilei 
boiifirt* are lit, with beautiftil effect, in the sunfounding hiik 
As many living serpents as could he collected are now thrown iMniM 
Into the cohiinii, wiiich is set oti fire at the base fay means 
of torches, artned with Hliicli about fifty boys and rich tJwMni- 
daiice around with trantk gestuneH, The scrfumis, to avoid 
the flames, wriggle (heir way to the top, wheiicc they arc 
lashing out laterally until iiniilly obllgctl to drop, tbrir 
struggles for life giving riie to cntltusiastlc delight nnioitg 
the surrouuding spectators. Tltb i* a favourite annual ccre^ 
mony for Ihc inhabitants of Luchon and Its nclghbourlvoorl, 
and local irudiiion assigns it to a heathen origin."* In the c«» 
midsuintner fire* fonnerty hindlcd on the fJoce de Grivc at 
Paris it Weis the custom to burn a bosket, l^iel, or sack full dM Uht 
of live cats, w hich was hung ffom a tail mast in the midst of 
the bonfire ^ voinctlmcs a fox was burned. The jKsople 
collected (lie embers and ashes of the lire ami took thciii **‘*'^** 
home, believing that they Inoiight good luck. The French 
kings often witnessed these spcetaclo and even 111 the bail' 
fire with their own hands. In i<l4S Louis the Fourteenth, 
crowned with a w'lcadb of roses and carryfng a bunch of 
roses in his hand, khidlcil the fire, danced at it and partook 
of the banq^uel afterwards in the towii lialL Bui this was 
the 1^1 oociutott when n tiionorcb presided at the midsumuier 
bonfire in Paris.* Al MeU mldsuinmer fires were lighietl 
with great pomp on the cspfiinade, and a doxen cats» en* 
dosed in wicker-cages, wicic biitnctl alive in them, to the 
oiiiuacmcnt of the people.* Similarly at Gap, in the depart*^ 
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mciii of tbc rij|th Aiju, cBis to be routed over the 

atidduinmer boiilirt’ tn Russia a white cock ivua some- 
thu« burned trt the rnidsmniner bonfire ;* in Mefasen or 
"^urinyia a tuirsc*i head used to be thrown imoit* Sotno- 
timet aotnuls are burned in the 3pdii|^ baitfiTes, Jji the 
Vosges cata were burned on Shrove Tuesday; in ALwce 
they wen; thrown into the Easter bonfire.* In tin; depart¬

rtfirtemcnt of trucJty, tltqr were hung over the Gre from 
the end of a pole and roasted aliuc, "The cat. w‘|iich 
represented tire devil, could never suffer enough.* While 
the creatures were perishing in the fbmes, tJre shcplicrds 
guarded their fiocks and forced them to leap over the fire, 
ertceming thia an fnfalUbtc incaire of preserving them from 
disease and witchcraft.* We haw seen that Biuirrelfi ww:

Uclaber) ; and tliia a dculit whether the Cells of 

Gaui atw may not Iw^t celebrated Uicrr principal riles of 
fire, including llieir burnt !^crifioc^ of men and animaU, at. 
the beginning of May or the beginning of November rather 
than at Midsummer. 

Wc have stiU to ask,. Wliat Js iJic meaning of such tim iwh 
sacrifices? Why were men and animals burnt to dcatli at 
these festivals? If wc ary right in inierpretltig the modern ■ni""!* 
Europcaii fire-festivals as attempts «o break the poivcr of tSi* ** 
witcjicrafl by burning or banning the wllche* and warlocks, 
k seems to follow that wc must explain the human sacrifices 
of the Celts in the same manner; that is, we must aupiiosc 
that the men whom the Drnjds burnt in wicker-work images 6c wii»[di 
were oondctmicd to death on the ground that llicy were 
witches or wizards, and that tlie mode of execution by fire 
w'as chosen because, as wc have seen, burning alive {a 
deemed the surest mode uf getting rid of these noxious 
ajid dangerous beings. The ^me explanalibn would apply 
to the cattle and wild animals of many kinds which the 
Celts burned along tvith the men,’ They, too, wc may 
(»njtfCture, were supposed to be either under the spell 
of wltdicraft or actually to be the witches and wizards, 
who hod transformed thcmrelves into animals for the 


purpose of prosecuting their infernal plots Ogainut the welfare 
of their fellow creatures.

greater would be the fertility of the land,® To a nuxliuTi

TImc Druwlical sacrifices which we are coiti^idmng were ^tiihuynnii 
eacpUir^cd iii a different way by W. Mannhardt He Jiitp- 
posed that the men whom the Drurda burned in wickerwork 
inm^s Tcpfesemed the spirits of veijctatioui and accortirngly 
that the custom of bnniing them was a magical ceremony ^ 
{ntended to secure the necessary stinshiiie for the crop^i. ^ktisr^cB* 
Sifiiil.irly^ ho seems to hn^-c inclined to the view tiuit the 
miimais ivhieh used to bo bimit in the bonfires represented tp]rtt»«f 
the corn-i^pirit^^ which^ as wt sair in an enrircr part of this 
work* ia ofien supfiu^ to assinnc the shape of an aiiiimiLli^ i«utlB-uf 
Thi^t theory is no doubt tentihli:. and the great authority of * 

VV. j^laniihardt entiUe^h it to earerul Consideration, i adopted 
it hi former editkiiis of ihi^ book; but on reconiideration it 
seems to mo on the whale to be less |irobab]c Limn ibu theory im iIk 
that the eticii and animals burnt in the fires perished in the 
chfuraeicr of witches^ ThU latter viciv isstrangly sup|iortcd 
by the leatimoiiy of the [^ptc who celebrate the fife-fcBiivals, 
since a popular name for the custom of kindling the fires is 
* biarnfng the w^ltches” effigies of witches are some Limes 
consumed in the EJatnes^ and the fircs^, Iheir ember^ or their 
aahes arc supposed to fitrttish protection against ivltchcrafi. 

On the other hand there is little to shew that the effigies 
or the animals biirni in the fires are regardcfi by the 
j>copIt: as represchtatives of the ^‘cgetation-splriti and that 
the bonfires are siin^charms- With n^rd to ficipcnts in 
purlicnlarj w'hieh used to be burnt Ifi the midsummer fire at 
lyiichon^ t am not aware of any certatn evidence that in 
Europe snak es have been regarded as cm bod i men! a of tlie 
tieC'Spirit or corn-spirit,* though In otlier jiarts of the W'orld 
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the TonccpticHi pppesm tt» W not unknoirn-' Whereai 
the populitr {kith in Uu tntiuibnnation of witches tniO' 
otiimsla la ao ^necai and deeply rooted, and the fear of 
these uncanny facing is «> utitmg, that it scema safer to 
suppose that the cats and other aniinais which wciw burnt in 
the ftte suffered death as embodiinetits of witches than tlial 
they perished as rcpfCsentatii^.of vegeutjofhsptrits. 
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TtlE MAGIC FtOWERS OK SGOSUMUER tVF. 

A FEATOHE of llie great mW^ummcr festival reinaim lo be tttaa 
considered, which may perhaps help to clear op the doubt 
a* to the meaning of the fire^remonies and their relation 
to Druidism. Por in France and England, the countries 
where the sway of the Druids is known to have been most 
firmly establiabcd, MiJaummer Eve la still the lime for ^ 
culling certain magic plants, whose evanescent vlrttie can 
be secured at this mystic season alone. Indeed all ovw mj*. 
Euiope antique fancies of the same sort have lingered about 
ilidsummer Eve, Imparting to it a fragrance of the past, 
like withered rose leaves that, found by chance in the pages 
of an old volume, still smell nf depart^ summers. Thus hi 
Saintonge and Aunls, two of the ancient provinces of Western 
Frano!:, we read that ■' of all the festivals for which the merry Miit. 
bells ring out there is not one which b-ia given rise to a 
greater number of aupentittous jiractkes than the festival of 
St John the BapltsL The Eve of St John was Ihc day of 
all days for gathering the wonderfu! herbs by means of which 
you could combat fever, cure a host of ctiBcases, and guard h^" id 
yourself against sorcerers and their spclla Bm in order to 
attain these results two conditions hatl to be observed ; first, 
you must be lasting when you gathered the herbs, and 
second, you must cull litem before the suit tom. If these 
conditions w'cre not fulfilled, the plants had no special virtue,"*

In Nortnaiidy a bclier in tJic tciarvellotis properties of lierltf 
and plants, of flowers anri seeds and ienvea gatltered, with 
certain traditional rtlca, on the Eve ur the fiay of St. Joiin 
im fcroaine-l p,irl of the peasants CTued to lht» day. Thus 
he fimeies tliat aceds of vegetables atiri [dants, which hitve 
tieen collected ms St /oliri'*. Ev‘e, will keep butter tliars 
othcrit, ami that flowers plucked that day will iii:vcr faile* 
Indeed ao wfdespresul in France ased to be itic faith in the 
magic virtue of herbs culled oh I fiat day th:jt there is t 
French proverb “to employ nil ihe herbs of SL John In an 
affair,'” mcanttig "to ]ca%'e uo ttuac iiiuurricd."* In the 
early years of tin.' rdneteenth century a Iravelter leportsxl 
that at Marisdilcs, "on the Eve of St. John, the Plane de 
Ni^illes atid the eoune are clesmed. From three o'clock 
in the tivartun;^ tliC c*>untrj'-people flock thithcrj and |iy 
six o’clock the whole place is covered with a coiisiderabic 
quantity of fluwcrs and herbs, aromatic or uthervvifie. The 
folk attribute superstitious virtues to these plants; they arc 
pemtaded that If they have been gathered the sanm day txtfore 
sunrise they are flttcd to Itcal many nitmoiLs. People buy 
them cinuloudy to give away in pnesetihv and to fill the 
hoiuc with," ‘ On the Eve of St. John (Mtdautnmcr Mvc}.

In the Tyrol also they think that the witching hour iUffinaf 
iff when the ,divi Jfima belt h ringing on Mitlsummer 

Evie, for then ihe witchrs go forth to gather the ncr^eiou^ nw- 

plant5 whereby they raise thunderstoriii^ Therefore In 
many districts the bells ring for a shorter time than usual 
tliat evening / Folgareit ihe scifton Ujscd to steal quietly 
Into tlic chunch, and when the cU^ struck tlirec lie eontcnlftl pmH aihI 
hiiiifieir with giving a lew pull? to the mimlle^-t of tlic bdU^ 
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At Rengcn, fn ihe l^ftl Mcuntainfi, the sexton rings the ’ 
chiiirli IkH for an hour on the affemoon of Midsummer Day* 
As 40un AS the bcU begins to ring,the children run ouL into the 
meadows, gather flownrs^ and weavx them into garlandi which 
they throw on the roofs of the houses and buildings. There live 
garlands remain UN the wind blows dicm away. JL is believed 
thni they protect the houses against fire and thunderstorm*.* 
At Kicdcrehc^ in the Eifd Mountains, on Midsummer Day 
little ehildren used to make wreath* and poiie* out of Sl 
J ohn's flovi'cfs and Mulden-fiax ** and throw them on the 
roofs. Some time aftcnvards, when the wild goosebem'es 
were ri]Jc, alt the chiJdjreij would gather totmd an old 
woman oft a Sunday aftemaon, and taking the now withered 
wreaths and posies with them march out of the vilkgc, 
praying white they wralkcd. Wienllis and posies were then 
thrown |ft a heap and kindled, whexe{t{ion the children 
snatched them up^ still burning, and ran and fumigated the 
wild gouaebcTiy bushes with the smoke. Then they returned 
with the old woman to the village, knell down hefare her, 
and received her blesaitig. From that time tJw children 
were free to pick and «t the wild gooseberries.* In the 
JITark of Brandenburg the [leosunts gather all sorts of 
simples on Midsummer Day. because they are of opinion 
that the drug* pnoduce (heir medkinal effect only if they 
have been culled at that time. Many of these plants, 
esjwciatly pooIa, must be dug up at midnight and in silcocc,* 

In Mecklenburg not merely is a special heating virtue ascribed 
to simples collcctod on Midsummer Day; the wry smoke of 
mieh plants, if they Are burned in the fire, is believed (o pro¬ 
tect a house ngalTJsi thunder and tightning, and to otUi the 
raging of ihc storm,^ The Wends of the Spnxwald twioe 
wTcnih* of hcri» and flowers at mldstunmer, and hang them 
lip in (heir rooms; amt whcil any one gets a fright he will 
lay wine of (hr leave* and blostonw on hot coals and mmi- 
gutc himself with the flmoke,* In Eastern 1'fu.sda, some 
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two tiutidrcd years it used to be ctjstomary on 
auiiitmer Day to Enakc up n biincli of btrbs of vanotss sorts 
ai^d fasten \l to a potc^ which was then put up over the gale 
or dcusr tlirougli whkii the com woiild bo btought in at 
harvest Such a pole was tuliccl Kaupok^ and it Tcmained 
In its place till the crops had Ikch mtpci! and ^nicred. 

Tltca thd tMJiich of herba was taken down^ pajrt of it was 
put with the corn in the iMtrn lo keep rats aiid mice from 
the grftlrtt uid part was kepi as a remedy for dises^s of all 

Ihe Gcfmani of West Bdiemia collect simple'* on Sl 
Johns Night* broauiic they believe the hcatmg virtue of the 
plants to be especially pnwerfiil at that time*^ The themy wia- 
and ptactioe of the J-fumb in the Carpathian Mountains arc 
Btmilnri they hiiagitie that the plants gathered on that night Ttihn*i^n^} 
are not o-nty muxIiciiM] but possess the power of restraintng 
thc witches J some say that the herbs ahoutd be plucked in t>»f 
twelve gardena or meadow's.^ Among the iimples which the 
Cxeehs and Meravtans of Silesia cull at this s^eason. are 
dandelions* ribwort, and the bkiocn of the lime-tree* The 
Xu^onhiiLs of the Island of Oesel gather Su John’f lierba

and various.. These wreaths, compared of nine kinds of 
hcriK culled on the Eve ox ibe Da^* of Sl Jeihn^ arc some- 
times insertnl in the roof or hung up on the walls of ihe 
house, and each of them reedvea the name of otic of lire 
inmates.

SI Of the fiowets which it has been cuttonutty to gather for 

pur|».«3 of magic or diviimtiuii at mtilsuintner none iierhaps 
Is so widely (Wpular as Sl Johns wort {^Hyf>*riatm /vr. 
foratHtfi), Tlte reason for ttjsocliUJne this jxirticuiar plant 
with the great lummer festival is perhaps not far to sock, for 

«n Mid, ihe flower blooms about Midsummer Day, and with its bright 
yaUcfw petals and miisses of gofekn stamcna it might well 
pass for a tiny copy on earth of tlte great sun which reacbia 
its culminating poitit in heaven at Ihk season. Calhcrcd uti 
Midsiimmcr Eve, or on Atidsummer Day before sunriee, the 
blossoms are bung on doorways and windows to preserve the 
house agaifrtl Ihutnlw, witchca, and evil spirits; and \-ariou 5 
hcaJiDg properties are attrihuurd to the different species of 
the plant. In the Tyrol they say that if you put St J<jhn*s 
wort in your shoe before smirtw on Midsummer Day you 
may walk as lar as you pkaisc without growing weary. Itj 
Scotland people can-ied it. about tlwir pereons ai an airmici 
against witchcraft. On the lower Rhine children twine 
chaplets of St. John's wort on Uw morning of Mttbiinimer 
Day, and throw them on the roofs of the hoioci Here, loo. 
the people who danced round the inidsumuter bonfires used 
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lo wreaths of these yeltow rtoFwers 111 thdr liair, intJ to 
deck the of the saints nt wiij-^idc shrines wlih the 

blossotfts- Somelimes tli£y flunji the flowent into the 
bonfim In Sicily ilicy dip Sl John's wort in oil, and 50 
apply it ^ a iKiliu for evay werunti Duririi; the Middle 
Ages the ixnvef which the pl&nt not£*rkiusly posscssc,^ of 
hiinning devils won for it the ttaiTie of yifjv? ; and 

before witches and w iseards were stfdchcd m the rack or 
otherwise lurturcd, the flower useti to be iyjmlnliitered to 
them as a means of w'diigin g the t tnlh from their lips.' I n 
Xoitii Wales people nsod to fix spriijs of St JohnV wort 
over liieir door^s, ajid soinethtics ovw liieif windows, “in 
order to nurify their and by that meati^ drive away 

dll fiends and evil sjiiriLi.'’' * In Saintonge rind Aiiius the 
figwera served to detect the presence of sorcenersT for if one 
of these i^tiknt fellows entered a luni^, the bundles of St* 
John’s woft^ which had been gathered on Midsummer Eve 
and hung on tlit wnlts^ immediately dropped tlieir yellow 
hc^ih as if ihey had shieldciily faded** However^ the Gerniaris 
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oT Wci^tctn tiotiemlii think that whcbt!9, far TrorTi dreading 
^3t. jcihn's wort, actunlly seek ihe pldnt oh 5l JohnV 
Further, the edges of ihc calyx nnd petals of St, JohnV wort., 
us welt as their external surface, arc marked with dork purple 
starts and lines, which, if squeezed, yield a red essential oil 
soluble Tn iiptfits* German peaaarits believe that tliis red 
oU is the hinod of St John/ and this may be why liie plmU 
is luppoMrd to ileal all sorts of wnuntU* In iMecklenhuj|r 
they *ay that if you pull up St. John’s wort at nootJ on 
Msdsuminer Day you will find at the rout a bend of red 
juice called St John’s blood \ smear this hlc»id on your alnrt 
jmt over your heart, and no mad dog will bite you,' tn the 
Mark of brandenburg the same blood, prciuured in the same 
manner and rubbed on ttic barrel of a gun, will make every 
shot from I hat gun to hit the mark,^ dcamling to others, 
St. John's blood la found at noon on St. John's Day, and 
only then, adhering in the form of Iwails to the root of a 
weed called knawel, which grows In sandy s«l But wme 
people say that these beads of red Juice arc not really ibe 
blooil of the martyred saint, but only insects resembling the 
cochineal or kcTmea-beiry/ “* About Hanover ! have often 
observed devout Itonian Catholics going on the morning of 
St. John's day to neighbouring sandhills, gatliering on the 
roots of herbs a certain insect (CrkriM /W^wor) looking 
like drops of blood, and theught by them tu be created 
on purpose to keep alive the wmerntwanoe of the foiii 
fimrOer of St. John the Baptist, ami only to be met with 
on the monnrig of the day set apart for him fay the 
ChurcE t bdleve the life of titis insect is very cphcmeniil, 
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blit by no mtiiris ns^lrfctjcd to Ibc t^nly - foujrtb of 
J un^J* * 

Yet aiiDtlief plant whose root lias been thought lo 
yield the blood of St- John ts the mouse-car hniwkweod 
\ffttraaMm which grows very commonly m dry 

cjcpofla.1 placoSp swell aat gtavelly bankiu sunny iiiwin^ and 
the topi of park wailii ^ It blossoma from May to the ™ 
end of July, prrstniing its elt!ganl snlphur^otourocl flowers 
to the noontide siin* white Lite stirruanding liefbagOi and even 
Eta own foliage, us withered and burnt up""and these round 
yellow ftotvers may be likcnoEl not inaptly to the diac of the 
great tuininaTy whose light they love At Kiide^beim, in 
GermAtiy, people used to dig up hawkweed^ especially on tlie 
Gallown" liil], when tl*tc eJock^ were striking noon on 
Midsummer Day; and the blood of St JohUp which they 
found Bt the rooti, dreftiJIy preserved in riuills for gDod 
tuck. A little of it smcaicd «!crotiy on rhe ebtbea wjis sure 
10 make the fortunate in tho market that day* 

According to $ome the plant ought to be dug up witli a gold 
coin,’ Near Gafafonr, in Bohemia^ it used to be cmtomuiy 
to make a bed of St. John's flowers^ as tiicy \\wc called^ on 
St^ John's EvOt and m the night the saint himscir came and 
laid bis Eiead on the bed ; $icxt mortiing you ci^uid the 
print of his head on the floi^crs, which derived a healing 
virtue from his blcsised touch, and were mixed with the 
fodder of sick cattle to make them whole.*" But whether 
these St John^a^ floims were the mouse-ear Imwkwced or 
not is donbtfiil^

or Day of St, John has caused the plant to be popubrly 
known in rrcrmiiny and BoJicinui as St, Johns gfitik. In 
Uahciiifa sucli (;irdJea arc believed to protect Ibc wearer for 
the whole year agauut ghosU^ magic, misfortune, and sick¬ 
ness. Posple also weave garlands of the plant and look 
tbruugh tlnon at the midsummer bonfire or put them ort their 
heads i ^hd by doing so they ensure that Ihcir heads wilJ 
not ache nor tlicir eyes smarl all that year. Another 
Boheininn practice Is to rnttke a decoction of miigwort whidi 
has been gathirred ojj St John’s Day; iheii, when j-our cow 
is bewitched and will yield no milk, you have only to wash 
the animal tliricc wilJi the decoetJoo and the spell will he 
broken* In Oermaxiy, people used to crown their heads or 
gird their bodies with mugiviart, wJdcb tJiey afterwurdt threw 
into the iiiidsumiticr bonfire, proiiciunciiig certain rhymes 
and believing that they thus rid themselves of alt thdr ill- 
luck.* Somel titles ivreaths or girdles of mug wort uxic kept 
in hnuses, cattle-sheds, and shcep’fqfds thrauglic>ut the year,* 
In Normandy such wreaths arc a protection agahist thunder 
ami thieves ;* and stalks of miigwurt hinder witches frtun 
taying thdr spclla on the butlw/ In the Jsle of Man on 
Mid.summer Eve people gathered lurratt ftaUnn or mugwort 
•as a preventive again.st the mfiucnoe of witchcraft ” in 
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Bcf^iuis bunches of miij^wort i^atliered on Si. Jolm's Oiiy or 
hive i^nd hun^ Qfi the <Itiotfs of stables and houses are bcitewti 
lo briny good Juck and to funiiih a pratectiott ayainst 
soTCeiy,! It [s curious to find that in China a similar use is, 
iin]ji{kiii. formerly, made of mugwort at the same season of the 

year. In an old Chinese fsilcndar wc read that *’on the 
fifth day of the fifth month the four daescs of tiie people 
gamboii in the hcrbpigc, and have oompeiitive games with 
plants of ail kinds. Thc>' pluck raugwort and make dolls 
of it, which they suspend over tiieir gates and doors, 
in order to ei<pel pdsonous air* or ififliicnces."* On Uiis 
custom Professor }. }, M. de Groot observes; " Kotree 
that the plant owed its efficacy to the time when it 
was plucked: a day dtsioling the midsummer festtvaj, 
when light and fire of the universe are In tiicir 
apogee.** * On account of thb valuable property mugwort 
is u«d by Chinese surgeons in cautery,* The Ainos of 
Japan employ bunches of mugwnrt in exordsma, becausa 
it is thought that demons of disease dislike the smell and 
flavour of this licrk"* It is aa old German belief that be 
who carries mugwort in his shoes will not grow weary,* In 
MecklenhurE, thcj* say that il you will dig up a plant of 
mugwort at newn on Midsummer Day, you will find under 
the ruot a bum mg. coal, which vanishes away as soon as the 
church belh have ceased to ring. If you find the coal and 
carry ft iffif in snence, U will prove a nemedy for all sorts of 
maljiiltcs^ Accoitling to anothci' Gerrnan supcmtltiottp iitch 
a ^uJ will turn to gold,* English writetB record the popular 
beJtef that a rare coai is to be found under the root of mug- 
wort at a single how of a single day In the year, namely* at 
noon or midnight on Midsummer Eve, and that this coal will

in August, «hd ihe blossoms conabt of dense clustered tuftif 
of criTnson cir purple petals; gomctiine^it but rarely* the 
ilowicTs are white.* In England the plant is popularly 
known os Midsummer Men, because people uflci.1 to plant 
slips of them hi pairs on Midsummer Eve, cm slip staniJiiig 
for a youtig man and the other for a young womiuL If the 
plants^ as Uicy grew up, bent towards each other^ die couple 
would marry; tf either of theiti wtthcrcdi he or sbe whom it 
represented would tn Masuren, Westphalia, and Switsm-

Taper, The yellow, hoary mullein ^Vfrhtscufn Fu^wru/ftiium) 
“fonns o golden pyramid a yard high, of many hundreds of 
fiowera, and is one of tlic moat magnificent of Britbli herb¬ 
aceous pfanta."* \Vc may trace a lekton between mullein 
and the sun Jii the J'ruuian cuatewn of bending tlie fiiou’cr, 
after sunset, towards the point where the suii will rise, and 
praying at tlie Jiame time that a sicti jier^ii or a sick beast 
may be restored lo health.' 

In Bohemia ponchent fancy that they can render them- 
selves invuliieruble by swallowing the seed from a ftr-coiie 
which they have found giowiitg upwards bcfiife suiirtse oo 
tJie morning of St- John's Day.* Again, wild thyme 
gathered o» Midsununer Day i* used In Bdltcintn to 
{Bxhns fumigate the trees on Christmas Eve in order that they 
may grow well in Voigtbnd a lea brewed from wild 
u Mid. thyme which has been pulled at noon on Midsummer 
Day is giren to women in ehildfaed,' The Germans of 
Western Uohemia brew a tcti or wine from eldcr-flowetis, 
hut they say that the brew has no niedictnal ririue unless 
tlic flowers have been gathered on Mldjutnmcr Eve. Tlicy 
do say, U)Oy that wIieniHrcr you see an elder-tree, you should 
lake off your bat^ In the Tyrol duarf-eldcr serves to detect 
witchcniif in cattle, provbled of course that the shnih biui 
been pulled up or the branchc* broken on Midsummer Day.* 
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Kujsstan pCAsatits regarti tin: plant Itnowti purple looscKtrife 
{LytAmm salttaria) with rc^Kct and even fcar^ WifanlBmake 
much use of it. They di^ the root up on St, John's morn¬ 
ing, at break of day, without the use of iron tools ; and ilw)' 
believe that by meaits of the rool. as well as of the blossom, 
they can subdue evil spirits and make them serv-kcable, and 
aUo drive away withhes and the demon-i that guard ireasuies.* 

More famous, however, than these arc itic marvelhius 
proix:rlics which popular superytitton in uiaity parts of 
ICufojie has attributed to the fem at this season, ,^t la (etfu u=iJ 
midnlglit on Mldsunnncr Eve the plant is supposed to 
bloom and soent afterwArds, to seed j and whoever catches 
the bloom or the seed is thereby endowed with sopernatttml 
knowktlge and miracolotu powers; above all, he knows 
where treasures lie hidden in the grotind, and he can render 
liimseir invisible at will hiy putting the: seed in his shot 
Rill great precautions must be observed in piocutiiig the 
q'utidrcius bloom or seed, which else quickly vamalics like 
dew on sand or mist in tlie air. The s^cr must neither 
touch it with Ws hand nor let tt touch the grenind; he 
spreads a white eJoih under the plant, ami the blossom i>r 
the seed falls Into it lietiefs of (itU sort concerning fern- 
seed have prevailed, with ttiiling variations of detail, tn 
England, Fmnoe, Germany, Austria, Italy, and Kusaia:* fti

Armed with this powerful jinfileinent you can 
detect a sorccrcf at any gallterutg, it may be a weddhtg 
fca»t or ti'hat iioL All you have to do b to put the root 
titnicr the tablecloth tmiiccn by the test of the company, 
and, if Utere vhoutd be a noreertr among theni, he wilt turn 
as pale aa death and get up and go away. Fearandi Honor 
come over him when the fern-root ia under the tablecloth, 
:\nd when oaon, horses, or other domestic cattle sie be¬ 
witched by wicked people, you need only take the root 
at full mooif, soak it in water, ami spnnkle tltc cattle with 
the water, or rub them down wflb a cloib that has been 
steeped Id ft, am! wttolicralt will ha^'e no more power over 
the aiiunak.'^ 

Once more, people tuivc fancied that if they cut a branch 
of haad on MUbiummer Eve it would acne them as a divin¬ 
ing rod to disiCovEf trcaaures and water. This betid' has 
eaisled in Moravia, Meekteoburg, and appoicntly in Scot¬ 
land-' In the Mark oi Hrandenbuig, they aay that if you 
would procure the mystic wand you must go to the haad 
by night on niidsmruncr Eve, walking backw'artls, and when 
you have come to the bush you must silently put yotir 
hands between your legs and cut a furk-dtaped stick; that 
stick will be the divining-rod, and, as such, will detect 
treasures buried in the ground. If you have any doubt 
as to the quality of the wand, you have only to hold it in 
water; for in that case your tntc divining-r^ will squeak 
like a pig, but your spwinus one will not/ In Bavaria ihcy 
say that the divining-rod should be cut from a liarel bush 
between eleven and twelve on St John's Night, and that by 
means of it you can discover not only veins of metal and

toe, moumtain'ash, the aspens and another i and they say 
that the mountain-ash which U emptoj.'cd for this purpose 
should, like the miiiticioe^ be a parasite growing from the 
hollow root of a fallen tree, whither the se^ wiu carried by 
a bird or wafled by the wind, /Vrmed With tlii* fouHcitd 
impiement of power the treasure^seeker proceeds at sundown 
to the spot where be expects to find hidden wealth ; there 
he lays the rod on the ground in perfect lilence, and when 
it ties directly ovesr treasure, it will begin to bop about as if 
it were aii^-e.' 

A mystical plant which to some extent serves the same n* 


purpose as the divining-rod is the springwort, which U some- 
times supposed to be caper-spurge {EupHtft'biti hiikjriiy In m^pbku^ 
the Harz Mountains tliey say that many years ago tliere 
was a wondrous flower called springwort or Jolmswon, which mmiw 
was as rate as it was marvcltoua, It bloomed only on St 
John’s Night (»mc say under a fem) between the hmits of 
eleven and twelve* hut when the last stroke of twelve was 
strirek, the flower vant-hed away. Only in mounminous 
regions, w'here many nobie metals reposed in the bosom of 
the earth, waa the flower seen now and then In lonely 
meadows among the bills. The spin'ts of the hllis wLihcd 
by means cf ft to shew to men wlure their treasures were to 
be found The flem-cr itself was yellow and shone Ifkir a 
lamp in tire darkness of night. It never stood still, hut kept 
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hopping ccmstantiy to and fra It i»'iw also afraif! of men anil 
(led before tltcin, and no man ever yet pfiitked it uiilcidii he 
had bct-ii set apart by Providence for the task. To him 
who wai lucky enough to cull it the Bower revealed all 
the treasuries of the eartii, and jt made him rich, oh bo rich 
and so happy I ^ 

liowever^ the tisuat aecouiit given of tlic springwort is 
somewhat diffewnt They say that the way to prwuie it is 
this. You mark a hollow in a tree wheit! a green or black 
woodpecker hia built iu next and hatdied Its young; you 
plug up tJie hok with a wooden wedge; then you hirle 
behind the tree and wait. The ivuodpccker meantime has 
Uowm away but very soon returns with the spring wort in its 
blit. It Butters up to the tm-trunk bolding the springwcut 
to the wedge, which at once, a* if struck by a hammer, juRi[» 
out with a bajig, Kow is your chance- You rush &otti 
your concealment, you raise a tciud cry. and in its fright the 
bird Opens Its bill and drops the Sjirlngwort. Quick as 
thought you reach out a red or white cloth, with which you 
have taken care to provide yourself, and catch the magic 
flower as it falls. The treasure is now yotrrs. licforc its 
marvallous power all doots and locks fly open j it can make 
the bearer of it innaiblc; and neither steel nor lead can 


wound the man who earrks it ht the right-hand pocket of 
hia coaL That is why people in Swabia say of a U»icf wlw> 
cannot be caught, “ lie must surely have a springwort.” * 
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Tliti >n)j]cf!^itiotl w))idi asHKiatcit ihr s[n'ingwort with the 
h'ocidpcxkcr vcty ancient, for it b recorded by Pliny. It 
a vutgiir belief, he tdb ItSi, that if a dicphend plugged 
up a woodpecker's nest in the hollow of a tree with a 
wedge, tile bird would bring a herb which caused the wedge 
ta jj.Lip out of the holt:; I'lcbius indeed affirmed that the 
wer^e leaped out with a baug, however [',ard ami Cist you 
might have driven it ttito Utc tree.' Artolher flower which TiK«Hhlir 
possKses the 'satne remarkable power of bursting open ail 
doors and locks b ehiooty, provided always that you cut 
the flower with a piece of gold at noon or midnight on St. 

James's Day, the twenty-firth of July, But in cutting it 
you must be perfectly ailent; if you utter b sound. It is all 
up with you. There was a man who was just about to cut 
tire flow-cr of the chicory, when be looked up and saw a 
millstone hovering over his hcaiL He fled for hte life and 
roTtunately escaped ' but had he so much aao^uned his llpa, 
the niilUtoiic would have dropped on him and enuhed him 
aa flat u a pancake Howev^er, it b only a rare white 
variety of the chicory flower which can act as a picklock ; 
tlie common bright blue flower u perfectly useless for the 
purpose.' 


Many more examples might perhaps be cited of the 
marvellous virtues which, certain plants have been supposed 
to acquire at the summer solstice, but the foregoing instances 
may sufHcc to pi^ove that the supcrstlttoii is widely spread, 
deeply rooted, and tbererorc probably very ancient in Eiirnpe. 
Wliy should plants be thought to be endowed with these 
wonderful iiropertio on the longest day more than on any other 
day of tlie year ? It seems difficult or ttnpo>»iblL- to explain 
such ,1 belief except on the supposition that in some mystic 
way the plants catch from the sun, then at the full Iw.igbt of 
his power and gbr>', some flcctirrg effluence of railfanl light 
and heat, which invests them for a time with powers above 
the ordinary for the healing of dlMase<i and the unmasking 
and baffling of all the evil things Uiat threattm the life of man. 
That the suppruition is not purely hypotheticat will appear 
Irom 1 folktale, to be noticed later on, in which the magic

Imitatioiu of the great cebutUt fire itien hlaaing in alt its 
strength? Al lea.t analogy seems to favour the- inference and 
to far to support Mannhanit's theory, that the bonfires kindled 
at the popular fiedlivats of Eureipe, especially at the summer 
suUtice, are intended to remforee the waning or waxing fires 
of the ran. Thus if tn our enquiry into these fire-fcstlvab 
the scales of judgmeni are loaded with thcaniverae titcorlcs of 
A.annhardi aitd Wcstermarcle, we may .lay that the weight, 
light as it is, of the magic flowers of Midsiirnmcr Eve seems to 
indinc the trembJine balance beck to the side of Mannhardt. 

Nor is it, perhaps, an a^ment against Mnnnhardt'a view 
tliat the ntifUuininer fiotvers and plants rue so oflen employed 
a* lalismains to Ineak the spells of witchcraft,* For granted 
thai employment, whfcli is undeniable, nvi have sUll to 
oxpTaJii it, and that we can hardJy do except by nderenee to 
the midsummer luti. And what here said of the mid- 
sumrncr flou'crs applies etptaJly to the mitlinnimer honfireSk 
They too are nred to ilesiruy the charms of witches and war* 
Tncki ; but if they can do so, may it not be in part because 
fires at tnidvuinnter are thought to bum with fiercer fury than 
at other times by sympathy with the fiercer fervour of tiie 
jiun ? This consideraticM) wnuld being us back to an iuier- 
mciiiaic jiosiTlon between the opposing tlicortd*, namely, to 
the view that while the purely destructive aspect of fire is 
ecncTatly lhe must proiniiioiit oud apparently (he most im* 
portant at these festivals, we must not ovcrh>ok tire addirfonul 
forct! which by virtue nf homoeopathic or imitative magic the 
bonfires may be supposed bolh to derive froin and to impart 
to the sail. es|iccitdly at the moment of the summer solstice 
when his strength is greatest and begifis to decline, and when 
accordingly he can at once give and reccree help lo thr 
greatest advantage,

people think that on the night of Midsummcf Eve all witches 
and vvnrtncks imiRt repair toa^itain fielil which is tndkj|.tcd ncesMij 
to them beforehand. There they hold iheir inferna] Sabbatli 
and arc passed in review by a hellish magi dan, who bestows 
on them frtah powers. That U why old women are most 
carcfulp before going to bed on that ri^ht, to slop up doors 
and windows find every other oixming in order w bar out the 
witches and warlocks* who but for this sage precaution might 
steal into the haiuic and make the first trial of their new 
powers on the unfortunate inmates.^ At Rottenburg, in 
Sw^abia, people thciught that tlie devil and the witches could 
do much harm tm Mirbummer Eve; so they made fast 
their shutters and bnitgcd up even the chinks and crannies, 
for wherever ait can penetrate^ there the devS] and witches 
can worm Iheir way in- All night Jong, toOp from nine in 
the evTiilng till brenk of day, the church bells rang to disturb 
llic dreadfuJ bdngs at their evil work* since there is perhaps 
no better inatiii* of putting the w]u!^lc dcviliiih crew to fliglit 
than ihc sound of church bclls.^ Down to the second half Wavha 
of the nineteenth century the belief in wulctea was atill 
widespread in Voigtiand, a bleak mournntm>us region of 
Central Germany, U was es|>edally mi ihc Eve of M^y 
Day CWalpUfgisX St Thomas's Day, St Jolm^s Day, tnd 
Chri&l!iias Eve, a.^ well as on Mondays, lhal they wtftc 
dreaded Tbtm they would come Inlo i neighbour's house 
to heg, tvintJWp or steal soniethmg, no matter what ; but 
ww \o the poor WTCtch who siifTercd them to carrv away 
w> mtieh a chip or splinter of wood; for they wmdd 
certainly use it to his undoing. On these whcliirig nights 
the witches rode to their Sabbath on baking-forks Rnd the 
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d^ficr» 6f dmms' bill iT wbcu they were liiiitiing throisfib 
the d£trkncs any c^ite below Jiddr^sed one ol 

i\vc witches by name^ she would die within titc yar. To 
counteract and undo the &pclh which witches cast on man 
nrid beasti people resorted to all klndu nt measures* Thus 
on the berore-mentionnd days folk made three crosses on the 
dooni of the byres or guarded them b>" hanging up St* John's 
wort, tnarjonim, or other equally powerful talismans. Very' 
orten^ tco^ ihc i^jllaije youth w'ould cany the wrar Into the 
enemy's quarters by marcblng out b% a body, cracking whips. 
Bring guns, warfng burning shouting and rnAking an 

uproafp. ^1 jbr the purpOJ^ of frightening and driving away 
the witcJjcsu^ tn Fruissift witches imd war lucks used r^ukrly 
to assemble twice a yc^t on Walpurgis Hight and the Eve 
of St. John- The places where they held tbdr infernal 
Sabbath were various : for cKfunplc^ one was l^ogdan^ig* in 
the district of Schlochail They generally rode on a haking- 
fork, but often on a b|j4ck lltrec-le^ged horse, and they took 
their departure up chimTic>' wiih the wonJai, Up 0.nd 
away and nowhere to Riopt*" When they were all gathered 
on the &loek^rbcfg or Mount of the Witches, thc>*^ held high 
revelry, feasting first and then datidng on a tight rope 
Icrthandcd-wise to the Iitspiring letniina w^hich an old wariock 
drew frxmi a drum and a pig's hcitd.’ The South Slavs 
bclkvc that on the night of Midsummer Eve a wltdi w^ll 
slink up to the fence of the farmyaixl arkd ^y, " The cheese 
to me, the Sard to me, the butter to me, the milk to me, but 
the cowhide to Ihcep After Umi the cow ivlU perisli 
miserably and you will be obliged to h«ry tlio fle\h and idl 
the hhte. To prevent ihii disaster the thing to do h Bo go 
out into the mea^ioa’i very early oti Midsummer morning 
whih the dew is on the gras^ collect a qtiantuy of dew in a 
waterproof mantle* cany it hfitnc, and bavirifej tethered your 
cow W'aih her down whh she dew* After that you fiave 
only to place a mlTkpaSl under her udders and to milk away 
ns bard as >'Ou caT> i thtr amount of milk that you will 
e^raci from that cow's dugs is quite 8ur|ir»ftig. Again, tht 
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Slovaiiaits about GtJr* »ii4 ihe Croats of Islrla betitve itiai 
on the Mine night the wiichea wage pitched battles with 
baptircfl folk, ettaekins ihem fiercely with bwiken irt«k<a irf 
palings and sttnnpc of titea It U tbeiebre a who precaU' 
tion to grub up all the stumps hi autumn and carry them 
home, so that the witebea may be i weaponless on $t. John’s 
Night. If the stumps, arc u»o heavy to be grubbed up, it 
is well to ram them down tigliter into the earth, for then 
tlic witches will not be able to pull them up.*

The reader may rtm«nber that the pteoetJJng accauni of 
the popular firC'fcstlvalB of Europe was auggested by the 
roj^ of the Norse god Baldtar* who b fahl to hare been 
slain by a branch of nditJetoe and hnmt in a great fire. We 
have now to etmufre how far the customs which have bren 
pssaed in review help to shed light on the myth. In this 
nnrjuity it may he convenient to begin with the mistletoe, 
the instrument of Haider's death. 

_ From time I’mmeotorial the muilctoe ha* been tjie 
object of superstitious vciiccattoi) hi Eiino|ic. It was 
worshipped ty ihc Druida, as we learn from a famous 
paasage of Pliny. After emimcrating the different kinds of 
misiletoc. he proceeds : “ In treating of this subject, the 
admiration in whidt ilw mistletoe is held throughout Gaul 
ought hot to pas® unnoticed. The thuids, for so they call 
their witards, esteem nothing more sacred than the mistletoe 
and the tree on which U grows, provided only that the tree is 
an oak. But apart from this they choose oak-woods for their 
wered groves and perfarm no sacred rites without tiakdeares ; 
so tliat very name of ttroids may be regarded as a Greek 
appellation derived From their worship of llie oak.* For 
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they bdicvi* tliiit wliatever g)t>W5 on tlieac irt:« k sent frenri 
hoai'cn, nnd u a sign ihdt the tree hns been chosen by the 
gixl hitnselC The mistletoe is.vety rarely to be met with ; 
but when U founds they gather it with solemn ceremony. 
This they do abote all on the sixth day of the mcxin^ from 
wJieiicc they date tiic beginnings of their months, of thdr 
years, and of their thirty years* cj'cle, bceause by the sixth 
day the moon has plenty of vigour and has not run half Its 
course. After due pieparations have been tnade for a 
sacriliee and a feast under the tree, they hal) it as the 
universal healer and bring to the spot itro white bulls, 
hhnse boms have never been bound before. A jiriesl clad 
in a white robe climbs the tree and with a golden sickle 
ctitH the miKtktoe, which b caught In a white cloth. Then 
ihcy Bacrificc the victims, praying that God may make his 
own gift to prosper with those upon whom be lias bestowed 
iL They believe ihnt a potion prepared front imslletoe will 
make barren atUnuUs to bring forth, and Utat the plant ia a 
remedy against all poison. So much of tnen'a religiixi is 
commonly coticemcd with trifles," ^ 
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In anotkct- passage Plfn)^ idli ii-i ihm in fncilicme the 
which grow-i an an oak was estetmed the most 
cfftcadous, anti that its eflicacj^ was by some supentilions 
, people suppoMd to be increased if the plant ivas gathered 
ott the iiist day of the mocnj without tlie u«e of iron, and i( 
when gathered it was nut allowed to touch the earth" oak- 
mistlctpe thus obtained was deemed a cuw for epr!ei»>»; 
carried about by women it asalsted them to ccmceke; and 
it healed ulcers most eireetiially if only the sitffemr chew'ed 
a^ jiiece of the plant ami laid another piece on the sore.* 
'iiet. again, he say.% that mistletoe was suppooed, like 
Vinegar and an e®, to be an exoclleni means of extinguish¬ 
ing a fire,* 

if in these latter jjassages PUay refers, at he apparently 
does, to the beliefs current among his eoiifetoiHirerics in 
iuily. it will follow ttui the Drurdi and ttic Italians were la 

extent agreed as to the valuable ptoperTis posMssed 
by tnistlctoc wbfeh grows on an oak r both of them decracd 
It on cfrcctual reiiiedy for a tminber of ailments, and both o( 
them asenbed to it a quickening virtue, the Dnilds believing 
that a fHstion prepared from mistletoe would fertUiae barren 
cittlc, and the Itflllan* Itoldlng that n piece of inisiJetoc 
earned about by a woman would help her to conceive a 
child. Further, bath peoples ihnught that if the plant were 
to exert its medicinal prupenies it must be g.-ithered in a 
certam way and at a certain time. It might not be col 
^viUi hoiicc the Druidi cur h with fjolct ; anj ft 
not touch the earth, hence the DniEds oaughi it in a white 
cloth. In choosing the time for gathering the plant, both 
peoples were determined by obwen-mtiou of the imton ; only 
they difleied as to the pariieutar day of the moon, the 
ItaJiaiu preferring the first, and die Druids the tlxth.

VVttli theat: bdief^or the andent Gaub and ttnijlans as 
t« the wonderful tticdidnai properties of miKlIcloe \vc nwiv 
compare the fimih-ir beliefs of tlie modem Ainos of Japan. 
We mad that they, '*tjkc many nationa of the Northern 
ongtn. hold tiic misiktot; h pcctUkr venemtiDn. They 
look upon ft as a medidne, g;(^ In almost evcr>‘ disease^ 
and it b sometimes taken in food and at otbem separately 
as a decoction. The leaves are used in preference to the 
berries, the latter being of lt» jiichy a nattirr for gencml 
purposes. , . , Hut many, too, suppose this jibni to have 
(he power of making the gardens bear plcntifulty. When 
Used for this purpose, the leaves are cut up into fine pieces, 
and, after having been prayed over, are son-n with the tnilici 
and other seeds, a little aUo being eaten with the food, 
llairen women liavc also been known to eat the mistJetoe, 
in order to be made to Lear children. That mistletoe 
which grows upon the willow is supposed to hnx-c the 
greatest cflicHicy. Thb is because Ihewiltow a looked tipoti 
hjr- them as being an especially sacred tree.'’* 

Thus the Ainos agree with the Jiruids Ln reo-aiding 
mistletoe OS a ewe for almost every distAv, and they agree 
with the Bncieni fmllana t!iai applied to women it helps 
them lo bear cbiidrcn, A similar iscllef as to the fertilisinc 
infiucnw of misilctoe, or of similar [dants, upon women b 
entertained by the natives of Mabuiag, m island in Torres 
Simlts. Tliesc savages ittirgmc th&t twins can be produced 
by the pregnant woman touching or breaking a brands Arf 
a loranthaceous plant (Kijrwar s/>.. probably F, mWtfA) 
parasitic on a tree, mvdtr. The wood of this tree Is much 
tstccjiicd for making digging sticks and as firewood no 
twin-producing properties are inherent in it. [,ar is it re¬ 
garded as being infcctod with the prepcrtles of its twin

the Swiss caritnn of AarRaH ■‘alt parasitic ptaiiU arc 
esteemed in a certain sense holy by tiic couiitiy folkj tiut 
most ijartiaibrly so the nuatJetoc growing on an oak. 
They ascribe great powers to it. but shrink from cittttng it 
off in tlic usual manner, fnsiead of that they procure it 
in tlic following manner. When the sun i« in Sagittanva 
and the moon is un the wane, on the first, third, or fourth 
day before the new moon, one ought to shoot down with an 
arrow tin* mlstJctoe of an oak and to catch it with the left 
hand as it falk Such mistletoe ia a remedy for every 
ailment of children,"^ Here among the Swiss peasants, as 
among the Druids of old, special virtue is ascribed' to 
mistletoe which grows on an oalt; It may not be cut in the 
usual way: it mu« be caught as It fA]]* to the ground i and it 
IS esteemed a paitai:ea for all diseases, at least of children. In 
Sweden, also, it U a popular auperstttion that if mistletoe is 
to ^ses* Its peculiar virtue, it must either be shot doivnout 
of the oak or knocked down with stone** Sindhifli*, ■' so late 
as the early part of the nineteenth century, people in Wales 
believed that for the mtrtktoe to have any power. It must be 
shot or struck down with stones off the tt«c where it grew"*

tile Candhil inreretices wiiidi ignorance has drawn from the 
jiarasitic nalurcof tise plant, to position high upon tlie btanch 
of ft tree seeming U> prolecl it from the dsu^rs to which 
plants and iinitnals are subject on the surface of the ground,. 
Troin this point of view we can perhaps understand why 
inislLetoe has so long and w iieraistcntly been j'rcacrfbcd as 
a cute for the faJling sicknesa, As mistletoe cannot tail to 
the ground because it h moted on the hmneh of a tree high 
above the earth, it seems to follow « a nrees-sary con¬ 
sequence that an epileptic patient cannot jxi&aibly fith down 
in a fit so long as he carries a piece of mistletoe in his 
pocket or a ddcocltan of mistletoe In his slomnch. Sudi 
ft lr.iin of reasoning would |Mobably be regarderi eren now 
as cogeQl by a large portion of the human species.

first raw i^t gaw birth to a calf Bfter the first hour of 
the New- Year; and in nirat districts of Wates. where 
t^Uctoe abounded, there was always 3 profusion of it in 
the farmhouscK When mtstleioo wm scarce, Welsh 
farniew used to say, " No mistletoe, no luck "; but if there 
WM a fine crap of mistletoe, they expected a fine cron of 
In hweden mistlet™ Is dilfgciiUy »ueh! after on 
St John s Eve, ilic people " believing it to be, in a hich 
dc^. possased of mystic qualities; and that if a sprig of 
It be atb^hed to the railing of the dwelling-house, the 
horses staU, or the cow's crib, the Troll will then be power- 
leas to iujure cither man or boLst" * 

With regard to the time when the misHetoe should be 
gathered opiniotiB have varied. The Druid* gathered it 
above all on the sixth day of the moon, the ancient tiatians 
apparently on the first day of die moon.* In modem times 
some have preferred the fuU moon of March and others the 
waning moon of winter when the sun is in Sagittarius.* 
But the favourite time would s«m to be Midsummer Eve 
or hlidsumnitr Day. We have «eii that both in France 
and Sweden spraml rittue* ore ascribed to mistletoe gathered 
at M dsummer,' The rule Tn Sweden h that “mistletoe 
ZiiT 1 ^tidsummer Eve when «m and

or mcdidnal ^-irtites an; believed to culminate with the 
calinitifttion of the sun on the longest day of tlie year. 
Hence it seems reasoiisblc ta conjecture thiit io tl^e eyes of 
the Dmida, also, aho fovered the plant ao UigUly, the sacred 
mistletoe may have acquired a double portion of its mystic 
qualities at the solstice Iti jtitie. and that accordingly they 
may liavc Tegulorly cut it with solemn cerumouy on Mid¬ 
summer Eve, 

Be that as ft may, certain it is that the mistletoe, the 
instrument of ttcitder’s death, has been regularly gathered 
for the sake of its mystic qualities on Midsummer Ewe in 
Scandinavia, Balderas home.* Tiie ptaut is found cottunoidy 
growing on pcar-irces, oaks, and other trees in tliick damp 
woods throughout llie more tempcTatc parts of Swcdcti.^ 
1 hus one of the two main incidents of Baldcr's myth is re¬ 
produce'! In the great midstunrner festival of Scniditiavia, 
Hut the other main incident of the mjth, the burning of 
Balder's body on a pyre, has also its counterpart in the 
bonRnsi which still bliiic, or blaxed tilt btely, in Dctimork, 
Nom-ayj and Sweden on Midsummer Eve.* It does not 
appear, indeed, that any effigy Is burned in these bonfires; 
blit the burning of an effigy is a feature which might 
easily drop out alter its meaning was rorgoLicn. And 
the name of ilaldcf'a balefire* BMir), hy which 

these midsummer fires were formeriy known in Sweden,* 
puts their comiexion with Balder beyond the reach of 
doubt, and makes it probable that in former limta either 
\ living representative or an efngy of Balder was annually 
burned ht them. Midsummer was the season socred to 
Balder, and the Swedish peel Tegner, in placing the burning 
of Balder at midsummer* may very weJJ have foitutred an 
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o)il tnutitJcm that the summer swlfltice was the Umc wht»t 
ihc god came to hU untimely ciui 
Itimst lb* Thus it has been shewn that tbc leading incidents of 
the Balder myth have their counicriyans in those fiTe'festiv'oJs 
jKab4ii> of our Eumpean peasantiy which undoubtedly date from a 
J^oTbrn iiitrMlnction of Christianity. Tlic 

pfctaiice of thiott'lag Llw victim chosen by lot Ertto the 
Beltane finu*,' and the sun liar trcatmenl of the man, the future 
Gteen Wolf, at ilie nikisumtner hoivitre in Normandy* may 
natundly be interpreted as traces of no older custom of 
actually burnuig human beings on these occasions; and the 
green dress of die Green Wolf* coupled with the leafy 
envelope of the young fellow w'ho trod om the midsummer 
fire at Mooahetm* seems to hint that the petrous who 
perished at these fcaiivals did so in the dtamcicr of tree* 
spirits or deities of vcgcUtion, From all tii{» wc may 
reasociiLbly Infer that in the Balder myth on the one hand, 
and the firc-ftstii'als and custom of galliertng mistletoe on 
the other ham], we ha re, as it w'erc, tltc two broken and 
dissevered halves of an evigina) w^holc. In other words, wc 
may assume with some degree of probability that the myth 
of Baldcr's death was not tncrcly a myth, that Is, a de* 
scrip lion nf phydcal phctiomcna In [m,igcry bormwed from 
human life, hut Lhat it was at the some thee the story 
wtiicti people told to explain why they annually burned a 
human representative of the god and cut the mlslktoe 
with solemn ceremony. If 1 am right, the story of Haider's 
tragic end formed, •» to say, Uie text of the acred drama 
which was acted year by year as a magical rite to cause the 
snii to shine, trees to grow, crops to thrive, and to guard 
man and beast From the baleful arts of fairies and trolls, of 
witches and warltxiks. The tale belonged, in ^ort, to that 
doss of nature myths which are meant to be supplemented 
by ritual; here, as so often, nij-tb stood to magic tti the 
relarian of thcoj>' to practice. 

But if die victims —the human Haiders—who died by 
W'‘betlicr iti spring, or at midsiimrrun', were pul to death 
euibtjdlmculs of tree-spirits or ddiiw of vegetation, 
j 4 la* Ua.

Its i^^rship is altes^teil for all the great bcanches of tiic 
Arj^n Slock in Eiiro|ie. VVe have seen that it was not only 
Ibe sacred treet but The principal object of worship nf both 
Celts mid Lithuanians.^ Th* roviiig^ Cells ap{>r;ar to have 
carried thcLr wui^hlp of the oak with ihem c\en to Asia; 
for in the heart of Asia Mitier tlic Galatian senale mcl. In 
a placK which bort the pure Cdtie name of Drynemetum or 
^tc4uple of the oakr* Among the Slavs the oak seems to 
have been ihc shci^ lrt?c of Ihe great god Perurt * Accord- 
itig to Grimm, the oalt ranked first among tisc holy trc«s of 
the Cicrmana, It ts certainly known to hai'c been adored 
by them in the age cf heathendom, and traces of its vomhip 
have survived in various iJarLs of Germany aimoat to the 
l^^®*^*** day,* Aiitoiig tite ancient Italians the oak was 
above all oilier trees* The image of Jupiter on the 
Capitol at Itcimc seems to have been originally nothing but 
natural eiak-tree* At Dodona, perhaps the oldest of alt 
Greek sonciuafics, Zaun was worshippeil as immanent in the 
sacred oak, and the rustling of Us leaves in the wind was 
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his voice.' If. then,, ihc grtat gorf of both Greeks •'•ml 
Komftns was rej>tese«(wJ In sonic of Ills oldest sbriho tmder 
the form of ait oak, anti If the oak tlic prindpal object 
of worship of Celts, Germans, and Lillmaniatij;, wt may 
certainly conclude thil this trtx vciicratial by lUe 

Aryans in common before the disperiion i aiit! tliftt* their 
primiLive home must have lain in a land which was dytltcd- 
wiiU foorcsis of oak.* 

iSf Now.conaidcrioE the primitive character and nsmarkabte 
im n^ dinilarity of ilie fire-fcstii-ala obison'ed by nil the branches of 
the Aryan rwe i« Europe, we may Ififcf that these festivals 
n^ibn *ii* of the common ^ock <if mllgwUi observances whieti 

the various peoples carried with tirem in ilieir wandcHiigs 
from their old home. But, if 1 am right, an esttcnltiil rcatore 
of those primitive fire-fcativais was the btirning of a m.in who 
^ represaiied the tree-spirit 1 n vkw.ttum, of the place occupied 
by the oak in the religion of the Aryans* the prcaimpljon i# 
that the tree so represented at the fire-fcstivats must originally 
Imve boeti the mk. So far ns the Celts and Lithuanians ate 
concerned, this eottclusion will perhaps hatilly be contested. 
But both for ihem and for the Gertnimfl it is confirmed by 
a remarkable piece of reitgiouv corijservatism, Tiic most 
primitive method kriowii to mail of producing fire is by 
rubbing iwo pieces of wood against eaci) other till they 
Ignite i and wc have seen that this mciliod Is still used in 
Europe f'>r kindling sacred fires such aa the nccd-fiti:, and 
that most probably it was formerly icsoned to at all the 
fire-festivals under dtarussiorL Now it Is soraettme* required 
that ilie need-fire, or other sacreil fire, should be made bj* the 
friction of » particular kind of wood ; «nd w-hen the kind 
of wood is prescribed, whetli« among Celts, Ger mans , or 
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SLivs^ that wood appears lo be gcjicrsUy Uic oaJc^ TbuJi 
we have f^en that iitticiiigBt the Slavs of Ma<uteii the nc^v 
fir? for the vilta^ is i^adc on Mktsuiniiier Di%y by c^ujiing 
u wheel to revolve rapidly round an a^le of oak till ihe 
BTCle takes firc.^ When the perpeiml fire which the andctil 
Sliiva usevt to maintain d^anced to gf> out^ it was rekfndiecl 
by the fricLfon of a piece of oak^woodi wlikh had been 
previously heated by being struck with a grey (not a red) 
stone.* I n Germ any anfl the Highla nds of Sootland the need- 
Rre was ieguUirjy,and in Russia and among the South SUtv^ 
It mi5 somcliinet, kindled by the ffittlon of oak-wood; * and 
both tn Walcf and the Highlandi; of Sratland the Hcltane 
firci tvere lighted by sfmilaT Tneanit* Now, if the dieted 
fire was regularly kindled by the rriqtiori of O3k*wood* we 
may infer that crigiiially the fire was also fed with Ihc same 
matETiaL In paint of feci, H appcutrs that the perpetual fire 
of Vestfl at Rome was fed with oak-wood* and that oak-^ 
w'ood was the ftiel consumed in ihc perpetual fire which 
burned under the sacfcd oak at the great Lithuanian 
valid nary of Rotnove.^ Further* that oak-wood was formerly 
the fuel burned in the mid&nmmcr fires may perhaps be 
infcrTied from die custom^ said to be stJU observed by 
peasants m many mountain dbtricis of GennanVr of making 
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up tbc eoltngc Gjc! uti Midjiliinmer Day with a titavy block 
of oak^wooiL The bl4>ck Is armrigcil thai It BtnotiliJii^T^ 
5 loi^’ty and Li not lirkaUy reduced to cliarcoai ilW the expj^ 
of a year: Then upon next MidsKiminer Day the chaired 
anbcf^ of thic otd log iire nimo^'cd to make room for the 
new one, and are mixed! with the scetl-com or tottered 
about the garden.

Accord* 
ing to ihc Balder could be killed by nothing in lut^ven 
or earth excepl tt^c tnfadetcH! ‘ and i^> Itntg aa the mfalietoe 
rcinattied or the oak, he was nut oTity immortal but invulner¬ 
able; Nowj if vic t^iipposc that Holder wrus the oak* *he 
origin of the my ill becomes intelligible. Tlie mistictw was 
vfaivcd as Lhe scat nf I!fc of the Oak, and sa tong its it was 
unitijurcti nothing could kill or even wound iht oak. The 
conception of the mbtlctoc as the i*at of life of the oak 
would naiunity be suggeii^ted to primitive f^ipk by the 
obscrvaisoft ihai whik the oak fa deciduous^ the mistkloe 
which groivs on it fa evergreen. In winter the sight of its 
fmih foliage amoag the bare branches must have been hailed 
by the worshippers of the tree as a sign that the divine life 
which had ceased to animate ilic bfanchc^ yet survived in 
the rnfaUetoc, as ilie bcurt of a sleeper still beats when hfa 
body is tnotlonlciii. Hence when Ihc god had to be killed.— 
whtni the sacred tree bad to be burnt—il was neceisiiry to 
bcgiD by breaking olT the itilsdctoi:. I'i^r >0 k-ng m the 
mfatietoe remained mt.ick the oAk (so pcopk might think) 
ittviilncrablc I all the blow's of their knives and axes 
'^ould gfanc^ hartnle^s from ii^ surface. But once icar fmm 
Ine oak its twicred heart—tin; mfatleioe—and tJic tree ntHhlcd 
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to hs fiill. And when In lalor times the spirit of the oak 
came to be rejtreiwiitcd by a livitig mauj it was logically 
necessaiy to suppose thatp like the tree lie personated, Ke 
could neither be killed nor wounded so long as the mistletoe 
remained uninjured The pulling of the mbtictoc was thus 
af once the signal and the cause of his death.

pressiun on him so long as the inoombustiblc parasite retained 
its scat among the boughs, 

coflen«EDn But since the idea of a being whose life Is thus, in a 
iscnse, outside himaclf, must be strange to many reatiers, and 
houtiidi hat, indeed, not yvl been lecognbcd in its full bearing on 
htnttU. supersdtiofl, it will be worth while to iHuiitnitc It 

by examples drawn both from atory and custom. The 
fcstdt will be to stiew that. In assuming this idea as the 
explanation of Baldcr's relntlnti to the mistletoe, I assume 
a principle whidh is itecply engraved on the mind of prftnitivc 
man.

)n anodicr Mindw a prinjoe^s cBtlled Scdcwa Bal 
was bom wiib a golden ncrckJacc about her neck, and the 
ayirologer told her parents, " This is no common child ; the * 
necklace of gold alfiut her neck contains your daughters 
soul; let it lUcfcrofe l>e guarded wltli the utmost care; for 
if it were taken off, worn by another iJCfSon* sli* wrmld 
die.*' So lier mother caused it to be firmly featimed mtmd 
the child'9 nock, andp as ,soon as ihe child was old enough to 
undemtand, she told her its tTsIne, and i,iramcd her never to 
let it be uikcii off. In eour^ of time Sodewa Bai 
married to a prince who had another wife living. The

another stof>' from Cashmeer an ogre cannot die unless A 
particular pillar In the verandah of his palace be broken. 
Learning the secret, a prince struck the t^ltar again and 
again till it was btokcD In pieces. And ft was as if each 
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Stroke fallen on the ogrCp for he bcrwietl Un^ctUAbly and 
shook like an as[ien every tune the prmee hit the pi I liar, 
until at lEkst, when the pillar fell down, the ogre alsKi fell 
down and ^ve up the ghost.^ In another Cashtneer talc OuM^mrt 
an ogre ht represented as Laughing vciy heartily at tlie idea 
that he might pcissiihly dit.

But what human being will 
find out this acerct, or, finding it, will be able to achieve the 
feat? You need not, thctcforc, darlhigi be sad ; I atn prac- 
iically immortal.” usuaJ, the princess re veals tiic secret

When he was 
abdui to give battle to Raonv he dcpujiitcd hk soul with ^ 
hertnit called h'irc-cyc, who was to ki^cp It SAfe for hicru So 
In the fight Rama waa HStoitndod to »e that his artows 
struck the king without wounding him* But <mr oT Rama'i 
allies, knowing the sttcctrt of the king*® inviilnerability, iTans- 
formed himself by m^gic irrto the likeness of the king, and 
going to the hermit asked back his souL On re)Ce1ving it 
be soared up into the air and flew to Kamn, bmndishifig the 
box and squeezing it so hard that all the breath left the 
King of Ceylon's body^ and be died.* In a Ik^ngalec story 
a prince going into a Jhr eounUy planted with Ms own Imtidji 
a Ircc Ifi the oburtymfd of his father's palaix, and said to bis 
parents,This tree is my life.

The soul of 
the infant is beliciied to he teiaporarity deposited in the 
ecioo-nut in order that ft may be snfe from the attacks of 
evil spirits; but when the child grows bigger and stronger, 
the soul will take up its permanent abode tn its own body, 
SimiUuIy among the Haquimaux of Al^ka. when a cWJd fs 
sick, the medicine-man wi|] sometime extract it» soul fnim 
iM body and place it for »fe-kccpttig in an amttlet, which 
for further security he dcpoviis in his own medicine-bag.* 
ft secroi proEmbte that many amulets harve been similarly 
rt^artkd m soiii-boxtss, lliat b, as safe in which the souls 
of the owrieis ait kept fur grcfttor security.* An old

Summer and wittier, day and night, in the storm, 
or when it Is calm, yon must remember that tlie life iti your 
body, and the fire in your lodge, are the ,<iame, and of tins 
same dale, ff you suffer j-our firo to be etriingnuJt^, at 
that moment youi life will be at its end.**

he immcdinidy cunfcsiietL One man, who was tri«I for 
murder, oiidur^ without tlinching the ulitiosi (tigcmilty of 
hia torturers till he S4w the surgeon stuiidhig with a t^iir of 
shears. On askttig what this wiis for, am) being told that 
it was to Cut lus hair, he begged they wotild TK>t do it, and 
made a dean btei^ In subsequent cases, when torture 
failed to wring a confession from a prisoner, tlie Dutch 
aijtljon'tiea made a praaJee of cutting off lus hair.* In 
Ccratn it i# still believed thnt if young people have their lifiir 
cut they will be weakened and enervated tlioiehy,* 

tlerc ill Europe it used to be thtmght th,vt the maleficent 
powers of witches and trirards raided in tltdr hah, and that 
nothing could make any imptesslon on these ndecrcams sg 
long as they kept their hair on. Hence in France it was 
citstoniary to.fhavc the whole bodies of persons charged with 
sorcery befiirc handing them over to the (ortunsr. Mltlaeui 
witnessed the torttire of some persons at Toulattsc, from 
w'hooi no coiifesstuti cnuld be wrung until they were stripped 
and completely shaven, w’hen they readily acknowledged the 
truth of the charge, A woman also, who apparently led a 
pious life, wa.i put tei the torture on suKpidon of witchcraft, 
and bore her agonic# with Incredible consttmey, until com¬ 
plete depllatirm drove her to admit her guilt The noted 
iiiflltlsitor Spteiiger conlcntcd himBclf with shaving the head 
of the Buapeeted witch or wirard ; but tiii more thorougli- 
going ooUeague Cuimnus shaved the u'holc bodies of foiiy- 
one women before cdmmiitmg them oil to the flames. He 
had high authority for this rlgtirou# jicrutiny. lincc Satan 
himself in a sermon preached from the pulpit of Nortli 
Berwick church, cum farted hli many scr>'anta by Assuring 
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them that im hnirn coiiM bcrall tJ^cin ” u tan]* as iheir hair 
wes Oil, 3Tid sould nevrir lau ane tcir (alt ha thah cne.'*' 
Siriiharl/ tti Ilastar, a provhice of India, "If a man b ad¬ 
judged guilty of witcliemft, he b beaten hy lUe crowd, hts 
hair is filiavcd, the lialr being supjsoscd lo canntitule h» 
fjower of tabchki, bb front lectli are knoclced out. in order, 
it b said, to prevent hiiii from mutiering incantations. . . , 
Women suspected of sorcery have tu imdcigo the same 
ordeal; if fourtcl guilty, the iame punlBhinenl b aivardcd, 
and after being shaved, ihelr hair is attached to a ircc In 
some public place." * So among the Bhils of fndb, when 
a woman was convicted of witchcraft and had been subjected 
to various forma gf pcrsoasioit, such as Iiangfng head down¬ 
wards from a uwt and having pepper put into her cyo, a 
lock of hair was cut from her head and buried in the ground,

chref might he brokem"* Jii like manner ainatig the Astccs 
of Mcjcicb, when wbards and witches ^ had done ihefr evil 
deeds, and the time came to put an end to their detestable 
life, «me Ode laid bold of them and cropped the hair on the 
emwn of tlidr heads, which took from them all thdr power 
of Kirccry and enchantment, and then it was that bv 
they pm an end to their odious existence.'* *

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so 05 to filCc m the direcUoit taken by' the populajr rtrattger. 
After wards fiom obteiving tlie ^taic of the tree the native* 
infer tlic eorrcstwndlijg state of tiicir ulneiii friend, whose 
IlljieSs or death ate apparently sup^Kised to be portended by 
the fall of the leaves or of ihc tree.' In Uganda, when a 
new rtqifa! cttcItHure with tts numerous houses nna built fot 
a new king, barkolutlt trees ttsod to be planted at the main 
cfvtfance by prieiis of each principal deity and offerings were 
laid under each tree fof its particidar god* TJi,cnccfortb 
^ tite trees w-eru carefully gunrrtcd and tended, it was

When the uavehstring drops frtuii IJic iofiutt, it is Iturlcd 
Under the plnnL The species of hirth-planl varies wish tbc 
clnrt; members of one ^an, for example, plant a pnrtjcuLar 
sort of tHuana, members of another ebn pbtit a sugar-cane, 
anil io Qju' Among the Swahili of East Africa, when n 
cJiild it horn, the afterbirth and nnvel^trJng are buried In 
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Ihe eoiirti'an! anct a mark is tcia<Ic on ttic spot. Sevtn 
days aft^ards. the hair of the thili) is al!iii.T:tJ and 
deposited, along Mcith the clippings of its nidls, in tlie 
same place. Then over all these relics of (!» inrarit*s 
pemon a eoco*niit fa planted.

In 
plmitlng the coco-nul the parents tay, " Way God cause oiir 
child to grow up, ihni be or she may one day enjoy the 
coco-nm mtik of itie tree which we plant here,"' Though 
It is not expressly aflixtiied, we may perhaps assume that 
sudi a bfrth-lree is supposed lo stand in a jyinpathetic 
relaiion with the life of the person. In the Camemons, also, 
the life of a pfrrgoo ts bcireved to be sympalhetkaliy bound 
up with that uf a tree* The diferor Old Town U\ Calabar 
kept his soul tn a sacred grove near a spring of water. 
\V hen some Eumpeatts, in rrolte or ^iiorance, cm dowTi part 
of the grove, iltc sjdnt was mojit indignam and threatened 
the perpetrators of the deed, according to the king, with aJl 
manner of evil.* Among the Funs of the rteueh Congo, 
whefk a chferi son is bom, the remains of the navel'itrittg 
are burled under a ?ac«d fig-tree, and “thenceforth great 
ImiioTtancc h attached to the growth of the tree ; it is rtrietJy 
forbidden to touch it Any attempt on the tree would be 
imnsidcred as an atbick on the human being hinu«|£*'* 
Among Liie TWoki of the Upper Congo a family has a plant 
with red leaves (called fur its totem. Wlicn a 

ivoroao of the family is witlt chtJd for the first timr^ one of 
the totemic [Jams is planted near the hearth ovjtsitie the 
Imuse and is never destroyed, otherwise it Is believed that

The reason for guarding 
the troe thus carefuily was a bchef that if any stranger were 
to eat of the fruit of the tree or to drink beer browctl from 
it, lie would carry off with him the ghost of the eliilil’s after* 
birth, which had been buried at the root of the baflana'Lrcc, 
and the living child would theit die in rmier to follow its 
twill ghnsL Wheieu a grandparent of the child, by »ting 
the fruit or drinking the bcor, averted this catastrophe and 
ensured the health of the child.’ Among the Wnkoudyo, 
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«t the north-twstcrn comer c»r Lake Albert K>‘3ii2ii, it is 
ctJstomary to bury the aftethirth at the foot of a young 
lianiiim-tree, and the fruit of this partkiilar tree may he 
eaten by no one but the uoman who assisted at the birth.' 

The reason for the evatom is not meritJotivd, but probably, 
as iimotig the BagaiLda, the life of the child is supposed to 
be liound up with the life of the tree, since the aJUcrblrth, 
regarded as a spiritnnt double of the infant, has been buried 
at the root of the tree.

npi in order that the earthly and uneaitlily life may prosper

It b( said that there arestjlJ fatniiies in Russia, Germany, 
h^ngland, Fiance^ and Itoly who are accustomed to plant a 
tree at the hirth of a cldld. The tree, {1 is hoped, will grow 
with the child, and ii is tended with special cate,' Tiic 
ctistom is still pretty general In tile canton of Aargau in 
Switxcrlatitl; an appSc-trec is planted for a boy and a pear-

First-fraiis of the harvest used to be offered to tfie tree 
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berore aiiy one wiwiM lastc of iho now crop; and wjicjtcvtr

In those ports of Armenia which are covered with 
foresU, many great and ancient trees are rcveied as sacred 
anti receive marks homage. The people burn lights 
before them, fum^ate them with incense, saeril^ oochs and 
wethers to tlirm, and creep threugh holes in their tmuka or 
push lean and sickly children through them “in order to put 
a stop to the influence of mil spirits." * Apparently, they 
tltrnk that evil spirits cannot creep through tlic cleft in the 
holy tree, and therefore that the sick who Imve clfectcid the 
passage arc safe from their dcmoiiiacal pursuers. The same 
conception of a fissure In a tree as an obstacle placed in the 
path of pursuing spirits mceta us tn a number of savage 
customs. Titus in the Island of Nias, when a man is in 
trojning for the priesthood, he has to he tntTpduced to the 
various spirits between wimm and mankind It will be his 
office to mediait A priest takes him to an open window, 
and white the dnims arc bearing points om to him the great 
spirit in the sun who calls away men to himself Ihrougit 
death; for it is needful that the future priest should ktinw 
him from whose grasp he w ill often be expected to wrest tlie 
sick and dying. In the evening twilight he is In! to the 
graves and shewn the envious spirits of the dead, who also 
are ever drawing away the living to thcii own shadowy 
a-wlii Next day he is conducted to n river and shewn the 
spirit <if the waters- and finally they take him up to a 
mountain and exhibit to him the spirits of the mountains, 
who have diverse shapes, some appearing like swine, others 
like buffaloes, others tike goats, and others again like men 
with lor^ hair on their bodies. When he has wen all this 
his education is complete, but on bU return frem t}« 
mountain the new priest may not at once enter his own 
house. Fut the people think that, were lie to do so, ihc

he also fiwoed Into the ground. The funeral procession 
climbed the mound on which the cemetery was situated, 
parsing throDgh the V of itic cleft stick in single file. As 
soon as the coffin had been placed on the stage eiwttd for 
the piiriiosc, the |ieop1e commenced their return, following 
on Otic anniher's heels as qnicbly as posable, each spitting 
out the u ofOs,' Pit htEi irtK hi/ii Jat ttsip hertatifi /' Keep 
back, tinil close out oil things evil, and sickness ^1 as they 
f»a«ed through the V-sI»pcd stick. The whole parly having 
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bfl the gravfryajrd, the gate wis closed by the *siniple pmqi^ 
of tying the ekfk mih df the utick together^ uml few wokIh 
were then said to the cro^’^icie^ whick they i^il 
the wall that separates the liiring fmm ttie deacL All W'ho 
had taken part in the ceremony then went and bathed before 
ineturning to tbefr homes, robbing thde Bkins with rough 
pebbles, the old Motaie idea of the uiicleanness of the dead, 
men tinned in I'f umbers (chap. evidently finding a 

place among their itsllglotia ^Ikia It h apparenLly a great 
relief to thetr minds to think that they can Jihut out the 
spirit of the deceased They believe that the spirit of the 
dcatl h not aware that life ha* kft the body nntit a short 
time ttfter the coffin been laken lo tlie graveyard, and 
then not until live spirit has imd Idsure to notice the clothes-, 
weapons, and other articles belonging to Us earthly estate, 
xvhich are placed with the coffin.

Here the words uttered fay the mourners in passing 
through the cioven stick shew clettriy that they believe the 
stick to act as a barrier or fence, on the fuitlscr side of 
which they leave beliind the gbe^ or other dangerous spirit 
whose successful pursuit might entail sickness and death on 
the sumvort Thu* the pasiSage of these MaiLang tnounicrs 
through the deft stick U strictly J^rnilogntii to rite passage 
of TUplUTed ICngllsh children through a ckft ash-trtti* Both 
trre simply way^i of leaving m evi! thing behind Similarly 
the subiequcnl binding up of the cln^ven litick in Borneo h 
ariiTlogouti to tbe binding up of the doven ash-bte in Eng- 
land. Both ure ways of barncading the T^>ad against the 
evil which h dpggiiig your steps} having p^wed thiough 
the doorway you Blam the door in the face of your pursuer.

With OwcujT^ 
thit intention, doubtlf**, ilie savage Thays of Tojujuio 
repair after a burial to the banks of a stream and there X?*!** 
creep through a triangle formed by licaning two reeds 
against each tiihre, while the sorcerer souses them with dirty 
water. A)i the relaticms of the deceased must wash their 
gurments tn the stream before thev* rcttirn hotne, and tliey 
may ocrl set foot in lire houK till l1w>’ have shorn tticir hair 
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tins foot of tht Udder. Aficrwunh the Msrarrer comes 
and sprinkles- the whole houbc with w^tcr for the purpaie ef 
expellbg evU Here a^am wc caimot doubt ihat

bathes, and on letumiiig from the bath must pass through

tries to evade tiie ghost, first b>' going to the gras'c along a 
diffetent path, and second by passing under u cleft stick, 
through which as usual the spirit cannot folltw hirru 

In the tight of the foregoing custoinis. as well iis of a multi’ 
tuile of ccTemonica obsen-^ for a similar purpose in all parts 
of the world,* we may safely assume that when people accji 
through rings after a death or pass between poles after a 
sacrifice to the dead, Llicir intentiotl almpJy h to interpose 
a harrier between IheinwJves and the ghostthey make 
their way through a narrow pass or apertun; through which 
they hope that the gUosl will not bc Jihle to follow them. 
To put it otherwise, they conceive that the spirit of the dead 
Is sticking to them like a burr, and that like a burr it may 
he rubbed or scraped off and left adhering lo (tie sides of 
the opening through which they have squeezed thcmsqlvea, 
Shnilarly, wlicn a pestilence b raging among the Koryaks, 
they kill II dog, wind its guts about two [wles, and pass 
between the jwics.* doubtless for the sake of giving tlw slip 
m the demon of the plague in the same way iliat (fity give 
the slip to the ghost When the Kft>-an3 of Borneo have 
been dogged by an evil spirit on n journey and are nearing 
their deslinatiun, they {oshlon a small archway of bouglis. 
light a fire under it, and po^ in single file under the archway 
and over the fire, spitting into the fire os they pass, By 
this eercjnony, we aro told, - they thoroughly cjrofc^ she 
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evil spirit* Antt'ctncf^ <mi the <itht!r tf<Je frer from all bakful 
inffucflce&'' * Ho'C, to malct tostiranoe liflubty mire, a fire u 
wdl as an arehway hi interposed bct^reen (he travciltrrs and 
Llw dmdrul beings who are w'alking unseen behind. To cmwi 
under a bramble which has formed an arch by rending down 
a second root into ilie ground, is Engilsb and Welsh eine 
for wiioopingtetnighj fheuinaUain, boils, and otlier contpJahiU. 
In rooie ports of the west of Elngland they say that to, get rhl 
of bolls the thing to do is to crawl through sut^ a natural arch 
nine limes against the twi; but in lievonnliirc the patient 
slioutil eratp through the aridi thrice with the min, that is 
from east to west. Wiico a child is passed through it for 
whooping-coogh, the operator ought to say i

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{a prevalent in a Bulgarian village^ an old 
woman will scra^tc the earth trom under tfac n>ot of a willon- 
Uoc, Then all the children of the village creep through the 
opening thua made, and a thiead from the gamieiit of each 
of liicm id hung on the willow. Adults donietimea go through 
tlie aoiae cerciuony alter recovering Grom a dangennu 
Similarly^ wlien ateknesa ia rife among some of die vlllitgesi 
to the east of Lake Nyjutsat the inluihltiinU crawl through 
ati arch formed by lending a wand and inserting the two 
ends In the ground. By way of furthiif precaution they 
wajdi themselves on the spot with medicine and water^ and 
then buty the medicine and the evil influence together in 
the earth. The same ccrcmoiiy is resorted to as a mcans^of 
keeping off evil spirits, wild beasts, and enemies.* 

In Uganda ^ sometimes a medicinc'inan directed a Sick r < -e ivti In 
man lo pravtde an animal, promising that be would f<i m r end 
transfer ihe skkness to the animat The mcdldne-man would «iek 
liien select a pJanlain-treo near the house, kill the animat hy it, , 
and anoint the sick matt with its bbod, on his foieltead, on 
each siiic of his chest, and on his legs above the knees. The 
p1anUin<^trcB fleered had lu be one that wa$ about to bear 
fruit, atid the medktnt-man would split the stem fmm near 
the laji to near tltc bottom, leaving a few inches not split 
both at the top and at the bottom the split stem would be 
heid open srj that <hc sick man could step through it, and in 
doing so he would leave his clothing at the plantain'tree, and 
would run into the houiie witliout looking back. When Itc 
entered the liousc, new cloUtes would be giiito biin to wear, 

TIic plantain, the clothing, and meat would be carried awny 
by the uiedtcinc-imiii, wluj would deposit the plantain-tree on 
w.iaic laud, but would lake the meat and clothing for himself. 
Sorfietimes the medjcine'frtan would kill the animal near the 
hut, by a stout slick across the threshold, and tiairow the 
doorway ]xy partfaJly filling it with branches of tn*s ■ he 
WTtuld then pat some of the blood on cither side of the narrow 
entrance, and gome on the suck aiaos* the Ihrcahold, and 
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wiHtltl aIm juioinl wirh it dir tr£t( ntuti, wfm WOUlil be takrm 
oi]t)jf(J« ffltr the piifjiosr. The paiicnt ^ould ihcD n;-aitvr 
the huuM, Icttmg Ufi ddlitttig fall off, u he jiasiiied through 
ttic doonvay, The medictne-man wotiitl iaiiT>' sway the 
branches; the Stick, the clothing, anil the meat. The 
branches and tlie stick be wniUii cast upan waste land, 
but the oie&t and the clothing lie would keep fiu' biuiseir," * 
Here the notion of iirHit.iremng the sickness to the Miitnal Is 
plainly cumhined with, we may altnuM say overshadowed by 
the not bn that the ailtncnt b left behind adhering to the 
chdt plantain-stein or to the stick and liotnchcs of the nanoiv 
opening threugb which t)ic patient has made his way. That 
obviously Is why the {daritnin-stem or the stick and branches 
are thrown away on waste land, lest they should infect other 
people with the sickness which ha* been transferred to them- 
The Kal of Gentian New Guinea attribute sklenwo to the 
|wuM agency either of ghosts or of narcerers, but stupbion always 
isllit at first on ghosts, who are deemed even wone than tlw 
OniDM sotecreis. To cure a »ck man they' will sometimes cleave a 
io the middle, leaving the hvo ends intact, and then oblige 
of Sbnuixt the sufferer t» insert hu head throitgh tlic cleft. After that 
they stroke his whole body with the stick ftHm head to foot 
«r icittNs *'The stick with tlic soni-stulT of the ghosts is then liorlcd 
away oc otherwuie destroyed, vrlutreupon the nick nun t* 
supposed to recover."* Here the ghosti M-boeuuse (hrjsick- 
ncss arc clearly supposed to be ocnipeid from the patient's 
body means of the cleft slick, and to be thrown auMy or 
destniyed with the (nipieinent. The Looboos, a primitive 
tribe in the MandoiJlng district of Sumoira, stand in great 
fear of the wandering spirits of the dead (jovrvwjs^/r). But 
“they know all sorts of means of protecting tliemselves 
against the unwokoine visitii of the spirits. For example, 
if a man has kst hts way hi the forest, he thinks that this 
i# the work of such a spirit {soffnaisgei^ who dogf the 
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W'ftndcrer nnd bedims his sight So in order ro throw the 
niatigivuiT spirit off the trock he tnkes <1 rattan and splits it 
through ttic middle. By bending the mttao an 0 [SCniiig is 
ruK di- through u'liich lie creeps. After Hist the rattan is 
quickly stretched and the opctimg doses. By this pro- 
ecilure the s.[)irit (so they think) cannot find the o[ieiting 
again and 90 caiutot further follow his victim."’ Mere 
tlierefure, the passage through a deft stick is conceived in 
the elMirest way as an escape fnim a aptriLual purtuer, and 
the closing of the aperture when the fugitive has passed 
through It U nothing but the slamming of the door in the 
face of his invisible foe. 

A dmilar significance is probably to be attached to 
other cases of ccmmonMilly passing through a deft stick 
even where the in ten lion of the rite Is not expressly aJUged. 
Thus among the Ovambo of Gerimit South'West AiVIra 
yuiing women who iiave beconic mninageabk perfonn 4 
variety of ocremonics; amotig other things they dance in 
die large and the small cattle-kraal. On quitting the 
large cattle-kraal afier the dance, and on entering and 
quitting the sntall aittle-kraal, they are obliged (o pass, one 
after the other, through the fork of a dtft stick, of which 
the two sides are held wide open bj- an old man.* Among 
the Waaliamba uf Gemnin Sait Africa, wfieti a boy has 
been circumcised, two women bring a tong sugar-cane, which 
still bears its leaves. Tlic cane » sptH at some dtsiancc 
frott! Its upper and lower ends and the two sides are- belli 
apart so as to form a ddt or o[Mrning; at the lower end 
of the deft a dun^u ring is faatened. The father and mother 
of tile eiretimcLiiecl youth now place the sugar-cane between 
litem,, touch the ring with their feet, and thrrn slip tiirough 
the deft; and after them ihe lad’s aunt must also pass 
through iJie deft sugar-cane.* In both these cases the 
tJa.-«Mge througb the cleft slick is probably intended to give 
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Hic slip i& ccrtaifi dMgcfcJus spldts, whidi sipi to molest 
peofilc lit such critkd seasons as pobeily #iiuJ dfcumcision, 
Ag^tti^ the passag;e tbf^gh a ring or hoop is resorted 
Id for like rcisoitii a mode of curing or preventlfig tltsca3«. 
Thus m Sweden^ when a natuml ring hu$ been foiiini in a 
Irce^ It ts carefully removed and treasured in the family ; for 
friefc and espedalty riekciy dilldren arc healed by merely 
passing UirougJt II* A young inarrlcd woman in Swedeiv 
wlio safTered &nm an inffitoity, was adv bed hy a ivisc 
woLDoti to steal tliree bRtich^ of willow; make them into 
a hoop, ami creep though ll nakedi. taking care not to louefo 
the l^p und lo keep perfectly silent. The hnop woa after- 
w^arda to be bumit She Ctiiried out the presertption faithfully* 
and her faith w rmrardcd hy a perfect cure * No dniiht her 
infrrmtty was tliought to adhere to the Iicx^ and to bo burtiE 
with iL Similarly in Scotland chiirlren Virho suffered from 
beetle fever and consumptive patients used to be healed hy 
passing tbiicc through a erreufar wreath of woodbine* which 
was cut ditrlng the fnercase of the March moon and wa^s let 
down over tile body of the sufferer from the hem! to the feet 
Thus Jonei Stewart cured sundry women by taking anc 
garland of grcnc w^oodbynd, and causing the paifeni pas 
thryb throw quhilk tholrcfter scho cut in crync pieces, and 
cast in the fyre<" Another wise woman transmitted the sick 
** throw anc giftb of woodbind thryia ihre iimct, saying, '1 
do this in name of the Father^ tJie Sone, and riit Halic 
Ghaist*^* Tlic Highlander? of Strathspey used to force 
aU their fheep and kmha to pass through a hoop of 
foivttft-tcee on All Saints^ Bay and Beltane (the first of 
Novcitibct and the flm of May),* probably as a means of 
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warUlng oFT the witches and fafntta, who are cspccfaJfy 
dreaded at thei^e ica^iis, ojid againil whose maUgnnnt am 

the fowjin-im ^tirurds ati c(ficieiii proicctfon. In Oldenbiifg mihmm 
when a cenv give* littJe or no ujllk. they inilk her through a 
hole in a brat^ch Jo Evcrsien they say that thk i^bonlil he Aimiimti 
done through a ring which an oak-tiw ha> farmed round the 
scar where a branch has been sawn oE Oiherrs say the 
beast should be milked through a ** witch's neat/* that b, 
through the boughs of a fairch-tree which has'c grown in a 
tangle Such a witch's iKari/' is also hutig up In a pi^s srye 
to protect the pig again At u^itchcraft-^ ITcncc the aim of 

milking a cow through a “ witch's nest'' or through u maturaJ 
wooden ring h no doubt to licliver the poor creature from 
an artful whcli who has been ilrainEng away the mUk into 
her own pail* witches are UjO apt lo do. Agaii>, In t^iqinv 
Oldenburg sick diildtenp and alw adtiks and anlmaLs, arc 
passed thTough a ring of rough unwashed yam, just as tt m 
cornea from the red. To complete the cure you should ^Int** 
throw a hot coal thrice through the ring, then spit thmugb t>f n»4xt 
it Ihiiee, and finaily buiy the yam under a stcnc, wiicre you 
leave it to roL The writer w’ho reporta Lke^ remedies cjc- 
plaios them as intended to itrip tlic witchcraft^ as you mJght 
snyp frotn Lbe bodies of the victims* whether human or animat, 
on whom the witch hi\A cast her s|)cll.* Among the Luslkuisf i^manK 
of Assam ** five to ten days after the child h bom its body 
Is said to be covert^ wHth miall plmptea^ il^ lips become itmMirb 
black and ru strength clecreaaea. The family tlien oblain 
m particular kind of creeping plant <alied which they 

niakc into a colL In ilie evening everything in the houiie 
that has a lid or coTi'criDg k tincdvcredp and llic child U ihricc 
passed through this Coil, whlcJj act la supposed to clear the 
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diiEll's ikin and restore its sifOfigth. Afier tins Is finislied,

afnicted with pains in the back creep in order to obtain 
thereby softie miiigarioli of thdr panp." In Up|icr Austria* 
abow the Lake of Aber, which is a sheet of dark'^green 
water nc^tliug arpong woodctl mountain»^ there starids 
the Falkofisiein chapel of St^ VVoirgang bmll close to the 
face of a dilT that rise*^ from a little green date. A 
stairense lead* up from the chapel to si narrow^ dark* 
ilripping cleft in the rock, through which pilgrim* creep

Near Eventk, ott the sUe of the antient Cao^rea in Asia Crq^ri^in 
Minor, there is a rifted rockihrough which pcrsofis pass to rid 
tbcm^lvcs of a coiigli** A widter well ac{|naintcd witll Asia rtcHir^w 
Minor has described how be visited well-known pool

thojts h a mirrow window. Ihrcmgh which ^ick women pa^ 
thrice in order to be enredp* The JiiruioOff of the Punjaitb 
think th;i| the tnrlh rif a $on after ihtce gtri^ ii^ uniueky fur 
the parents^ and in order to avert tlic ElMucb they rcs^ to 
a number of devEces^ Amongst other things they break the 
centre of a bronze plate and remove all but the rim; then 
they pass the luckless child through the brorize rim.

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At the vUUgc of Damuti, on the Kabenatr river, 
(n Ccmtiii New Giujica, a traveller witnessed ibc nniiven 
performiti^ a ceremony of fnitiatirm, of which the following 
rite formed {inrt. Tlte cimtlidiites for initmtJoti, six in 
nitrober^ were boys and lads of various -ages frotn about 
four years of age to sixteen or seventeen. The company 
betook thenwetves to the t«d of a small stream, where at 
the end of a gully 4 hollow tn the rocks formed a naiiirat 
ba.sirt. At the entrance to the gully a sort of yoke, so the 
traveller calls It. was erected by means of some poles, and 
from the cross-iiiece plants ^vere httng bo as to make an arch. 
Otic of the men took up his statign in front of the arcb, and 
os cacli imndidatic came up, the man seized him, spat on his 
breast snd back a cint of red spittle, ami gaiie him scs'erai 
severe blows witli the stock of a [dant. Alter that the 
candidate, who had previously stripped himself naked, {la&sed 
under the leafy arch and bathed in the rocky pool at the 
oitxcT end of the gully. All the ihtie that ihts sotemnily 
was proceeding another man sat perched on a neighbouring 
rock, beating a drum and singing. Only men took part in 
tlie coemony.* I'hmigh no exp Ea nation of the ceremony Is 
given by the observer who witnessed it, we may suppose 
that b>' passing under the yoke or arch the novices wete 
sup^iosed to rid them selves of certain evil influence^ whether 
conceived ns spiritual tst not, which they left behind them 
on the furthcar ride of the harrier This inteqirctalioii is 
confirnicci by the bath which each candidate took imincdi* 
aiely afterwards. In shnrt the whole purpose of the rite 
would seem to have been purtficaioiy. 

With the preceding examples ^fore us, it seems wertli 
while to ask wliether die ancient Italian practice of making

Wc may conjecture that persons, 
who bavc ft famaftiu in addition to an afai are more itnui 
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usiuilly anxious as to tl>c state of their soul, and that ihijy 
5 ^t { to put It in perfect security by whut we may call n 
system of lioublc ijisurancc, calcutaiing that if one of their 
external souls should dk or he bmhen, they themselves may 
still survive by virtue of the survival of the otlier. Be that 
as It may, the ftr#»«»«! discharges two futtctimis, one of them 
defensive and the other oflfcnsiit!. On the one hand,so tong 
as it lives or remaitts unbroken, it preserves its Owner in lifej 
and on the other hand it help* him to injure his enemies. 

In its offensive character, if the tamanitt ttfppens to be an 
eel, U will bite its owner’s cncuny; if it is a shark, it will 
swallow IiinL In its defensive character, the state of the 
iatnaniu is a symptom or life-token of the state of the man ; 
hence when he is til he will visit and examine it, or if he 
cannot go himself he w'ill jiend anoUier to tnsfiect It and 
leporL In either case the man turns the animal, if animal 
it be, carefully ova- in ortlcr to sec what is the matter with 
it; should something be found sticking to its skhi, it is 
removed ■ and through the reltef thus afforded to the creatuns 
the sick man recovers. But If the am'tnal should be louitd 
dying, it is an omen of death for the man ; for whenever it 
dies he dies also.^

Thiihocff Tire theory of an exlcitml soul deposited to an Bnlmal 
appeal^ to be very prevalcni In West Afrijea, |iarlicuiiirl>' in 
riijfwi in Nigeria^ the CamcroonSp and tlic Gatioon * In the latter part 
{Tva^* ^ mnetcenth century two linglbh micalonartn, cstabilled 
at San Salvador* the enpiuil of the King of Congo, ajfkcd the 
f^xEA, natives repeatedly whi^thcrany of them had seen Ihe sttnnge* 
Ug* East African goat which Stanley had given to a diicf at 
Sianlty Tool in 1877. But tlidr enquiries were fruitless; 
no native would udmit that he !iad seen the goat. Somt: 
years afterwards ihc tnmhmailes di^vcncid why tltey could 
obtiiiu uo reply to their enqithy. All the people, it turned 
out, tmaglneil that the missionaries belic't'cd the spirit of the 
King of Salvador to be contained in the goat, and tlm thej^ 
wlatied to cibtiiTi pos.%sdan of the iulmul in onter to exercise 
an evil influence on bis majesty/ The belkf from the dtand- 
paint of th0 Congo ^vage^ was imiural cnonghi since in thnt 
regkm some chicb regulnrly link theic fate to that of uii 
TbP fo«J^^t animal Thus the Chief Bankvi'a of Ndolo, on ihe Mtxiko 
Kiv^# had coiifcrreil this horniuroji a certahi hippopatanuis of 
mnnstm the netghboudiood, at which he would allow nobody to shoot.* 
At the village of Ongck, in the GabdoOi a Ffeijch mi^ottary 
slept in the hut of an old I'aci chie£ Awakened about two 
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{ll tbc tnonting b)> 3 ruif^tUng of (icy IcavRs; (iv th 4 torch, 
when to hb iKmor he {Kreeivod a huge black scrpcnl of the 
tuo»t dangerous sort, coDcd in a cximcr, with tiisii! erect, 
shining ^’e», and liissiitg jaws, ready to dait al hiro* In- 
stitictiveiy he aetted hi 9 gun and pointed it at the reptile, 
when suddenly bts arm was struck up, the torch was 
eximguiidicd, and the voice of the oUi cliief said, ** Don't 
ftre I don't hie I i beg of you. In killing the icrpent, it is 
me that you would kill E-'car nothing. The serpent b my 
ftangfta^ So saying he flung hiinseir on hi* knees beside 
the reptile, put his arms about it, and clasped it to bis breast. 

The serpent received his caresses quietly, tnanifcgling neilher 
anger nor fear, and the cbrcT corned it olT and taid It down 
beside him lu auolhcr hut, exhorting the niLsdc»uir>‘ to liave 
no fear and never to s|ieak of the subject* Hi* curiosity udMioi 
being exditid by this adventure, the mmionaT>', Fatlier 
TrtUu. pursuetl his enquiries and aseertattied that among wtoX*' 
the Funs of the Gaboon evei^' wisanlTs beljev'cd at inrtm- 
tiott to unite his life with that of some particular wild animal o(a jiiU 
by a rite of blood-brutherliopd ; he dravva blood from the ear 
of the animal and from hb own arm, and inoculates the 
animal with his own blood, and himself with the blood of ihc 
bcasL Efenceforth such an ultimate union b eslablbhed 
lictw.'ecn the two that the death of tlie one emails the death 
of the other. The alliance is thought to Ewing to llie wiiard 
or sbrcetcf a great absesaion of power, which he can turn to 
his atlvanlage in variouh ways. In the first plnce* like tlie 
warlock in the fairy tales who lia* deposited his lift outside 
of himseir in some safe place, ihe Fan wimtrO now deems 
himself invulnerable. Moreover, the animal with which he 
has exchanged blood has become his familiar, anti will obey 
any orders he may choose 10 give ft; so he makes use of it 
to injure and hill hia Cfiemies. For that reasmi the creature 
with whom he establbhct the relation of blood-brotherhood 
is never a tame or domeitk animal, but always a fciodous 
and ijongerovs wlUl beast, such tts a leopard, a black serpent,

Imvc tbdr fnttiiliaw; but the anitnjtb with which tiie lives oi

serpent, sometimes a homed viper, souietitnei n black serpent, 
somctimci a green one Uiat liv'cs In banana-trees I or it may 
be -A vukyre* an ow!* or other bird of night In every case 
Lbe beast or bird wTtli which ihc witch or wiord has coti^ 
tructed Ihfa mystic alliasce fa an Individual, never a species j 
and when the intlividujd aelmfLl dies the ulUitnct Is naturaliy 
at an end, since the death of tlie animtL] fa supposed to catidl 
the death of ihe nsan,^ 

Similar bclicfe arc held by the narives of ihe Cnoas Kiver 
valky within fhe Gennan pitsvTncea of the CaincmoiiSF 
Groups of jMtoplCj generally the inha bin intji of a village, have 
Lihoacn various animafai with which they believe themselves 
to staiiLi on a footing of intimate friendship oc relationahip- 
Amoitgai such animafa are liip|»potftintiMa, elephants, 
kopmb^ croctdile^rg^ fiah, and serpents, all of them 
creatLirtA which are either vtuy strung nr can easily hidir them- 
^IvpK in the water or a thlcki^L This potver of concealing 
themesves fa s^id to be an irrdfapcnsable onttdition of tlic 
choice of ainmal familiars^ since the animal friend nr helper fa 
expectiid to injure his owncr^s enemy liy stcalLb; fer example* 
If he is a htppopciiaraus. ho will bob up suddenly out of the 
water and cap?iitc the enemy’s cnnoc. Bctwesxn the aidnial* 
and thetr bunmji frienda or kinafotk such a aym pathetic 
relation fa i^upfM^ed to eKfat lliat the mumemt tlu^ animal 
dle^ the man dies alsq^ and similarly tiie instant the rimn 
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perjshH ^ (^oc3 the beast. From thif It Ibtlowi thnl the 
anlmiit may nc^cr be nhat at or mu'keled Tm fear of 

Injttring or killing the perfotit whoM lives are knit 
tile tivea of the brulcsi This does not, however, prevent the 
people of a village, who have elephants for their antinal 
friends, from hunting elephants. For they do not respect 
the whole species bur merely certain mdivtduols of it, which 
stand in an intimate mhtion to certain individual men and 
u'omen ^ and they imagine that they can always distinguish 
these broths idephants frum the common herd of elephants 
which are mere elephants and nothing mote. The iccogtit- 
tion indeed Is said to be mutual. When a hunter, wlu} tua 
an elephant for hU friend, meets a human elephant, as w*e 
may call it, the noble animal lifts up a paw and holds It 
befoie his face, as much as to say, “Don’t sbool" Were ihc 
hunter so inhuman as to (in: on and wound such ttn elephant, 
the person whose life was bound up with the elephant would 
fell ill^ 

The Balong of the Cameroons tfdnk that every man haa 
several souls, of which one Is In his body and anotlter in an 
animal, such os an elephant, a wild pig, a lonpard, and so 
fortii. When a man cotnes home, feeling lit, and says, " I 
shall soon die," und diu accordingly, the people aver that one 
of his souls has been killed In a wild pig or a Jeopard, and that 
the death of the external ^nl has caused the death of the 
soul in his body. Hence the corjisc ia cut open, and a 
diviner detormincs, from an Inspection of the inwaids, 
whettrer the popular surmise is correct or noL* 

A similar IxUef in ttie external souls of Jiving [leople is 
entertained by the Ibos, an fmportant tribe of the Niger 
delta, who in^blt a countr)' west of the Cio«s Riwr They 
think tlmi a maii'^ spirit can quit his body for a time duting 
life and take up its abode tti an animaL Thb is called uUi 
tinu, ” to turn nnimal.’' A man who wishes to acquire this 
pracuru a certain drug from a wise man and mixes 
it with his food. After ihut hia soul (joes out and enters 
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into (he anim^ If il ^ihuiild ha^i^wn that the atiltna] is 
killed while the tnnti'i «)ul b hxlgcd in it, tin: lanii dies; 
and if the animal be vnaimdcd, the man's b<>tly will pnsMSitly 
be cevereil with boila T his belief instlgatei to many tl«d» 
of darkness j for u sly rogue will sometimw surrcpiitimwly 
adittuibter the mugied drug to his enemy In hb food, and 
having thus smuggled the other's soul into an animat will 
destroy the creature, and hith it the man wluw; soul is 
lodged in Il‘ A like hetief b reported to prevail among the 
tribes of the Ohubura Hill dbiricl on the Cross Ub'cr in 
Southern Nigeria- Once whan Mr, Paftridge's ismoe-men 
wished to catch near a town of the Asslga tribes the 
people objected, saying, " Our soub live In iliose fish, and t( 
you kttl tfaem we shall dic."^ 

ihLrfai 'Hie negroes of Calabar, at ihe mouth of the Niger, 
believe that cvety person has four smila.one of ivhich always 
mm *ra|r lives outside of hk or inn' brnly In llte form of a wild beast 
in the forcsL This externa] soul, or bush soul, as Miss 
or iiinii Kingsley cajts it, may be almost any animat, for ejraraple, a 
leopard, a fish, or a tortobc; but It is never a domestic 
b«« animal and never a plant Unless he b gifted with Keond 
sight, a man cannot sec Ids Own bush soul, but a liivioer will 
often tril lum wduit sort of creature his bush soul is, and after 
that the man will be c-voAil not to kill any aointal of that 
species, and will strongly object to ariy one elOe doing »o. 
A man and his sons have usually the same sort of animals 
for their bush sou Is, and so with a mother and ]»er daughters. 
But sometimei all the cbltdrcn of a family take after the 
bush sou] of thrir father; for example:. If bb exlemof soul 
is a leopard, alt hia sons and daughters will have tcafiardir 
for ihrtr external souls, Aiui on ilic other band, aomctimcs 
they all take after their tuollicr ; for instance, if hot external 
soul I* a tortoise; oil the extcttiol souls of her sons and 
daugbiers will be turtoi&es toa Sn Intimately bound up Is 
the life of the man with that of the animal which he regards 
oa his cxtetnal or biish onul, dial the ilcath or Jojiiiy of the 
animal necessarily entails the death or injury of Ihe man-

Such in the account which Miss Kingsley gives of the 
bush sools of the Calabar negwwit Some fresh (larticulars ’ 

are furniBhctl by Mr. Richard Henshaw, Agent for Native 
Affairs at Caiabar. He tells U3 that a man may only marry hxJp 
a wonijin who lias the same sort of bush sotil a* himself, 
for example, if bis bush soul is a leopard, hia wife also must 
have a leopard for her bush soul, |■■urthe^, we team from 
Mr. Hmviliaw that a penioti’s bush soul need not be that 
cither of his father or of his mclher. For example, a chifcl 
iviih a hippopotamus for his bush soul may be born into n 
family, all the member* of which have wild pigs for their 
bush souls I th-is happen* when the child i* a neincamatintt 
of a mat) whose external soul was a hippopotamus. In such 
a eaicc, if the parents object to the intrusiun of an alien soul, 
they may call In a mcdtchte'man to check its growth and 
finally abolish it ailogcther, after whidt they will ihe 
child their own bush souL Or they may leave the matter 
over till tile diild comes of ^e. u-Iien be will choose a busti 
soul for himself with the help of a mcdidne-moii, who will also 
teicct the piece of btish or water in which the chosen animal 
lives. When a man dies, then the animal which contains his

In Southern 
it is usual to lusitr a |>er3on say of another that lie 
sistwiB it. or she " possessci** such and such an animal, mcanifig that 
the person hm the power to Eissinne ihe shape of that fKir- 
tieukr creatute. tt is ihdr belief that by constanl pi^tlcc 
Iiuid by t'irtuc of ocitaln hCfcdflaxy secrets a man can quit 
hii human body and put on that of ii w'ilil bea^c They say 
that in addition lo liie aoul which animatcii his huinmn body 
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CVCr)*borty has a bu?ih soul which at limes he can send forth 
to animate the body of the cteaiiirc which lit ” possesses/" 
Whcf] he wishesi his bush ^ul! to go out on it& rambies, he 
drinks ^ n?agk potion, the secret of which has been ImndcB 
down from time inunetnorlil, and some of which Is aJways 
kepi ready for use in an ancient carihen pot $ci apart for the 
purpose^ No sooner has he drunk the my^c draught tk^r 
hb bnsh soul escapes front Kim rand floiits away invisible 
through the town into the forest Hiere it bc;gins to swell 
and* safe in the shadiinv of the treeSp takes on the shape of 
the man's animal dnuhltp it may be* an elephant a leopard* a 
bulTalo, a v.[\d boar, or a erocodJk. Naturally the potion 
differs according to the tiiiil of animaT into wliicti a man is 
temporarily convertecL It w^uld be absurd^ for example, to 
expect that the dc««e which turns you iritoan dephant sliouJd 
abo be able to turn you into a croocKiile ; the thing is mani* 
fc^tly impo?riUlc. A great advantage uf these Urmporaty 
conversions of a mati into ^ beast is tliat it enables the 
convert in his antmd shape to pay ou1 his enemy withojl 
being Aus|:iiectecL If* for example, you have a grudge at a 
man who h a wei!-t«»*dQ farmer, all that you have to do Is to 
tuni yourself by night Into a buffdo* an ekphauti or a mid 
boar, and then, bursting into hia fields, stamp alioui in ihcm 
till you have Uid the standing crops Icv^l with the gtouiuh 
Thai is why in the tie^hboUThcKkl of large wdhlilled fannSi 
people prefer to keep their bush souU iti buffaloes, elephants, 
and wild boars, becau^ tliestf animals are the conveiik-rit 
meam of de&tno>ing a neighbour’s crops. Whereas w here 
the farin!i are smalt and ill-kept, as they are roimd about 
Oban^ it is hardly worth a man's while to take the tmuble 
of turning into a buffalo or an eJephani: for the paltry satis- 
faetiun of rtiotuig up a few miserable y^ms or such like irafitL 
So the Obiin people keep their bu>ih souls m Icopanb and 
crooodilcs* which, though of little for tlie purpoaie of 
dcfttoying ^ neighbour's crop5, arc exedtent for the purpose 
of killing the man himseir fir^t am) caring him afterwords. 
But the power of turning into an animaJ hojt thb ffcrloua dis* 
advantage that it lays you open to the chance of being 
wounded or even sJaii^ in your animal nkln before you pave 
time to put i* off and scramble back Into your bumun intogu-

mcnL A fcmarlfahlc* case of ihta sort haptMatcd only a few 
miles from Oban not lortg tigo. To umJeiAtand it you must 
know that the chiefs of the 0(lo«Jop tribe, who Ihx about ten 
miles from Oban, keep tlicir b*wb soula, whenever they nm 
out un a ramble, la the shape of buHaiucs. SVeU, one ilay tho 
District CommUsibaer at Oban saw a buffalo come down to 
drink at a stream which nuts through bis gotden. Elo sbot 
at the beast ami hit it, and it ran away badly wounded. At 
th« verj' sanuy moment itii: Iwad chief of tire Oclodop tribe, 
ie» miles away, clapped his hotid to his iiite and said, 
■* Tliey have killed me at Oban," Death was not instant- 
artootu, fnr the bulTilu lingered to pain for a couple of days 
iti the forest, but an hour or iwo be^re its dead body was dis* 
aovered by the trackers the chief cJCfurcd. befone he died, 

witli touchinjj soUcItudc he «nt a message wiirtiini' nil 
people who kept tlieir oxlernal soub in buffaloes to profit by 
bis sad fate and beararc of going near Oban, which was not 
a safe place for tbcin. Naturally, when a man keep* his 
external soul from litnc to time in n beast, say in a wild 
cow, he is not so foolish as. to shoot an niiioiat of that 
pardctihu sort, for in ao doing he might {>crhiips be killing, 
himteir. But he may kill antmals in trhkh other people 
keep their external soubk For .example, a wild cow man 
may freely shuoi an antclape or a irtld timir ; but ilmuld be 
do so and tlwn have r»$on to suapect that ihe dead beast is 
the Hnimnl double of somebody wntb wham he is on frlcmtty 
terms, he must perform certain ceremonies over the carcaiw 
atul then hurry homc^ running at the top of his speed, to 
flil in Ini liter A partteuliir tuedidne to the man whom he itas 
tmlntentloiiidly injured. In (his way be ‘may possibly be in 
time to save the life of bis t'rland from the effects of the 
deplorable accldmtL* 
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NcflT Ekcl III Softli Calabar tlicre is a sacred lake, lb* fish 
of which arc eattfiifly preserved because the people believe that 
their own fouls a« lodijcd tn the fidi, and that with every 
fish killed a bumati life would be sSniultatieously extinguished.' 
In the Culabai River not very mafiy years ago there used 
to be a huge old crocodile, popularly supi>c«d to contain the 
external soul of a chief who resided in the flesh at Duke 
Town, Sporting vice-consul* used from time to time to 
hunt the animal, and once a peculiarly energetic officer con¬ 
trived to hit it. Forthwith the chief was laid up with a 
wound in his leg. He gave out that a dog had bitten him, 
but no doubt ihe wise shook their heads and refused to be 
put off with m fiimsy a pretext.* Again, among scii'etal 
tribes on the banks of the Niger between l,xikoja and the 
delta there prevails “ a belief in the pcrijsibility of a man 
pos.scsstRg an aUfr in the form of some animal ^ticb as a 
erocodik or a hippopotamus. It is believed that such a 
person's life is bound up with that of the animal to sneh an 
extent that, whatever affects the one produces a conespondinR 
impTession upon the other, aiid that if one dies the other 
must speedily do30 totx ft liappened not very long ago that 
an Englbhitian shot a hippopotamus close to a native vUlage} 
the friends of a woman who died the same night in the 
village dcftiantlcd and eventually obtuined live pounds as 
compensation for the murder of the woman.** * Among the 
Mon toll of Northern Nigeria, “in many of the compounds 
there wOJ be found a species of snake, of a non-poiionDiis 
H>rt, which, when full grown, attains a length of about five 
feet and a girth of eight or nine inches. These snakes live 
in and about ihe compouniL They ace not specially fed by 
the peoidc of the place, flfw are pi sees provkied for them to 
neat itu They live goneraHy tn tiie roofs of the small 
granaries and hftts that make up the compound. They feed 
upon small mammals, and iw doubt serve a useful purpose 
in destroying vermin which might otherwise cat the stored 
grain. They arc not kept for the purpose of destroying 
vermin, however. The Montoh believe that at the birth of

at times the women gave the men a severe drubbing with 
their vam^itcks white often women were injured or killed 
by spenra."

Kumai tribe of Gippstnnd the emu-w'ren {Stifitums mtila* 
rAv/wr) was the ** man's brother ^' and ihc superb warbler 
^Afalttrus was the ^ woman’s siater "; at the imtbtion 

of youn^ men into the tcibsi mystertn tlic hamc of the 
emu >wren was invoked over the novices for the purpose of 
iiirii3in(^ manly virtue into them.* Among the Yuin on the 
south-eastern coast of Aiisiraiia, the **woman's sister" was 
the tree-Cfeeper {CtimMlirii uantUss), and the men find 
both the bat and the emu-wren for tbdr " brolheTs." * In 
the KuUn nation each lex had a pair of “ brotlutrs “ and 
*' sisters **; the men had the hat andi Uie enm-wren for thcii 
*’ brothers,** and the women had the aufKrb warbler atiit the 
smaJJ nightjar for their " Hsters.” * It u notable that in South- 
Esatern Australia the animals thus associated with tla lives of 
men and women were generally Eying creatures, eiiiier birds 
or bati Hmvcver, in the f-ort Lincoln tribe of South Auatralia 
tlic man's ''hrif>tliCT’‘and the woinau's'* sLtcr" seem to have 
been idcnUfied with the mate and female Txspectively of a 
species of ILaard; for we read that "a smftlj kind of tizard, 
the mate of which is called rlS/Vin* and the female wattu is 
Said to have divided the sexes in the human species; an 
event that would appear not to be much approi.yui of by. the 
natives, dnoe either sex tuts a mortal hatred against the

ing tKe'££^ri'ii arid the wornett the l&tit wliEtevcr 

the i>articutaf of creature with which the Jivci <jf rtictt 
and women were bcljcved b> be batind pp, the belief itiwlf 
and the lights to which it gave rbe are known to ha^e 
prevailed over a latge part of SoPth-Eaattm Australia, and 
probably they ex tended much farther.* The belief was a very 
seritjus one, and so conscqueiitly weie the fighU which 
from it Thu5 among some triljes of VietD/ia *' the common 
bat belongs to the incrip who protect it against injury* even 
to the hatf-killiiig of dictr wives for lis sake. The fernoivt^ 
or large goatsucker* belongs to the women, and, altbotigh a 
bird of evU nmen^ creating teiTOr at night fay iu cryi it is 
jeatouffly protected by thcmi If a inan kills ont^* they anj 
as miidi enraged as if it was one of ibctr children, and will 
strike him with their long poles.*" * 

The Jealous pratceiion Ihiis afforded by Austral tan mofl 
and women to bats and owls respectively * ffor bats and 
owh seem to be the crtaturcs usually allotted to the two ixuiiuzicif 
flexes)* ifl not based upon purely icKiflh considerations 
For each mini believes that not only hi& own life but 
lives of his father, brother^ sons* and so on are bound up with 
the lives of particular bat^, and that therefore in protecting the 
bat species he is protecting the lives of all his male relations 
as well as his own^ Siniflarly* each ivomao believes that the 
lives of her rtLOthcr^ sisters, dangliters; and so forth^ equally 
with her own, are bound up with the lives of particular owds, 
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and that in yarding the owl jiTxrcfc the 13 guarding tlic lives 
of all her female refation^ besides ber owtl Now^ when 
men's livoi are thu^ supposed to be cofitaincd in certain 
anttnats. It h obviotii that the animals cart hardly be dia- 
UngtUslted from the roenp or the men from the animals. If 
my l:rathcr JobnV life h in a bai, then, on the one hand, the 
bnt h my hraihiir as wdl as John ; and, on the olhcf band, 
John b in a aense a b^t, since hU life ii in a bat Simllarlyi

clusion^ and the Australians have not failf:d to lintw It*

The relation 
of an individual to the dan totem docs not differ in kinri 
from his reJatfon to the sex toLem J lie will not kill it, he piunm or 
sjwaks of it as his brother, and he calls himsdf by its name. .i»i wh. 
Now if the rdirtions are similar, the explanalfcm which holds 
good of ihc one ought equally to hold good of the otiier. 
Therefore the reason why a clan revere a paitieultir specif 
of animals or plants (for the dan totem may be a plant) and 
estll tbeiMcJ^^ after it, would seem to be a belief tbai the 
life of each indivUlual of the dan is bound up with some <nic 
animal or plant of the species, ami that his or her death 
would be the consequence of killfne that pariiculat animal, 
or destroying chat particular plant. TMs explanation of 
rotemism squama very wdl with Sir George Grey's definition 
of n totcus or in Western AiwUrailias He sajr*: A 

certain mvsicrious connection exists between a family and 
to fcjfefl^.'so that a member of the family will never kill an 
animal of the species to which hi* belongs, should he 

find it asleep ■, indeed he always ktlb it rcUiciantly, and never 
without affording it a chance to cscafie. This arises from 
tJie family beli^ that sonic ooe indivtilual of tlic species is 
their nearest friend, to kill whom ivoidd be a great crime, 
and to be carefully avoided. Similarly, a rtntive who Iim 
a vegetable for his may not gather it under certain 
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circumstances, and m a partietdar iieri^H! of the yean" ' H«r 
it will be oEuer^'ed ihat though each man aparca ail the 
animals ix plants of the spcciei. they are not all equally 
pfccinus (n him ; fjr fram it, out uf iJie whole species thei'c 
» tnify one which b spccuilly dear to him ; but as he doca 
not know which the tleiir one U, he ia obliged to spare them 
all fwm fear of injuring the mtc. Again, this explanation

e totem, on thk ihegry, » simply the receptacle in which 
a man l^ps hi, „ Punchkin kept his life tn a parrot, 
and lli^Bari kept her soul in n golden fish Ji fa no 
valid otqectitin to this view that when a savage has both 
a «x totem and a dun totem his life must Lw bound up 
with two difTcrant anunals, the death of either of which 
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wmiltS entail Ills oiro. If a man tias more vital places 
ihan nne iti his lioiijr. why, tire savage may thinh, shouU ificm 
he nm have more vital filacea than one ouLside ii? Why, 
^nce he can pul hla life outslile himscir, should bt not 
transfer one portion of it lo one animal aiid aitotber to 
another i The divisibility of life, nr, to put ft otherwise, 
the pliindity of souU, is ati idea suggested by many familiar 
facta, and haa commended itself to phiitwophers like Plato,’

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Muls, and tlaat they ([tut the body, sot aiinijltancausly, but 
one after Uic other, dU^lution being only ^mplctc when att 
four tuive dejiarted.' Sotite td the Dyak* of Htmieo and the 
Malays the PenInsuU beltevt that ervery mtin has seven 
oouSs.’ The AlftKJTJ of Polo In Celebes arc of opinion tint 
he has three.* The natives of Laos svpjioNe that the body 
is the seat of thirty spirits, which reside ill the banih, the feci, 
the mouth, the eyes, and w on,* Ileticc, from the primUivo 
point of view, it is perfectly possible that a savage jJiould 
haw Qtie souJ In bis sex totem and another in hhi elan 
totan. However, lu 1 have observed, tex totems have been 
founil nowhere but in Autlratia; so that as a rule the uivage 
wbn practises toteoiiini netsl not have more than one ^nl

Sometimes, hut not 
alw'sys, the clan bears the name of the aidmaL' Thus the 
ItuUai have totemism in full- But, further, cjch Batta 
believes that he has «!wen or, oa a. more modertite com- 
putatlon, tltree souls. One of these souls is always ctiwide 
the body, hut ncvertlicleai whenever it dies, liow-evcr far

ingly suspJdtttts and reserved; Etirupcans have reshied 
unottg savages for year* without disrovering vrime of their 
capital articles of faith, ind in the end the discovery has 
often bcini the result of icddenL^ Above alt, the savage 
lives in an tttlcnftc and perpctiixi) dread of assassination by 
5oic?ry ' the most triding relics of his per^n—^tlie clippings 
of his hair and nalK hb spittle^ the remnants of hif fn^, his 
very name *—all these may, he fancies; be turned hy the 
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Mfccfcr to litt (Jftit rimtioH, »uni Jic Lbcrefort Aiixicuslj' 
careful to enticed Of destroy ihenu But if in matUrre such 
ns these, wlikh are Uit the uuiiiosu and outworks of his life, 
lie la so shy ami seaetivCj how close must be the conceal¬ 
ment. how imiienctrablc the reserve in which he enshrouda 
the trurer keep and citadel of his bdn^ t When the princess 
in the fhitj' tab aska the pant where he kcojis his. sntl, he 
often gives false or evasive unswccs, and it is only after 
much coaxing and whcedb'ng that the secret is at last wrung 
from him. in his jedous reticence tlic gkni resembles the 
tiniiti and furtive savage | but whereas the cxigendes of the 
story demand that the giant ahould at last reveal his secret, 
no such obllgotion is laid on tlie avage i and no fnduccmenl 
that can be offereci b likely to tempt him to Imp^ll hb soul 
bv revealing its htditig'pbce to a rtrangcr. It b therefore 
no maticr for surprise that the central mystery of the savage's 
lllbsHciuId 50 long have remained a secret, and that we should 
be kft to piece It togciher from scattered hints and fragraenla 
anti from llic rectillcctlunj «f It which Unger in fairy lal®. 


§ 5, TA^ iiitutd e/ Dtaih and RtsurttOivn 

This view of toiembm throws light on a class of reUgloui 
rites of which no ade<iuatc explanation, so far as I lun aware, pQinviitn 
lias yet been offeretL Am ongst many Savage trilws, cspeciall y 
tudi as are known to praclbe totemism. it is customary iheriicor 
for lads at puberty to undergo certain initiatory rites of 
which one of the eommojiMt is a pretence of hillii^ tlw lad i:ion «tka 
and bringing him to tife again. Such rites become intelligible 
if we supiiosc that tlidr substance consisls in extracting the 
youths soul in crrtcr to transfer it to his totem, Iror tlie 
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esiinictioti of hiii soul winld naturally bt lupposcd to k^fl Ute 
yguih oral lisLit UJ thmw him inio a iJirath^llki; tran«» which 
th? hardly distlrigiil^hts rrain death. His recovcfy^ 

wDiild ihcn be attributed either to Uie gradual rtceovery of hti 
fmm ihc violent ^tmek which It had tetekcdi oCt more 
pTobabty, to the infusion into him of freah n& driiwn from 
the totem. Thu5 the essence of these mitfatory ritca» so far 
a« they consist In a stimulation of death and reatirrcctionp 
wntild be an exchange of life or souls between iHc man and 
l\Li totem, The primitive belief in the posaltrilrty of such ati 
exchange of souh aimes clearly out in the sUiry of the 
Uasquo hunter who afllrmed that he \mi been killed by a 
bear^ but tiuit tlu; bear had, a^er killing him, breitthed iL% 
own fout fnta Inm^ so that tlic bear's body^ was now dead* 
but he himself ^ besr^ being animated by the bear's 
soul.* TTiis t^vlv^il qf the dead hunter as a bear U exactly 
analogous to wtiat, oti the theory hertr suggestod, Is sup^XHcd 
to mke place irt tlie ceremony of killing a lad at |Hdberty 
and bridging him to Uk agala The hui dies as a man and 
cotnes to life a^irt as an anittizd ; the animaTs soul is now 
In him, ufifl liis liiiinan soul h in animals With good 
right, therefor^ lie eall himself a Bear nr a Wnlf^ etc, 
according to his totem i and with good right doc^ he treat

When the tooth is 
hnocked out. a bwl humroing noise is heard, which ia made 
with an instmioetii of tlic fplSowing (Iescrij>tiotij a rt»l piece 
of wood is made with serrated edges, ant! Imvmg a hole at 
one end. to which a string is attached, and this swung round 
prriduces a humming noise. The miiintiatcd are not even 
allowed to i« tin* iiutrumcwt Women are fnrbiddrm lo be 
present ill these cerciiioflie*, juid should one, by accident or 
otherwise, witntsi tlieni, the penalty la death. The penalty 
for revealing the «cn;t5 is probably the same, W'hcti evc^- 
thing is prepared the women and children are covered with 
bought and the men retire, with the j-oung fellows who are 
to bd initiated, to a little distance. It is said that the youths 
arr sent away a short distance one by one. and that they are 
each met in turn by a Iking, who, so far as I can undcrslaiid. 
ia belics'cd to be something tetween a Wsckfeliow and a spirit 
This lieing. called Thuremlin* it is said, lakes the youth lo a 
distance, killa him. and in some instances cuts him up, after 
which he restores him to life and knocks out a tooth. Their

For ex- 
ample, when Captain Rourice was at tlw Pueblo linJiati village 
of Walpi in the month of August, i, he saw tbc instrument 
in use at the snake dance. ” The medidne-men twirl«l ii pun.

Australia. TliUfi In the Utitfiatjejra tribe both woiticu and 
dtUiirett believe Uun Twanyirika kill# the youth afid af^- 
waifiU brings hhn to life again during the period of iuilbtiotu 
The rttes of initiation in thU tribe, as in the other Central 
tribes^ eompri^ the oper^tons of cireumdsiort and sub^ 
inei^ion; and a** soon as the second of these has been iKf- 
fotmed on him, the young man fectivea from hli father a 
sacreil atick with whidi^ he h told, his spirit was 

associated In the remotest past^ While he b out tn the bush 
recovering from his wounds, lie rnuBt swing the bull*roarer, 
or a being wlio Uvt^ up in the sky wfll swoop down and 
carry liinj off.® In the Urabmiin tribe of Centnil Aiwtraha 
a lad at iiiliiatiun rec^ves a bulhfoateri the very nam^ ^f 
which is never iieartl by Uromcn *nd ehiliimri- 

Tliey arc taught to believe that the soiintl of it is the voice 
of a spirit cailett Wit urn a, who take# the boy away, cuts oiil 
alt his bowd% provides bfin ivith a new set, and brings him 
back an iititiati:d youth* The tad is w^nmed that on no 
account may hu ill low a woiitan or s chi ld to see the sacred 
stick, else be and his mother and sisieni ivtll fall down as 
dead as stones/ In the* iliribinga tribe, mi the wt!Stfim coast 
of tlic Ga)f of Carpciitarm, the women and cHiidren believe 
tlirtl the noise of tiic htiI3-ro*irer at iniliatlmi is jniuJc by a 
spirit Haiti & 3 Kalajallau^ who lives in an artt-hlli and comes 
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out and cals ii^j the boy. «ft<irwrtnJ» frtlnting hint to life.* 
Sfinilarly among their neighbours the Aniila the wommi 
ttnagine tJwl tiw droatog sound of the bolUtoarer is 
duced by « tpirit caJied Gnabaia, who swaVbws the M# ai 
imtiatioit and afterwards disgorges them Jn the fonn of 
itiateti men. In Shis tribe, after a lad hsis been subjivetsed 
as \reU as drcitmdsed, lie is tirescntcil with a bull-roa ter an 
iiifonned that the inelruniciil was originally made by the 
whirlwind, that it is sacred or tabooed, aud^that ft may 
on no account be shewn to wdtncn or children. 

Among the tribes sctlJed on the southern er»»t of New 
South Wales, of iibich the Coast Murring tribe may be 
regarded as typical, the drama of Ksurrcciion from the liwi 
was exhibited in a grajjhic form to the novices at miliation, 
tkdbre they were privileged to witness this edifying spcctaele 
the}' had been raised to tlie dignity of cianhood by an oW » «koc 
mitn, who promoted iliefn to their new status by the rimpe 
(>rtjcesa of knocking a tooth out of the mouth of each with WjiXs 
the help of a wondeii chisel and hammer. The ceremony 
of the resurrection has been described for us in detail by an 
eye-w'itncssi, the late Dr. A. W. Howitl, one of the best 
authorities on tlie customs of the Australian abongincs. 

Tlui scene selected for the ^cred drama was the bottom 
of a deep valley, wbere a sluggish stream wound through a 
bed of tall iharp^ged sedge, 'rhougb the hour ivas between 
ten and eleven o'eloci* in ibe momtng. the sun had bur just 
peeped over the mountains which eiiciosed the valley like a 
wall Oil the cast: and while the upper slopes, doihcd with

None of the ordinary natives would dare to set foot in tlw: 
awful grotto, which they believe to extend fiw milts into the 
bowels of tltc earth and to be tenanted hy ccrtnhi ancestral 
apirJl?, who liiie there b perpetual funahinc and amid streams 
of running water, an earthly paradise by contrast with ihe 
arid lun-somehed steppes and barren inouituttna outside. 
Wliite men have explored Uic cave, atid if they perceived 
no sprits, thi^ Ibund bats in plenty. Tltc man w-ho aspire® 
To the rank of a wtitatd ii^ down at the mouth of the 
cave nnd fails ostcop ^ >iitd ns he sleeps one of the juicesiral 
spirits steals up to him and drives an invisible sp«»f through

Further, the bodily matilation which is U« 
visible sign of (he mdiicinc-jnan'‘s initiation (for however 
the hole may be mailc it certaiiily exists in tlte totiguM of 
fCgiiUr Arunta praciitfoncrs) corresponds to the bodily 
mutilations of other softs, wiiidt in many savage tribes 
attest to the world that the mutilated persona ore Mlgfowit 
men. What the precise meaning of such murilattons may 
be, 3 iilt remains very obscure ; but lhc>‘ seem in some caso 
tobedirecay associated with the conception ol deatii and 
re’surrectlPij. 

Tha ffirUfnly coftics out pUmly in *1^ 

of initiation through which In some parts oi tiew Guinea 
alt lads must pas* before they attain to the status of adults. 

The rites ore obsened by a group of tribe* wlw occupy 
contiguous territories about I'lnsch Harbour and Muon 
Cnir in German New Guinea. The tribe* in qwition arc 
the Yabiin, the Diikaua, the Kai, and the Tami. All of 
tFicni except Llic Kaf lielong to the Melancstan stoelt and 
are tiierefore pTCsnniably immigrant* from the adjoining 
islands* but the Kai. who Inhabit the rugged, densely 
wooded, and rainy mountains inland from I'insch Harbour, 
belong to the ab^ginal Papuan .stock and differ from ibcir 
neighbours in speech as well as m appearance. \ct the 
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rktA of initiation which 4t1 these tribes ceklH^tc ^nd the 
bdicfs which they associale vYith rhem nre 90 afttillEir ihni 
9 . iin^c f)i:^rtption will ^jiply accurately enoiif^^h tq iHcm alL 
All of thein^ like many AusitaIim irlboi^ require twry male 
metnbcf of tttc tribe to lx; clrciimd^t^ before he rafik9 Jis 
a full-groii^n nuin; and tile rrlbal inliiation« of whlcJi clrcum- 
ciilon Is the centol feature^ h eoficdvcil by them, by 
some Auiftnitian aut a fifoces^ of being nwaltowed and 

disgorged by a mythical mointer, whose vi?iee h heard (n 
thr* hamming 9omid of Ihe bull-mamr. indeed the New 
GUtneit tribes not only Impress this belief on the mindfi 
of waincn and childrtai but cnaei it in a drajnntic form 
at the Bctnal rites of [nltidtloa^ tit wTdeh no worn cm or un- 
lidtkted persem miy be yttseoL For this ptirposc hut 
about a buitdred f«t long I* ejected dther in tlm vlllJigc or 
in a londy |»f 1 of the formu It ts mmklled In Ihc Ahaj« 
of the mythical moniter; ai the end whkd^ repmcnls hh 
bead it ii htgh^ and it tapers away at the other encL A 
bincl-palm, gmhbcd op with ihe rootai i^nds for the back¬ 
bone of the great txdng and its clustering dbres for his 
liair j and to complete the resemblance the butt end of the 
building Is adorned hy a native arlLst with a pair of goggle 
eyes and a fiaping mouttu AVTten after a tcarfuJ parting 
from their tnotlttfa ant! women folk, who hdieve or pretend 
In beUeve in the moniter that aw-allows their flear ones, the 
Awe-stTuck novioes are bneiighl face to face with this im-^ 
podng structure, ihe huge creature emits a sullen grevrli 
which h in fact no other than the humming note of btdi- 
roarers swung by men coiicc-idcx] in the moTister^s bdty. 
The actuAl |K:ocess of ditgliitltiofi is variously ertacted- 
Among the. Tami it ia repn:sented by causing the omdi- 
datois to dc^le pa^ a row of men who hold htiH-fOLirere over 
then heads; among the Kai It k mme gmphtcally set forth 
by making them pass umler a scalTcdd ou which stands n 
man, wlv> malrei a geuure of swalkiwfng and takes in fact 
« gulp ftf water as each iremWing novice pafws bcueaih 
him* But the preseiU of a pig, opptittufiety offered for the 
redemjititin of the youth, induces the moniticr to retnnt and 
disgorge lih vkiiia; the man who repmseuli the morv^tef 
4Coq;>u the gift vt£:titknisly, a gorrgiing icmnd h heacd^ and 
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ihc w attr which !wd Just been sw-allowed desoenda in a jet on 
tl«j novice. This aigiitfiw that the young man has been 
released frotn the monster'* belly. However, he has now 
to undergo the more painful and dangerous opemioo of 
ciicumdsinn. It follows immediately* and the cut made by 
the knife of the operator h cjcplaincd to be a bite or Arateh 
which the monster iniheted on the novitx m spewing him out 
of hia cajMictou* maw, While the operatioti is proceeding, a 
prodigious noise ia made by tltc swinging of bulhroarers to 
represent the toar of the dreadful being who is in the act 
of swallowing the young men. 

When, as somcllmes happens, a lad dies frotn the effect 
of the operation, he b burrerl secretly In the forest, and hb 
somivviog mother is told that the monster has a pig % 
stomach as well as a human stomach, and that uiifortuitaiely 
her Son slspjied into the wrong stomach, from which it vras 
impossible to extricaie him* After they have been dicum- 
cbed the lad* must remain for some months in sccluaion, 
shunning all contact with women and even the sight of 
them. They live in tiie long hut which represents tlic 
moristc/s belly; among the Yabim they beguile the twiium 
of this enforced leisure by weaving baihet* and playing on 
certain Baered flutes, which are ftm'er used except uit tliesc 
oecaslou*. The instruments are of two |>attem«. One is 
called lire male and the other the female; and they ate 
believed to be ttiarried to each other. No woman may see 
these mysicrious fiutes; if ahe did. she would die. When 
the long sechisioti b over, the lads, now ranking a* initialed 
men, are brought back with great [jomp ami ceremony to 
the village, where they ate received with «il» and tears of 
joy b>‘ the women, as if the grave had given up its dead* 
At first tlic young men keep their eyes rigidly closed or 
even scaled with a plaster of chalk, and they ap|iear not 
to uniier^tand the words of coiiiniand which are given them 
by an etrlw. Gradually, however, they come to themselves 
a* if awaking from a stujKir, and next day they bathe and 
wash off the crust of white chalk with which their bodies 
had been coated.^

in certain districts of Vits Levutlhc largest of the Kijian 
Utands, the drama of death and resurrecllon used in be ™ 
acted v>-ith much solemnity before the eyes of young tnen at 
initiation. The cCfCfflonies- were performed in oettain sacred 
precincts of oblong shape, cnclogcd by tow walls or rows of 
stohes but d|wn to the sky. Such a precinct was called a la 

and it might Iw dcscnlwil as a temple dedicated to 
the worship of ancestors i for in it sacriiices and prayers 
wern olTcsrcd to the ancestral spirits. For example, tlw first- 
fniits of the yam harvest were legithirly pre3<eiitcd with great 
ccftmotiy to the souls of the dead in the teinpld before tlie 
bulk of the crop was dug for the people’s use, and w man 
might taste of tlie new yams until this solemn offering had 
been made. 'Ilie yima so offered were piled up in the sacred 
aiclosiire and left to rat there: if any man were so bold as 
to eat of these dedicatod fruit;, it wfus bciicvcd that he would 
go mad.* Any initiated man had the right of approadiing 
the ancestral spirits at any time in their holy place, where 
he would pray to them for help and proirstiiin and propitiate 
them by laying down his ofTering of a pigi yams, or cels, 
or doth, or what not.* Of these offerings sjcthapN the most 
curious was that of the foreskins of young men, who were 
cirentndsed as a sort of vicarious samfioe or atoticment for 
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the recdvisiy of a akk relative, it might be clthet tlieir father 
Of one of tbeir fatbc»*s brothers. The bloody fotesktns, stuck 
In the cleft of a split Teed, were presented to the nncestral 
gods in the temple hy the chief priest, wlw prayed fiw the 
sick ijvan's rccovciy.^ The temple or sacred enclosiire was 
divided into two or three compartments by cross watb ol 
stones, and the itimost of these compartments was Hie A’mr/rt- 
or Holy of rtoUe*-* 

In these opcii*afr tcmplei of the dead the ccieinony of 
fiiltiitting young men fras pcrfnrnjcd as a ruk every yen r at 
dw end of October or the begihiiing of November, which 
was the commencemeot of the Fijlati New Year ^ hence the 
nnvices who were initntTcd at that season went by the name 
of I'rVrtiWtf or New YcarS Men. The exact time for ceJe* 
brating the rile was determined by the flowering of the 
Mdf^a tree (BrjrlAriHti ); hut it roughly caincidcd with the 
fTca' Vear of the Tahiiians and flawaiians, who ctnied the 
CDinincTicctnciit of the year by observation of the I'leiadcs. 
The bighlaitdem of Fiji, who alone celebrated these rites,did 
not trouble their lieads about the stamp* A* a |irepuratloo 
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fuf the OTlcmnlty Use hearfs of ihc riovicw went shav’^ and 
ihrir bearth, if they had any, were carefflily eradicated. On 
four sitcca^ivc days Uicy went in procesaifm to the temple 
and tljcre dcpoaitcd in the Holy of Holies tbdr ofTenng? of 
doth and weapons to tltc ancestral spirits.

feast, a great many eh ins of iJic rayhsh, and some piece* of 
a wood n'hich ffupnrt* a red eoluur to nater, arc taken to the 
sherL A priest or elder causes a vessei; to be placed in the 
light of the people^ and then begins, with significant 
giestures, to nib a piece of the w'ood with the ray-skin. The 
powder so produced is put in the vessel, and at the same 
time the name of one of the boys is called out. The same 
proceeding is repeated for each boy. Then tiic vessel* are 
Hlled with water, after which the feast begins, At the third 
cock-crow the priest smeari the faces and bodies of the boys 
witli tJte red waUrf, which represents the Wood shed at the 
|ierforaUon of the Aywre, Tow'attb daybreak the boys are 
taken to the wood, and must hide bebind the largest trees. 
The tneri, amed with sword and shield, accompany titem, 
dancing and driging. The priest ktuxiks thrice on each of 
the tree* behind which a boy Is hiding, AU day t h*" boys 
stay in the Vjt)od,expO{iing themselvei to the heat of Uic sun 
as much as possible. In the evening they bathe and return 
to ilic shed, where the women supply tberu with food,^ 
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In t1.e ucst Ctr*oi boy* at Jiubcrty arc admitted W 
the Kakioii iiswciation.’ Modern wtiters commonly 

rccanlcd this a.^iaaon ai immarily a polite leagiic 
stimtcil to neflist foreign dominnlioti. tn reality tts 
arc purely religious and social, ihoftigh it is possible that the 
pricats may liavc occasionally us»1 their powfetfiit influcnct 
for political end*, 'nv society is In feet merely one of those 
tvidcly-diffused prlmilH-e institutions, of which a chicl object 
is the initJatton of young men. Ii> rcoent yeaw the i^e 
nature of Oic nssodalion has been duly lec^mred by the 
disUngiilshed Dutch cthnologtst, J. C. F’ Rledc . re _ 
house is an oblong w ooden shed, sttuated undcT ihe darlt«i 
trees In the depth of the forest, and is built to ailroil so Utile 
light that It Is hnpossible to see what goes on in it. Every 
trhlagc has such a house. Thither the boys who are to be 
initiated are conducted blindfold, followed b>' their pareiii* oj

bcert wcrrtly introduced into the building by a back diaw, 
but the women and children think it Is made by the devil*. 
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and arc much lcrrin«L TLcu the priest* tjitcr the shed, 
fotioiiv^ by the boys^ vne at a (ime; As (sotm a* each bo)* 
ha* diaa}ipeaied within the precincts, a dull du>pfdng xuurtd 
i* heard, a rearfulcty rings out, and a swerd or spear, drippbg 
with blood, U ihfiui ihfouah the roof of the shed. This is r 
token tlmt the boy's head has been cut ofT, and that the devU 
has carried him away to the ottier world, there Ui regenerate 
and truniifonn httn. So at sight of the bloody sword the 
mothen weep and wail, eiytng that the dei^iJ Itaa murdered 
tficir chiidion. fo some places^ it would setnn, the boys ate 
pushed through an opening made (n the shape of a ctticodlle's 
jaws or a eas^wary's beak, and it is then said that the deril 
has swallowed them. The boy* remain in the died for five 
or nine daya Silting in the dork, they hear tlte blast of the 
bamboo trumpets, and from time to time the sound of musket 
shots and the clash of swortls. livery day they bathe, and 
their iacc* and bodies arc smeued with a yellow dye, to give 
them the appearance of having been swallowed by the devil. 
Daring liis stay In the Kakiait house each hoy lias one 
Of two encase* tattooed with thorns on his breast or arm. 
\Vhen tht-y are not sleeping, the lads must sit in a crouch- 
ing posture without moving a muscle. A* they sit In a row 
cross-legged, with their hands stretched out, the chief takes 
hit trum[)i:t, and placing the mouth trf it on the hands of 
each lad, speaks through it in strange toues, imitating the 
voice of the spirits. He irams the luds, luitler pain of death, 
to obserw the rules of the Kakiun society, and never to 
reveal what has passed in the Kakian house The novio^ 
are alio told by the priests to behave well to their biood 
rclalJons, atid arc taught the iradiilans. wid secrets of the 
tribe. 

Meantime the mothers and sisters of the lads have gone 
home to weep and mourn, tint in a day or two the men 
who acted « gmanttans or sponsors to the novices return 
to the village with the glad iidfngg that the devil, at the 
intercEssicKi of the priests, has reatered tJic lads to life. TTie 
men "who bnrtg this new* come in ii Diiiiting stale und 
daubed with mud. like mcMcngen freslily arrived from tl»e 
nether world, Kefnre leaving the Kakian house, each lad 
receive* from ibc priest a stick adented at both ends with 
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cock's or cjJWHHfy’s fcaUiera. Tlie slicks are supjXJM^l lo 
hav« bwfti given to tltckds bj'tiic devU at ilic timcwitcn he 
rtjstortd them to life, and they serve as a token tiiai tlie j-outlw 
have been in the fipint land* When they remm to tUeif 
homes they totter in their t^alk, and enter the house back- 
ward, as if they had forROUcnhpvr to walk proi«rly S or they 
enter the house by the back door. If a plate of food Is givM 
to them, they hold h upside down. Thej^ reniain diimbi 
indicating their wants by stgna only. All thb is to shew 
that they are aiill under die Inllucncc of the devil or the 
spirits. Their sfrfmwus have to leach them all the common 
actt of life, as if they were new-born duldretL Further, 
upon leaving Ifae Kakian htiusc the boy* are strictly for¬ 
bid lien to eat of certain frtiits until ilw nest celebration o 
the riles has taken place. And for twenty nr thirty days 
iliclr baif may not be combed by their niotherv or sisters. 

At the end of thq t Hme the high priest takes them to a 
lonely place in the fotcat. and cuts olT a lock of hair from the 
crown of each of their heads. After Oiesc initiatory rites the

iu the woods Uwy wen? ft egged, ftnedpund ^omciiincs let! Led. 
They might not evert look upon thr per^na of ihos« who 
had “died n; hcrice when these ^ciiiicd perwn^ 
were roving about the forest or going tn the river, the honm- 
irig Tiotc3 of a drgrn warned: the profane vulgar to keep out 
of dieir Tvay* 

When the stockade and the huu in die foreat were 
ready to receive all who wished to pm oH the old man or 
wuman wd to put cm the new* one of Ihe htitJates gave 
the sqjn ami the aspirant after ilie iiigher life droppcil down 
like deafi in Mttne public place, it might be the roariet or 
the centre of ihe town where there were plenty of people to 
wltfic^ the edifying ipec^iaclo. The tntriate^ rmmediately 
vpread a pall over him or her, beat the earth romid about 
the pretemlcd corpse with piaiiiain stalks, chanted locanta- 
tionsi &rad gima, and cut atpera, Then they cairicd Uic 
Keen [ugly dead body away fnio the fmett and disi|i|>eured 
with It into ihe stockade: The spectacle proved Enfectlous; 
one after anoUw )n the emotEona], cxdiafale crowd of negroes 
falltrwcd the example, dropped down like dcad^ and were 
carried off, 4orni:time:i In a real cataleptic stutii In this 
Way fifty to a hundred nr mcme norkes. might feign death 
and be transported Into the sacred encFcsure. There they 
WOT sM|ipodcd not only die but to rot till only a single 
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bone of their bodir femained, of winch the initialed had to 
take the grtalcsl care fn eatpccialion of the joyful resurrettion 
tliAt M'as.soon to foltowt However, though ihcy were both 
dead and rotten, they consumed a large quantity of fiXKi, 
which ihdr credulous relatives brought to them in baskets, 
toiling with the loads on tlicir backs over the long paths 
through the forest Itt tile sivtltcring heat of the tropical 
day. If the relatioiw faTjctl to discharge this pious and 
imlispensahle duty, their Itiiisttiait in the sacred cncloswrc ran 
a risk of di-ing in good earnest, or rather of being spirited 
away to a distant town and sold as a flavt 

Shut up within the stockade for tuunthv or years, the men s^jiurav 
and women, boys and f iria, dispensed with the superfluity of botlcs. 
clothes, rubbed their nahcdi bodies with red ochre or powilered 
camwood instead, and gave themselves up tu orgies of un¬ 
bridled lust. Some feeble attempts were made to teach them 
the rudiments of a secret language, but ihe tocabularj’ was 
small and Its prindpics lacking in ingcitwity. Tlie time during 
which this scdiislofi listed might vary ftoin Uircc months 
to three yean. When the circumstance* whidi had furnished 
the preteat: for mslhutiitg the society had i»assed away, 
wbetber It was vliat the epidomic had died out or that the 
birth-rate had sensibly increased, murmurs ^vould begin to 
be heard amoug fnends and relatives m the town, who did 
tint see why they should be tawed any initgcr to support a 
set of Idle and dtsjtolute ruftiam in the foneal, and why they 
tboutd trudge day after day in the sweat of their brow to 
carry provisions to them. So the supplies would begin to 
tun short, and whenever that happened the myvtery of ibc 
resurrection was sure to follow very soon after.

I the gay prooe^ion would defile inio the square and 
P march mund it, while tlte dusky skins, reddened with cam- 
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wood (>owdftr, glistened in the aumtune, tUe ga^ garments 
flutterett in the wjnd> and the ta$seU of palm-fcaf fibre 
dangled at CTery arm. in (he os^wd of spectator? many 
parents would rtcogtjiae their children In the marching 
figures of the procession, and girls and boys would point 
out their btotlicm and aislcw and eii^crly call out ihdr 
(tames. But in the stolid faces <if ilic ittiiiatta not an eje 
ivoiild gleam with rteognitiun, oat a muscle would twitch 
with an involumary eitprasion (£ deUghl \ for having just 
been roivtd from the dead they wero supposed to know 
nothing of tbcit fanner iife, of friends and letaTions, of home 
and country. There tnight be in the crowd a mother or a 
atstcr rtol seen for years \ or, more moving still, the novice 
might look in train for lovtal and remembered faces that 
would never be seen in the market-place stjjaJnH But what¬ 
ever his feclitigi might be, he must rlgiilty sttppress (Item 
undiw pain of a flogging, a fine, or even dcatli. At last the 
parade was over and the procession brake up. Then the 
old hands introduced the new hanils to their own parents 
and bfothcT? and sIsTcra, to their old homes and haunts. 

IVHinm Par still the novices kept up the pretence that evety'ihing 
was new and itnmge to iLem, that thej» could not speak 

^11^ their moLhtrr tongue, that they did not k now their own 
fathers an<l itmtiwrs, tbdr own town and their nwn Ivouscs ; 
(jjy that they had forgotten even how to eat their food. So 
everything and everybody bad to be shewn to them and 
their names and ntcaninp CKploined, Their guides would 
lead them about the town, pcanting out the various roads 
and tciting where tliey ted to—this one to the wdtertng- 
plaec on ihn river, this to die forest, that to the farms, and 
so on t they would take up the commonest domestic utcoslls 
and shew what they were used for; they would even chew 
Uic food Biid put k Into the moutbs of the novioev. like 
mother birds finding their callow yuung. For some time 
afterwards the resuscitated persons, altcnded by their mentisrs, 
iK-ould go about the town and the ncighbouiliood acting in a 
strange way tike children or mad folk, seizing what they 
wanted and trying to beat or e\'en kill sucli as dared to 
refuse them anything.

discovered withnurt or auempting to peep at what is going 
forwardt he would inevitably be put to death* To rcsirairi 
the coriosity of the femnk^ they an: ordered to continue 
within doors, clapping ibeir hnnds iiKcsaaiftlyi so tong as the 
parra remains. Like the secret tobunaj, which formerly 
existed in Germany^ it takci oo^ls^inec of ofTcrtceH, 
particularly of wll:dicraft and oiiirdef, hut above all of 
contumacy and dlsobedicuce in wny of iu own members^ and 
pnniihE!: ths guilty with ikoth in so secret and sudden a 
mnnnef^ that the iierpetmturs ^re never known = indeed, such 
h the ilrad created far^- itilh iryrtltutktiit that they are never 
even fnqiiired after,** * Whi^n the members of the fiwtntt or 
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ffitv aociety vUit a town, ihc leader of the troop, whom nfi 
Kndtsih writercalU ’’the Puro ilcvn.“ draws diftcordant notes 
from a sort of teed fiwW, the holts of which are covered with 
spiders’ vfchi. The only lime when this devil and bis mut 
make a piotonsed stay in the town b on the evening before 
the day on which the newly itiiiinied lads are to be broiigin 
back from the forest. Then the leader and his satellites 
parucJc the streets for hours, while all the unlnitiaicU mce> 
women MidchBdrefl remain shut up in their hmises, listening 
to the doleful strains of the flute, which signify that the devil 
i, sufTcrtng the pangs of childbirth before he brings forth the 
inUiflted ladsj fw he is supposed to have been pregnant 
with them the wiiolc of the rainy season ever since they 
entered into the forest. When they come forth from the 
wood, they wear four or five coiUof twisted fertis round their 
waists in token of ibdr being initiated members of the order.

in the We3ti are also coiispicuoiiily absent. Jl^jwcvcr, I lie 
AHkuynt of firjibh Ea^t Africa **have a curious oxseom 
which require! Umt ttTrj" boy just befone diajmelsifiMi must 
bfi Iwft again. The mutlvcr stands up with the hoy crouching 
at her feet; slsc protends to go througli all the lubour pains, 
and the bny art being reborn cries like a t»abc and is 
washed. He lives cm luKh fur some days aftcrwariiia.''* 
A fuller description of the ceremony was gi^cii hy a member 
of the Kllcuyu tribe ai follow's! **A day is appointed, any 
time of year, by father and mtubcr. If the faiher is dead 
another elder Is called hi to act as proi^y In hit stcjul^ or if 
the muilter w nnt living another womafi to act in her ptace. 
Any uomiin thus acting at ni!|ireiiEntative looked upon in 
future hy the boy as ht^i own tnothrr^ A goat or sheep U 
kilted in the afternex^n by any one^ ufttatly noi by tlie father, 
and the stouiach and intestfres re^serveck The ceremony 
bcgtnv in the evening, A piece of skirt is cut in a circle, and 
passed i^ver ono shonkler gf the caitdidute and under the 
other arm. The ^suimuch of the goal is iimilariy treated and 
passed g\'er the mher nhoiitdcr and mtiler tlid elhcr arm. 
All the boy's ornaments ftn: netmiwcd, but nm his cblhes. 
No men are allowed Itwiite the hut, bul women are pn^nt 
Ilic ruQthcr sits on a hhle on the floor with the boy tx^tween

Nor fa it boys aloti* who are 
bom again among the Afclkuyu. '■ Girls go thfough the rite 
of second birth as well as boys. It ia somcliiucs adminis¬ 
tered to Itifanta. Al otw time the new birth was com¬ 
bined with dreumcision. and «j die ccroniony admittwl 
to the prfailcgcs and rdigious file* of Ihe tribe. Afterwards 
trouble took [dace on account of fnem boys wishtng lo la c 
their place alongside of the young mol and maintaining 
they wero )usiili«l In doing so. The old men then «ided 
the matter bj* separating the two. Unless the new birth has 
been admlnfatercd the Indiildual fs not in a ptHiUoti to be 
ailniitted to circumdsioii, which is the outward sign c 
admittance to the nattun. Any who have not gone through 
the rite cannot inherit projjcrty. nor take any part m the 
rdigious rites of the <oumrj'.“* Tor eaample. a man who 
has not been born again is disfjualifictl for carryinB his dying 
father out into the wilds and for dis^KMilfg of hfa fa>dy artrr 
death. The new birth s«im to take place usually about the 
tenth year, but die age varica with the ability of the fatbw 
to inovide a goal, whose guts are iiKessary to enable the 
boy or girl to be born again in due fbrnii

Then 
the)' carried Ihe young man back lo hb village, Tlicy aUo 
begged th 3 t whenever he movetl from one place to anoUicr 
he would kindly leave behind him $flme red cedar-bark to be 
used by them tti their own cermnotiies » and 10 tlib ctistom 
the JCootka tribes still adhere. Every new member of the 
Society must Lie inhiatcd by the wolves^ At nighi * pftck 
of ivoivcs, pcTiiioniitcd by Indians dressed 111 wolf-sbini and 
wearing woiriiiaaks^ make their apfteanincc, scite the novice, 
and carry lilm into the wOO<ls. When *lic wolves are ficisrd 
outside the village, comiitg to fetch it way the novice^ all ilie 
members of the Kicicty blacken tbdr faces and sing, ” Among 
all the tribes is great cxcitciiterU* becau-^ I am Tiohoaia. 

Is'cjtt day the wolves bring back the rtnvice death and the 
members of the socict>' have to revive him. ihc wolves are 
supposed lo have pul a magic stone ii^to his body^ which 
must be removed before he can come to life Till this is 
dune the pretcnilcd corpse is left lying ouisidc the boo so. 

I’wo wu jrds go iUtd remove the stonei which apjwars to be 
mid Iheti the ituviec is ntsuscita^ted,^ Among the 
Nbka Indians of British Columlda^ wUf> are divided into four

His reja- 
lloos cave & funcrat banquet and solemnly burnt the cBlgy. 
In short, they held a regular funeral. For a whole >’ear ilie 
novice remained absent and was scoi by none but member* 
of the secret society.

it sociTu not imreai^iftblc bo (Kmjcctiife that in like manner 
the IndiftTis of British Columbia may imagine that their life 
depends Qti die life of some one of that species of creature to 
which they asshnilate (hemse1vc« hj'^ their costume,. At least 
If that is not an article of belief iviiK ilic Columbian Indiaw 
ijf iba present day, it may very well have been so witli Uwtr 
ancestitr* in th; past, and thus may lutvc helped to mould 
the rites and ecremonbs both of the totem dan: and of th* 
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s^nit ^ocictMhi. Fot though these turo isris of eurntniiorilci 
differ ia respect of the nrode in which ipenitiership of tfiein 
is ohtttiflod—B mBH being' bon* into his lotetn elsti biit 
admitted into 4 secret society lutcr in life—we can hardty 
doubt thAt tlicy are near shirt and have Uicit root in the 
same mo:le of tboughL* Thai thought, if I am right, is 
tite possiUtlity Of establidtirtg a sy'mpailtetic febiion wlilt 
an animal, 4 spicitj nr other mighty being, «iih whom a 
man deposits for safenkeeping bfcs -loul or some part of 
it, and from whom he r«eive» iti return a gift of ningical 
powers. 

The Carrier [ndiaiis, who dwell furl her fnland than the 
tribes wc ha%'e ju-si been considering, are divided into four 
clans with the grouse, the beaver, the toad, and the griisty 
bear for ihcjr lotemsK But in addition to these clan totems 
the tribe rccogniieti a conslderabte number of what Father 
Moricc calls hoJtudfie totems, wbidi could be acquired, 
through l)ic perfarmiirvce of certain rites, by any pcrion who 
wished to improve hLi sodat pfwition. Eaeli totem elan tsad 
a certain number of honorific totems or creits, juid these 
might be assumed by an)* member of the eUn who fulfilled 
the required conditions : hut they cottid not be aciiuinid by 
member!^ of anoiEicr ctan. Thus ttv: Grouse elan had fpr its 
hnnnrifie tvitcnis or crests the owl, the moose, the weasel, 
the emne, ihc wolf, the full moon, liie wind, and so on ; the 
Toad ckii had the sturgeon, the poreupEnCi the wolverine, 
the red'headed ivixalpeckcr, the "daiding knife,*' and so 
forth f the [leaver clan liad the mountain-goat for one of tm 
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IvonoHiu totrrni \ and the * honorific totem of 

the Grisdv JJsir d"*<, at tire eoititnoii beai", as a honurific 
loteni <if crcit, migfrt be wumeU by anybody, whatever hia 
clan. Tih? qnmnton poKicasinn of a honorific totem appicats 
to have oanutliiiJcd the ^>ame tort of bond among the Cartier 
Indiana ns the mcmbcrehip of a KOei Hwieiy does ^ong 
the cooiic uibes nf British Columbfct i certainly the rites of 
[uithittoti were aJmUar. This will be clear from Fnihir 
Moricc's account of ilte petformBitoes. which I wiU subjoin io 
hia own vtordi " The conticction of the individual with his 
creii appeartd more eapectuUy during cercmoiiiil dances, 
when the fanner, attired, tf iKwHible, w-ith the spblh* uf the 
latter, was wont to fxnonate it iti the gue of an admiring 
nsKmhlsge. On all such occasions, man and totem were 
also called by the same name. The adoption of any such 
^rlie’ or crest was usually accompanietl by iniiblory cere¬ 
monies or observances corrcsfiojuUnB to the natme of the 
crest, followed In all cases, by a distribution of clothes to ail 
proent. Thus whenever anybody fe*otvtM] upon getting 
rccetired w /jdfm or Ikar, he would, regardles* of the 
geasoft^ divest himself of nil hia vvearing apparel arid don a 
ticar-skin, whoeuiwt* he would dash into tiic there 

to remain for the space of three or four days and nights b 
deference to the woiite of hts Intended ttttem animal. Every 
night a party of bis fdlow'villagers would sally out in searrh 
of the nussing ' bear.' To thdr loud calls: IV i Kifu/fM 
tComc on. Bear IJ be ivoiild answer b>’ angry growls b 
Imitation of the bear. The scarcllhig party making for the 
spot where be had been heard, would find bj' a Wicontl call 
failuwcd by a simitar answer that Iw had ilextcronsly shifted 
to some opposite quarter in the forert. As a rale, he could 
not be found, but had to come b.ick of himscir, when be was 
speedily apinehendcd and conducted to the cwemonial lodge, 
whiire Im would comincncB hia fint bear-dance ill fonjufictbn 
with all the other totem people, ench of whom would then per- 
aonatd his own particular totem. Finally would take place

Hard at it mat* be Ibr us to 
conceive why a man should choiose to ideittify hjmsdf with a 
knifci wheliier '^(larding"" oar otha'wise^ we have to remember 
that in Celebes ft is to a chopping^knift or other Iron twl 
that the soul of a woman in labour is tnnisferrcd for safety 
and the dtfTercnce between a chopping-knife and a clandlng*’ 
knife, comideit-d as a receptacle for a human soul, is per- 
hapis not ^xry matc^riaL jVmong the Thompson Indians of %ifK^ 
British Columbia ivarrior^ who had a knife, an mrow* or 
any other w^ca|»ou for their pcr^iuil totem or guardian Hwnwi» 
apirlt* enjoyed thb signal advantage over their fellows that tlTptJiw 
they were for .til pn^ctlcal purposes invulnerable. If an fafiopir 
arrow did hit them^ which seldom happened, they vomited 
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the blfKMl Up, and fhe hurt «ori healed. Hence these 
aTTow-|]ro<ir vrnrTieT7 Tiiiejy wore BmjostTi which wtiufd In¬ 
deed have been iiuperfliinu^ and they gjenexjilly took ihe 
mmi dan^emui poitj in battleu So convinced were ll« 
TjiomEuoii fndltiu? of the poiver of their pemonai lotem 
or ^uartUan apirit to bring them back to life^ that some 
of them killed theriwtV^ in the sure h*^t^ that the spirit 
wnuld immedrasely raise th^rm up from the dead.

the Hay family has recorded the old belief as follows: 

■' Among the loiv country families ilie badges arc now 
almost generally forgotten ; hut it appears by an rutcicnl 
MS. and the tradition of a few Old people In Pertluhirc, 
that the badge of Uic Hay* was llie mifltkloc. There wa* 
formerly in the neighhouihood of Errol, and not far from 
the Falcon stone, a vast oak of an unknown age, and upon 
wltid) grew a profusTon of the plant: many charms and 
legends were considered to be connected with the tree, and 
the duration of the family of Hay wiis said to be united with 
it* CTrlstcnecL It was believed that a sprig of the mistletoe cut 
by a Hay on Althalton'mas eve, with a new dirlc, and aAcr 
surrounding the tree three tuuea sunwise, and pfomou'icrng 
a certain spell, was a sure dmnn against all glamour or 
witchery', and an in fallible guard In the day of battle. A 
spray gathered in the .same manner was plaoiHl in tile cradle 
of inflmts, and thought to defend them from being changed 
for elbbairiis by the fairies. Finally, It was affirmed, that 
when the root of the o,vk had pen shed, Mhe grass should 
grow In the hi:Brth of Emil, and a raven should ah in tllC 
falcon's nest.* The two most unlucky deed* %vlHch could be 
done by one of the name of Day was, to kill a white falcon, 
and to cut doaui a limb from the oak of EreoL Wiien the 
old tree was destroyed I could never learn. Tlie estate has 
been some time sold out of the family of Hay, and of cottne 
it Is said that the fatal oak was cut down a short time 
before." ’ 1'he old sttpcritlticin Is recorded in verses which

The yellow colour of the withered b^-ugh may pairtly 
explain why Ihe miiftleLjoe hsi^ been lometlmes suppoiied to 
possess the property of disclcjsing (features in the earth ;* for 
on ihc principles of homoeo|>atbic rtmgtc there is a natuol 
affinity between a yeltow^bough and yelfoiv gold This sugges¬ 
tion is oonfirmed by the analogy of the marvellous properties 
popularly ascribed lu the mythical fem-secd or fern-bloom.

It muitt be Itr Its ehatactc* of 
the GoldcA Bough.; anil If it fa gathend at the solstices, miut 
not the Golden Bough, like tlie golden feiri'ieod, be an cmanH' 
tfon of the Sim's fire ? The question cannot be answered with 
<s simple nffirnutlve. Wc have seen that the old Aryans 
perhiip kindled the soUlittal and other ccTemoniaJ hies in 
part as aun'Channs, thsat is, witli the iistentlon oi supplying the 
sun with fitsli fire ; ami a* thesic fires were usually mailc by 
the fticiiun ur combustion of oale-woori,* it may haw appeared 
to llte ancient Aryan that the sun «u jwrKKltcally recruited 
from the fire which resided in the sacred oak. in other words, 
the oak may have seemed to him the original storehouse or 
rcservnir of the fire which was from tioii; to time drawn out 
to feed the sun. But if tlie life of the oak was conccired 
to lie iti the mistletoe, the oifstlrioe must oh that view have 
cortUJiicd the sexnl or germ of the fire wlikh was elicited by 
rrlctbn from the wood of the oak. Thus, iniieaii of sayiHR 
that ilie mistletoe wat an emanation of ihe h 

might be m>'<tr correct to say that the sun'* fire vras regarded 
as an ematiation of the mistletoe. No wonder, then, that 
tin; mlsttetoe siuine with a golden splendour, and was callinl 
the Golden Bouj^. Prehahty. howevirr, like fcni-seed, it was 
thought to assume its golden aspect only at those stated 
times, especially nudsuinmer, when fire was drawn fiom the 
oak to light up die sun.* At Pulverhatch, fo Shropshire, it 
w'aa believed within ilvbig memory that the oak'tnec blooms 
on Midnumttier Ex-e and the blossom withers Ijcfiue day¬ 
light. A rnaiden who wialres to know her Tot in marnD|!c 
should epcead a white cleih imdcr the tree at night, and in 
the morning obe will find a little dust, which Is all that 
remains of the flower. She should place the pinch of dust 
under her pillow, and then her future husband will appear 
to iicr in her dreams.* This fleeting bloom of tlie oak, if I 
am right, was prohubly Liie mistletoe jo fbi character of the 
Qalden Baugh, The conjecture is confirmed by the ntiser- 
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vation thai in Wales a real ^rig of piiitletoe gathered on 
Mtdsnitimer Eve is dmilarl)'" placed under lUc pUbw to 
iHilLice prophedc dreama; ^ and fufthef the mode of patching 
llic- imnginaiy blcxim of the o^k in a white cloth Is exactly 
that which was employed by the Druids la catch the real 
mistletoe when it dtopped from the bough of the oak* 
severed by the golden aickle.* As Shropdiire borders on 
Wales, the heUef that the mk blooms on Midsummer Eve 
may be Welsh In its immediate origin* though probably the 
belief ifl a fragment of the primitive Aryan Creed In some 
parts of Italy, we aaWp* peasants still go out on Mid- 
fliimiitcr moming to -^rch the oak-treca for the *^011 of Sl 
J ohn." which* like the misiletoei licaU mII wauiida, and 
perhaps, the tnhx Ictoe itself in ita glorlfled aspect. Thus it 
w easy to understand hnw a title tike the Golden Iloi^bi so 
little descriptE'c of its usual appearance on the tree* should 
have been applied to the seemingly iusignificanl: |ULrasi(e. 
Further, we can perhaps sec ivhy iit anticjuity fmsdetoe 
beheved to possess t!)c rcmurkable property of cxtinguUhmg 
fin%* and why m Sweden it is slilf kept in liouaes as a safe¬ 
guard against conflagratiorL^ Its fiery miture marks it out^ 
on homocsopathic principles, as the best possible cure or 
preventive of injury by fire. 

These comidciations may partially explain wEy Virgil 
makes Aenw carry a glorified bough of mistktw with him 
im his descettt into the gloomy subterranEan world. The 
poet describes how at the my gate* of hell thesre stretched 
a vast and gloomy and how the hero, following the 

flight of two doves th^t lured him on^ wandered into the

u^de&s^ In his left band, while with his right he gtasf^ the 
drooping boughs of ibc tree,* If the willow in the plctutc 
hud indeed the aigniJicancc w hich an ingenious aebnbr has 
attributed to it* tlie painter meant lo mprcscnt the dead 
inUsLeian dreaming wtstfuUy of the time wdieo the willtiw had 
carried him safe hack dcmss the Stygian ferry to that bright 
world of [ovc and muije whkh he wai now to sec no more. 
AgaiUf on an andciil sansopltogirs. which exhibits in sculp¬ 
tured relief the parting of Adotrli from Aphrodite, the 
luplci^s youths fcclinJng in the bp of hh Ictnsn, holds a 
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Irraficli, which ha-v been taken to signify that lie, toov by the 
help’ of the mystic brngli, might yet !».- brouglit back from 
the gates of death to life and love.^ 

jN'owi too, wc can coniecture why Virbtus at Nemi came Tto 
to be confounded witli the son.* If Virbiua wai, lu I Iwve 
tried to shew, a tfee-s|tmt. lie must have been the spirit of 
the oak on which grew the Golden Bough ; for tradition 
rcpfcaenloi him a> the first of the Kings of the VVcmjJ, As 
an €Mik-spirit he must have been fiapposed poriodJcally iDiruBiitbir 
reUinille the sun'# fire, and might therefore easily be con- 
founded with the sun itself. Similarly we can explain why 
Balder, an oak-spirit, Was described as "so fiilr of face and 
so shining that a light went forth from lilm"* and why lie 
should have been so often taken to be the sun. And In 
general ive may say that in primitfve toctety, wlwn tUr only 
known way of making fire ta hy the friction of Hood, the 
savage must necessarily conceive of fin: as si properly stored 
away, Ukc sap or juice, in trees, from which be has labori¬ 
ously to extinct it The Senal Indians of Californuiprofess 
to lielicvc that the whole world was once a globe of fire, 
whence that element passed up Into the trees, and now 
coiutrs out wliencver two pieces of wood arc rnbbeil 
together.** Similarly the Indiana of California hold 

that **1110 earth was primarily a globe of ijidtcn matter, and 
froin that tho principle of fire ascended through the roots 
into the trunk and bmnches of trees, whence the linlians tan 
extract it by means of their drill,**' In Kainolufc, one of 
the Caroline tslands, they say that the art of making fire 
was taught taeti b}' the Olofact, the cunning master 

of dames, gave fire to the birfi um-i and bade him cany it to 
earth in hLi bill 5 kj the bird flmv from tree to tree and 
stored ttway the slumbering force of the fire In tJic wood, 
fretn which men can elicii it by friction.' In the andent 
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Vc<iic hymns of Inifia the fire-gpd Agni ^ fs spoken of 
bom hi wiwd* m the emtw^^o of i^lniir#, ut as dhstribytod In 
plants He Ls also iiaiiT to h^vc eateretl into all pLintM or 
to Binvc n/ter them.

Imagine tJuil wlieti wood struck by lightning b soaked in 
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trcito' the fierce b<jcit of the filumberin^ fife m its veins ts 
tempered to a genial warmtli, which promotes the growth 
of the croi^s; but that when the force of the fife ttas not 
been thus diluted it blasts the gfOwUig corn. When ihe 
Thompson lisdlatis of BrrtF.di Cc^iltiinbia wished to scE fire to 
the hou^ of their cneuiieSp they alibi at Lhem arrows vi^hich 
were dthcr made from a tree that Imii been struck by light- 
riing or Imd splinters of such ivood aitaehed to I hem.* They 
seem to have the tight that wood struck by liglnnmg was so 
charged wUh fire that it would ignite whatcvcf it atnsek, the 
mere coucusai^in aulTxcIng to explode it like gunpcrrtdtrr. Yet 
curiously enough these Indians supposed that if they burned 
the wood of trees ilisii had been struck by light ningi the 
u-eather would tin mediately turn cold^* t'erltaps tJrcy CoeI' 
oclved such trees os reservoirs of luKit, and Imagined tliat hy 
uning itiem up they would exhaust the supply and Utus 
lower the temperature of the atinuiphirre,* Weiidiih pcasanid 
of Saxony similarly refuse bo buni in their stoves the wood 
of trees that Imw been slTUnk by lighiiting i but ilte tcasoit 
they give for their refusal is djfTerent They say that with such 
fuel the house wc»uld be burnt down/ No dnubt they think 
that the electric Hashj inherent in the wood, would send such a 
roaring flame up tltc chfmEiey that nothing could stand before 
iU In like manner the Tbongn of South Afrlcua will not use 
such wood as fuel rmr warm tliciui^clvczft at a fin: which has 
beeii kindled with it« but what danger thc>" apprehend from 
the wood we are not (old/ On the contmyt wiieri lightning 
sets fire to a tree, the Winaitiwanga of Northern Rhodoia 
put out all the fires in the village and plaster the fireplaces 
afreeht ^vhjlc the he&d men convey the lightiiing-kindlcd fire 
to the chfeC who prays over it. The chief then sends out 
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the neiv {ire to nM hTs vtllng^ nnit the reward hb 

tiicisseiiLgefs for [be bduiL This dtevi's thjtt they look uporr 
Sre kituLfed by lightmiif* with revereiiei!; mrirl Llic reverence is 
{titelllgihle, for the}' speak vl thuntlcr run] Jightniog aj God 
himself coming down to eulh.‘ Similarly the Mnidu 
Jndinni of CatUbniLi facifeve tliat a Great Mon creatci) the 
world ami ail its Inhabitants^ and that ligiitning Is nothing 
but the Great Man him-wlf deaiccoding' awifUy out of hcavtiu 
and rending the trees, with his darning arm/ 

It is a plausiblr ihcory that the mvereFio: which the 
ancient pecplca of Europe paid to tlic osilt, and the coo- 
nej(j<iii which Ihqr traced between the tree and their stey- 
god,* were derived from the much greater fr^uency with 
whKdt the oak appears to Iw struck by lEghtnitiB than any 
oUtcf tnro of mr European forest*. Some ^arkablc 
statistics have been adduced in support of this view by 
Mr. W. Wardc Fowtw.* Observations, annunily made in 
the foresD of T.,ippe.DetiUoid for seventeen years, yielded 
Qic result tlvat while live woods arete ttiainly stocked with 
beech and only to a small mctvttt with oak and Scotch 
pine, yet far mote oaks and Scotch pine* were struck by 
iigtitning than beechess the number of stricken Scotch pines 
mcoeeding the rnimbcr of stricken beeches In the proptirtlon 
of tKhty^wven to one, and the number Of stricken oaks 
exceeding the number of stricken beeches in the proportiotr 
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of no ks 3 thjifi ^Ixty to one. Siioilai- results liavc been 
ubimncd fcom obsetVpitions made in hVencIi and liavarian 
fores hL^ La shart^ it would seem from siatistic^ com pi let! by 
scientific nbs^rs'CTs, have no mythological tlicqricB !o 
m.imtahif that the oak sulTera from the stfoki: of lighUiing 
far uftcncT than any othof forest tra: in Europe, Howe™ 
we may explain it* whcthcf by tile easier passage of electricity 
through odewood than through any other timber,* or in sufjie 
other way, tlin fact iiiiclf may well have attracted tlic notice 
of our rude fort fathers, who dwelt in the rast forests which 
then covered a large imt of Europe] and they might 
naturally accoiinL for it In their simpk religious way by 
suppoiiing that the great aky-god, whom they wDrshipped 
and whose awful voice they heard in the roll of thiinder^ 
loved il^e oak almve all ilic Wxa of tlic wood and often 
descended into it frtim the murky cloud in a dash of Uglitniiigt 
leaving a token of hk presence or of hb fxwage fn die riven 
and blackened fcrunk and the blasted fbliagCp Such trees 
wmdd thenceforth be encircled by a nimbus of gloi^*^ a* 
ilic visible scats of the thundenrig sky-gcnL Certain k is 
that, like Mine aavageSi^ both Crnks and Romans idcntJRcd 
their great god df ihe sky and of the oak with ilte Itghrniiig 
flash which struck the ground] and they regularly c:ncl<ised 
such B stricken 4piot and treated it thereafter os saereiL* It 
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Is not mail to sirppcw that ttic antz^fiors at tbc CcltJ and 
Gcrmfitna in iJir forcft^ of Central Europe paTJ u Uke respect 
fur like reo^^^riiv ii$ a blasted mk. 

Thiii cxpliinallnii irf the A^n mvtJfetrct for the oak 
aftd of the AsscidAtion of the ti« with the great god of 
the ihunder and the sky^ was suggested or implied long 
ago by Jacob Grfmixi,* and has been of late iiovi*erfijlly 
rettlfoiccd by Mr. W. Warde Fowler.* It appears to Ise 
ttmpler atid moie probaUk Utun the explanatiOJi which 1 
fornieriy adoptcd^ namely, that live oak waj ivorsibipi>cd 
prirnnrlly for tlw matiy benefits which otir rude forc^lhcrs 
etirrived from ilie im, panieukriy ibr tlse fire which they 
drew by fricHcm from iu wood; ami that the oonncxloci of 
the oak with the sky w'os an afler-^thought biased on Ihe 
belief that the Qmh of tfgbtiiiiig was nothing but the spark 
which the Hky-god up aloft did ted by rubbing two pieces 
of oaJc ucxhI agsitist carb othcf. Just aa lili aai-”agc worshipper 
kindled ftre in the forest on eartE* On that theory the god 
of thr thunder atiil the sky wils derived from the odginaE 
god of the nak; cm the preseni ihf^ory, which I now 
the god of the sky and the thuiider was the great brigtitnl 
deity of om Aryan anccstoni. und his us^iciation with the 
oak W3F merely an inference tstused on the frequency with 
which the oak seen to be struck by lightning* If the 
Aryaiia, as sontc ihink^ ro-uned the wide stepj^ of Russia 
or Ccatrai Asia with their Hocks anil herds before iliey 
plungeil into the gloom of the European Cbrests, they 
may have wonhipj'iod tlie god of the blue or doudy 
finnanicot and the fiasiiing thunderbolt long before they 
thoitghe of assDciailng him with the blasted oaks fn llteir 
new bomtL* 
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I’crliaps the new tlieofj- has the further advantage ofTi#^rti 
throwing light on the special sanctity ascribetl to mbtJcloe "™,S^ 
«hicli eto^vt on an oak. The mere rarity of such a gfow-th 
on an ojk liardly suffices to explain the extent and tne .taiyiiuii 
pcrtisteno! of the superstition. A hint of its red origin is 
possibly furnisHeJ by the stalcnujiii of i'liny tliatihe Druids 
worshipped the plant bccattse they bdlcvcd it to have fallen 
from heaven and to be a token that the tree on which it 
grew was chosen by the god himBelf.’ Can they i^ave thought 
that the mistletoe dropped on the oak in a flash of llghtulitg ? 

Tlie eon^ture fs conhrtncd by the name ihundcr*beiom whicSi 
is applied to tnisiJctoe in the Swiss smton of Aargau,* for 
the epUiicl clearly implies a dose connexion between the 
luirasite Bfid the thuudwi indeed *‘thujidcr-bciwm" is a 
poirular name in Germany Ibr any bushy nest-like exercseence 
growing on a brancli, because such a parusitic growth fs 
actually beJie^'ed by the ignorant to l>c a product of Ifghtning.* 

If thcTO is any truth in this conjecture, the real reason why 
the Druids worshipped a (nislIetoc-bcarJng oak above all 
other trees of the forest vks a bciief that every such oak hud 
nut only been struck by lightning but bolt utnong tu brunches 
u vtalhk eniatiation of the celestial fire : so lhal in cutting 
the mistlcioe with mystic riles they were scewring for them¬ 
selves all the magical properties of a thuntterboit If that 
was so, we must apparently fxtncluiJe that the iiiiBilctoc was 
deemed an emanation of the Ughtitlng rather thun, as t have 
thus far urgired, of the midnitiitiiter stin. f^crhajis, indeed, we 
might combine the iwo seemingly dhwgent vkw i by sup¬ 
posing timt in tlw old Aryan creed the misiletoe descended 
from the sun on M idsummer Day in a rtauh of lightning. «ut 
such a wmblfiHiioit Is artiBciol and onanipported, so far os I 
ktiowi by atjy positive evidcfice. Whether on mj-thical prin¬ 
ciples the two interpreLalions can really be reconciled with 
each other or not, 1 will not presume to say ; but even should 
Ihcy prove to lie dhcrepanl, the inconsistency need not have 
prevented our rode forefuthen from embmdRg both of them 
ai the same time with an equal fervour of conviction ; for 
like the great majority of mankind the savage la above being 
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hiMfbni^nfl by tfie tnirnmel<i of a p^tajiiic lo^c In at- 
tempitri}; ijo tnLck bis ilc^viotis ihcnuglti tlirough tbc Tungk 
of Ey«tDranee and bUncI fear, luiist always retaftnlbcr 
lhat wc are ueadht^ enchanted ^ounii. and muflt beware of 
taking for solid r^lltles tbe dcrudy shapes thax cnim our 
jraiii or hov^ anit gibber at us through the gtoam. We 
an never completely replace oursdves at tlie stand[>crint of 
primitive rnon, see diiogs with his eyes, and feet our 
bent with the emoijons that stirred his^ Alt our theorivti 
cunceming him and hss ways must thercrarc fall far short of 
eertnlnty ; the ulmost we can aspire to Jn sildi uixitterB is a 
nrosartible degree of probability. 

To eoiKrludc Ihcsc cnj|iiiries we may say that If Italikr 
indeedp os I have epiijccttired, a persaniHcatf^n of a 
mistletoe-bearing wk+ hb death hy a hUm of ih^^ tnistleioe 
might on tbii new theory be explained m a death hy a 
stroke uf lightning. So long oa the in ivhich the 

ibune of the lighttung amoiildered, wou suiTercd to remain 
among the boughs, lo long no harm coiilii befall tlic good 
aoJ kindly god of tbc oak* w*ho kept hia Ufc stowed away for 
safety betw een earth and heaven in the mysterlcus iionisiiie ^ 
but when once that neat of his life^ or of his death, wa^ 
torn fftmi Ihc liranidi and hurled at the trunks the Iroc 
fcl!—the god died—smitten hy a thunderbolt/ 

And what ivc liave sakj of BAlder m the oak forc^its ot 
Scandinavia may perhaps, with all due di^cncc in n qutriition 
so obicnn: and oncmiuti^ be applied to rhe priest of Duiimi 
the Kttig of the Woodf £il Aricin in thu oak forests of IxolyiP 
lie imy have per^nated in fleshaiid blood the great Italian 
god of the sky^ Jupiter/ whn lud kindly ci>me down fifojn 
hcav'cn in I lie lightning to dwill amcmg men fn the 
miclietoc—the thuncler-be^n—tlie Golden Bough—rgfuwing 
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on the sacred oak. beside the stiU waters of the lake of NeniL 
If that WHS 30, «’C need not wonder that theimest giianlctJ 
With drawn sword the mystic bough which contained the 
god’s life and h» own. The goddess whom he Ba-N-cd and 
married was hcnielC If 1 ani right, tw> other than the Queen 
of Heaven, the true wife of the aky-god For she, too, loved 
the solitude of the woods and the lonely lillls, and satling 
overhead on dear nights In the likenas of the silver 
she looked down with plCTsure on her awn fair image 
reficeted on the calm, the burniabed surface of the lake, 
Sana's Mhror.

Wk are at ibc end of our enquiry, but as often happwii 
in ttre icardi after irulti, if wb have answered one question, 
we have raked many mom; if w« haw followed tnw track 
home, fii-e have bad to pass by others that aitene«l off It and 
ted, or seemed to Itod, to Eir other goals than thc^sacred 
grow at Ncmi. Some of these paths we have followed a 
little way [ others, if fortune should he kind, the writer and 
the readn may oae day pursue togethern For the piesciii 
wc have journeyed far enough together, and it is time to 
part Vet before we do to, wc may well aak ourselves 
whether there is not some mow general oondudon, some 
lesson, if poftsihle, of hope and encouragement, to be drawn 
from tlie inclftncholy record of human error and folly which 
has engaged our attention in these volume. 

If then we consider, on the one hand, the cssentiBl 
dmQarity of ittank chief umals every where and at all limits, 
and an the other hand, the wide difTcwnce between the 
means he has ailopted to satisfy them In different ages, wc 
shall perhaps be disposed to conclude that the mov^ent of 
the higher Umught, so far as we can trace It, has on tlte 
whole been from magfo through religion to relcnoe. In 
magic man depends on his own Strength to meet the 
diflkulties and dangers that beset him on every side; He 
believes in a eettain established order of nature on wbkh he 
can surely count, mid wTuch he can manipulate for his own 
ends. When be discover^i his mlstahc, when he recognizes 
sadly that both tlie order of nature width he had assumerl 
and the control wbkh he had believed himself to excrebe 
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cjvtr It wei-e purely imaginary, he ceaacs to rely on tiis own 
mtdikgence ajid hia riun imaidci! cflr«rt5* and throws h im* 
wJf humbly on the mcrty of a^rtain giiiat Invi^itilc bcingn 
bdiind the ^-eil of nature^ to whom he now aicribes ail thf»c 
far-fcttching powers whkh he o«ee An^jgattfiS to hitmelC 
Thus in the acuter mineb magic is graditahy supef^edetS by 
leligion. which cxpkiris the sticwssiDn of patutiil phenomena 
as r^olatcd by the will^ the passion, or the caprice of 
srpiritmd beings like man in kind, ihough vastly sajperinr to 
him in power. 

But as time goes on thb explanatiDn in Its turn proves 
to be unsatbfactorj'. For it assumes that the successLcm of 
natural cventis is not determined b>^ immutable Jaws, but Is jfw 
to some extent vadi^hle and imcgular^ and thb assumptJqn 
is not borne Out hy closer observationH On the contrary, 
the more we scnitiniscc that siiceesyicm the more we are 
struck by the rigid uniformity* the punctual pnixision with 
which, wherevx!r wc cmi follow them, the operations of future 
are carried on^ Every great ailvauce in knowledge has 
extended the sphere of order and coircspoiidiitgly restricted 
the sphere of apparent disorder in the worlds till now we 
are ready to antici|»ate that even in regions where chamre 
and confusiot) appear add to reign, a fuller knowtedge 
would everywhere reduce tire seeming chaos to cosoim. 

Thus the keener mituki* still pressing rorward to ^ deeper 
solution of the mysteries of the universe, come to reject the 
reltgcous theor}' of nature a* inadequate^ and to revert in a 
measure to tlu: older standpoint of magic by postulating 
explicitly^ wbat In magic liad otity been iinpHcitly a^LSUmed, 
to wit. an mflcxibk regularity in the order of nMural events, 
whichi if carefully olaerved, enables ws to foresee their course 
with dertaint>* to act aarerdJngly- In short* fcligiqn, 
reganlcd as nri explanation of rtaliire, b di^iplaceil by seknee. 

But while science has this mueh In comirton with Cwunui 
magic that both rest on a faith in order us tire underlying 
prindpic of all things, reHtlers nf thb work will hardly ornaiiMai 
need to be reminded that the order presupposctl hy 
magit diffcrj widely fraoi that which forms the baiis dF hr friark 
science. The difference flows nattrrally from the difTcrent 
modes in which the two ofdcfa have been reached^ For rrapea- 
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whwcw the onEer nii which reckotis b metely an 

extension, ti)‘ fabr analogy, of the tnticf In wJiich Ideas 
present them^dvet to our nuiida, the onler laid don'U by 
science ia derived firom patient and exact observalion of the 
pbencuDena themseU’e. The ubundancej the solidity, and 
the splendour of the results already achieved by ■cicnoo are 
well fitted to itispiie us with a cheerful confidence In the 
seuindnev of its tneihotL Here at Eaat« after groping about 
In the dark for countless ages, titan tios hit ujkui a clue to 
the lab>‘nntb, a golden key that opens many locks 1" the 
treatiury of tiatitre. It is prolaahiy not too much to *ay that 
the hojic of progress—moral and intellectual as well as 
material—in the future is bound up with the fortunes of 
sdcnce, and that every obstacle placed in die way of scientific 
diKoveiy is a wrong to humanity, 

Tiieirko, Yet the hifitoiy of thought should worn us against 
concluding that bocau!e the scientific tlicory of the world 

vMUMit is die best that has yet txen formttlatcd, It b nucessM'vriiy 
complete and final, We must remember that at bottom 
the general iiatKHis of science or, in o&minoii parlance, 
the laws of nature are metcly hypotheses devised to 
explain that esur-shifting phattiasmagorift of thought 
which we dignify with the high-sounding tin me* of tlie 
world and the universe. In the last nnatysb msgk, 
religion, and science are nothing but thcoricB of thoughl i 
and os smence has jmpplanted iLi predecessor, so it may 
Ucreafter be itself stiperredcd by some more pcr&cc hypo- 
di«K perhaps bj* tome totally rlifTcieiit miy of looking at 
llie phenomena—«r regiiterlng the shadows on the screen— 
of whieJt we in this generation can form no Idea. The 
advance of knowledge Is ati infinite progression uiwartls a 
goal that for erer recedes, We need not murmur at the 
endless pursuit;—

In 
the ages to come man may be able to predict, perhaps even 
to control, the wayward courses of the winds ami clouds, 
but hardly will hla puny hands have strength to speed 
afresh our slackening planet in its orbii or rektiidlr the 
dying fire of the 9 un.* Yet the philosopher who trembles 
m Uve idea of such distant catastrophes may console himself 
by reflecting that these gloomy apprehensioria, like the 
earth and the sun themselves, are only parts of that^ un- 
stjbstontiai world which thought bos conjured up out of the 
void, and that the phantoms which the subtle enchantress 
has evoked tewlay she may ban to niorrow. They too, like 
50 much that lo common eyes seems solid, may mcU into
